I am directed to forward, for the information of the Board, a eopy 
of the final reiK)rt on the recent survey and settlement oj)eration8 in 
the (Government and temiMuarily-settled estates in the district of 
Midna|K»re, and to communicate the following observations and orders 
of (Government. 

2. In paragraphs 15 and 10 of the rejM)r( the important (luestions 
of drainage and irrigation are discussed, and with re,gard to the fonner, 
the Settlement Officer emphasises the necessity of a (tomprehensive 
scheme which should l>e preceded by a level survey. In this connection 
1 am to invite the attention of the Board to the faci that the enhance- 
ment of rents which has resulted fiom the recent ()i)erati()nH was 
recommended by the local oHic(‘rs on the distinct understanding that 
the protective embankments and <lraimige channels of the khas uuihals 
would be maintained in efficient repair, and the mattei’ therefore 
re(|uires very caieful consideration. 

d. render the orders contained in (lovernment letter No. 86, dated 
the 20th April, 1882, the charge of (jrambheries and drainage channele 
in the Jalamutha and Majnamutha estates was entrusted to the Public 
Works Department. Mr. Tayloi- in paragraph 41 of his rate report for 
pargana Doro Ihibnan suggested that the Khas Mahal Department 
should again take charge of the.se works. Tn paragraph ‘74, he gave 
a list of the khalsi in Doro which required clearin,g, and in the following 
rate i-eiairts the unaatisfactor> condition of certain khah, gramhheries 
and einbankents was brought to notice and suggestions were made 
for their improvement : — 

(J) Paragraphs 7 and 9 of the rate re|)ort of estate Bahirimutha 
l>aklimmal Jalpai. 

{2) Paragraphs 5(1) and (2) of rate rejwrt of Paharpur Jalpai. 

(3) Paragraph 8 of rate report of Mahal Mukandupur. 

(4) Paragraph 11 of r^te report embankment estate. 

(5) Paragraph 63 of rate repeat . of Muthurakhali Khas Jungle 

estate. 
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In paragra}^ 7 of hia letter No. 1027, dated tie 20tlk March, 1909, 
aubmitting to the Board the rate reports of variotks parganaa in the 
Hajnamutha and Jalamutha estates, the IBreetor of I/aud Itecords 
ntateS that approximately a sum of Ks. 24,000 would hi* mjuired for 
the annual maintenance of embankments and drainage channels in 
those estates that are not in charge of the Public Works J>ej»ajtmeut. 
He added that the Collector was drawing up a detailed scheme for the 
improvement and maintenance of existing embunkniAits and (‘hanuels, 
and that he supported the enhancement jiroj^osals on the understaudiug 
that the sum found b\ the ('ollertor to 1 k» necessary for works of 
iipprovement wouhl be ])n)vided by (lovernment year by year witlniut 
fail. 

4. Under present anangements, the f/nmihlurirs and drainage 
channels of the Jalamutha and Majnamutha estates aie divided into 
two classes; — (I) larger works, mostly drainage cimnnels i>enefiting 
seyral villages, and (2) smaller works \\hi<h cun be provide«l for 
without exact estimates or measuretiients l)v grants t(» villages. The 
former are in charge of the Puidic Works Department, and the latter 
are looked after by the Khus Mahal Kstablishment . At present 
Us. 21J)flO is provided in the Publii- Works Department budget for 
the maintenance of the laiger protective works, and Us. 20, [>50 is 
allotted annually from the Khas Mahal Improvement Uund for the 
smalter channels and embankments. Large works, such as those 
connecte<l with the drainage of the Aigwal circuit, are also undertaken 
hy the Publii Works Ih^partment from time to time, (lovernment, 
as at present advised, consider that this arrangement should conti'iue, 
but it is very desirable that the Puidic Works mid Khas Mahal 
Departments should co-operate and work on the same lines in this 
matter. S|>ecial enquiries are being- made b\ the officers of (he Public 
•Works Dejiartment as to (he remedial measures neiesHarv in conse- 
(|uence of the floods which occurre«l in (lie (Vintai subdivision last 
year, and I am to request that the Hoard will now <*xainine the whole 
position in consultation with the Public AVorks Department, and will, 
in jiarticularJ satisfy itself that the meaMures recommended by the 
Settlement Officer in connection with his enhamement projursals are 
being adeijuately canied out. 

5. Paragraphs 17 to 19 and 279 of the report deal w'itli the 
on which irrigation in the upland pargaiias of Bularampur, Kulyunjmr, 
Nayabasan and Jhargram mainly depends. The suggestions made for 
the improvement ari4 maintenance of these hvndhi should l)e considered, • 
and suitable action taken in regard to them. Pprjf^alical inspection, 
as suggested by the Settlement Officer, seems rieces-sary, in the case 
of those hundhSf for the upkeep which the^iroprietors are resjK)nsible. 

6. The Settlement Officer i^ -jfaragraphs 124-27 of his report layi^ 
considerable stress on the dearth of gAsing-grounds and the necessity 

• m • ^ 
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of* improving tfie cattle in the estates. The general queiftion of' the 
provision of grazing-grounds in Government estates has been referred 
to the Board separately. It would appear that in th^ greater part of 
Majnamutha and Jalamutha, the lands available for grazing are 
already insufficient. Stej)8 should be taken to prevent further 
encroachments, and to reserve for grazing purposes any suitable land 
which may rever^ to the control of the Khas Mahal authorities. In 
the other estates where waste land is still available, definite arrange- 
ment s should he made to reserve 8|)ecific areas for grazing purptises. 

7. The final report as well as the rate rejiorts contain many 
proiiosals for the general improvement of the estates, such as the 
establishment of a model market at^^Tengra Tfat (]mragraph 22), the 
improvement of hluis tanks (paragraph 128’), the redistribution of 
Vihsil circles (paragraf)h 27b), and various other matters. It would 
api)ear from the (>)llector’s report that these questions are lieing dealt 
with by the local otti(‘ers, but it is important that they should not 
be lost sight of, and 1 am to commend to the consideration of the 
Board the suggestion of the Director of liand Becords that a comidete 
list should be made of the various pi-oposals made in the re|M)rts, and 
that a systematic record should be maintained of the action taken in 
respect of each. I am also to ask that the Board will })e good enough 
to see that the arrangements made for the maintenaiu'c of the record 
in the (loverniuent estates are efficiently carried out.

Mr. J0GE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Sir, in reply I ought to point 
out that if the amendments of Mr. Patiram Roy, Mr. Puspajit Banna 
and Miss Bell-Hart would serve the purpose, it is no use considering 
these short-notice amendments. They might as well not be taken up 
and there is one amendment which particularly says “after item No. 400 
insert the following item, namely, — 

40()A. Mr. K. Shahabuddin to move that in clause 11 in propose^

Some of these, adopted, will^nile out the possibility of 
others coming in. I submit that fhe most exclusive should be taken « 
up first, discussed, and disposed of, and, thereafter, the second most 
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exclusive shouM be taken up and so on. If that is not done, it will be 
difficult for us to find out the reasons for which honourable members 
suggest lower figures. It is quite possible, Sir, that some hon(J\;rable 
member may (iave his own reasons for putting down a lower figure 
which may l>e accepted later on. If, however, other motions, which 
are not most exclusive, are taken up first, probably he will not be in a 
^ position to move his amendment at all. I, therefore, submit, Sir, that 
we should take up the most exclusive motions first. 


Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, in support of Dr. Sanyal’s 
statement, may 1 point out that the two motions which have just been 
moved by me are apparen(l\ contradictory, although they are of an 
exclusive character. In motion No. 1 have suggested and in 
motion No. J7, 94. At the same time, I have got my reasons in support 
of each of them, although they are of an exclusive nature. If my 
reasons for the first one do not find favour with this House, then onj^ 
the other motion will come up.

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Yes, Sir, and for this reason, 
that, so far as the allotment of ^ea^s is concerned in the Bill itself, the 
allotment has been made on a certain principle according to the sponsor 
of the Bill, and he has calculated the total number of seats in the 
different constituencies and put them in in this particular Bill. We 
might object to this allocation, and on that basis we have framed these 
motions. If we accept a juution of that allocation, then a certain 
number follows. 1 will put it .separately in that order. But the diffi- 
culty is that one joint debate on apparently inconsistent motions will 
be of no avail. (The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy: Alternative 
argument!) 1 am glad, .Sir, that in\ honourable friend has pointed 
out oilr diffi(uilties and is trying to help us. At the same time, however, 
he has increased our difficulties. (Laughter.) AVhat I am suggesting 
is this: for me to stand up and support 100 seats in one breath and 
in the next breath to fall back upon 98 is a fert which I am not 
capable of performing. It may be. Sir, that the gentlemen of the 
Treasury Benches might perform that feat! But so far as I am con- 
cerned, I confess that I am not up to it.^ Therefore I submit that if 
' you will kindly take up the.‘»e motions, one by one, it will facilitate 
discussion rather than hamper it in an^"'way.

Are 
they based on population — the percentage of population of the. different 
oommunitief inhabiting this city or are there other considerations 
effecting the matter? For instance, Muslims enjoy a certain percen- 
tage of population: Hindus enjoy a certain percentage: Europeans 
enjoy a crertain percentage: Anglo-Indians enjoy certain other per- 
centage, and among the Hindus the Scheduled Castes enjoy a certain 
percentage.

justice of these figures and the neeessity for these changes and the 
policy underlying these changes which have been made at^lhe 
last moment. 


Mr, 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, in support of the sugges- 
tion put forward by my leader, may I just T)oint out to the Hon’ble 
Minister that, while introducing the Bill, he mentioned certain reasons 
which hud actuated the Government to make this allocation of seats. 
These reasons were further discussed in the Sele<d Committee and we 
also had an inkling of the mind of the Hon’hle Minister and the 
purpose of the Government at that stage. At the last moment, certain 
other proposals have come forward. We do not know what really are 
the reasons which have actuated Government in bringing forward 
these new i)ro|)osals. These new proposals liave (‘ome up before the 
House in the shape of short pithy amendments without any reasons 
being put forward for us to judge them on their merits. It is certainly 
difficult for us to judge them at this stage, particularly because these 
amendments are mixed up and intimately connected with the amend- 
ments which have already been placed before the House and also the 
clauses of the Bill itself.

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: First of all, T heg to submit that 
the whole clause has been ill-conceived and, tberefoie, I have the 
painful duty of opposing the clause as a whole a.s it Inpt been drafted. 
For certain technical dilhculties it has not been possihh* f<ir us to 
submit an alternative scheme wl*ereby the noiiiiDatiori .system as a 
whole could be deleted, coufd Ije •done away with. It has been

1 submit that, in the third place, if we come 
to' the decision that certain limitations have got to be imposed upon 
nomination, then what tliOvSe limitations should be have to be consi- 
dered carefully — whether the limitations should be on the basis of 
any (‘ommunal representation or representatioa of economic interests 
iike labour or the employees of the Corporation, and so on.

As it is an important piece of legislation, I submit that it is necessary 
for tl^e* House to consider actually the position in this respect on 
statistical evidence. I would, therefore, ask your indulgAice to permit 
me to read out the statistical tables relating to the figures of popula- 
tion in different wards of Calcutta.

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Sir, I learn, on good authority, that so far as the population of 
Calcutta is concerned, the percentage of Hindus has been increasing 
for the last few years proportionately to the percentage of increase in the 
Muhammadan^ population. No\r that the Muhammadan population has 
gone dow'n, but of the two comparative increases the increase in Hindu 
population has been greater in the city of Calcutta. That being the 
position, tlie question of representation even at the very start, when we 
are thinking of nomination, has got to be examined in the light of the 
pr(q)onderating posit i(ni of a (‘ertain community and certain particular 
sections of the pcipulation. If the nomination system is to be retained 
at all, which I submit, is an anachronism, then we must see that through 
such nomination (rovernment may not introduce a system by which 
the absolute majority of a community in the administration of the affairs 
of the cii\ ma.\ be endangtuiMl and there may not be at mo^t a proble- 
matic majority only retained — by liardly one vote in a house of 93 — 
whicli again is likely tf) ]>e in danp:er, ])ecausc there is nothing to prevent 
a non-Hindu getting elected in a (xeneral (’onstituencA . (Jeneral Con- 
stituency is not reserved merely for the Hindu community as such, — 
the Hindu comnuinit\ which has the largest ])opulation as well as the 
largest contiibution should not l)c in any wa\ penalistnl. I, therefor(‘, 
submit that on the \Ahole this clause has not been properly conceived. 
We could have understood, it instead oi the nomination ssstcun, (rovern- 
ment had come forward with a definite propf)sal t^' abolish noniination 
and increase the Muhammadan seats suitably and pro])orlionatelN to the 
number of seats of the Himlu commuiiitA . Tliat would have been much 
more logical and iindtu'slandable. 1. tbcrefore, submit that so long as 
that has not been done, this clause should be sent back to the autho- 
rities concerned for proper rec'asting.

Mfii SURE NORA NATH BISWAS: Mr. S)>eaker. Sir, in support 
of my motion t(» increase llie number of elected (Councillors from 77 
to 100, 1 heg to submit that in fixing the proportion of seats for the 
different comin\inilies (lovernment sliould liave considered the principle 
of }U)pulalion basis. In all local bodies, Sir, the principle of popu- 
lation l)asis is iecognis(‘d, wliere reservaiion of seats has been provided 
for, and weightage given to the minority. 

Sir. we, the members of the Congress Party ''.re agreeable to give 
weightage to tin* minorities living in the city of Calcutta; but in 
fixing the number of seats, I submit that the population basis should 
he the guiding j)riuciple first, and ‘then the question of weightage 
should come in. Sir, where GoVernment have wanted 22 seats for 
the Muhammadans when the Muhammadans form 25 per cent, of the 
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population, the reniainirtp 7"> per cent, onjrht to ^ret 06, /.c., if the 
Miihannnaflans j»*et ‘^2, the rest comprisiiifr 7’> per cent, should fjet 0(> 
seats. ^The total is S8. Added to these SS the miniher of special seats, 
I mean tlie seats of tlie Europeans, \vhi(‘h is J‘2, the total will c(»ine up 
to the figure 100. This is the analysis of 100 seats, for which I have 
moved my amendment. 

Xow, Sir, out of the 00 seats which should have been allotted for 
the 7-^ JUT cent of the p(^]>ulation. we are agnamble* to allot st‘ats 
to the Anglo-Indians who form 1*3 jjer cent, of the ])opulatit)n tmly. 
We an* also agreeable to set apart two seats for Labour as (iovernment 
have propo.sed. Thus subtracting these four seats from the (It) seats 
due to the 7") per cent, of the population, ti‘J seats remain for tlie 
Hindus, and out (d‘ these 0'.^ scats also, wh‘ are agreeable to give some 
seats as additional weightage to the Mubammadans and give them 
evtm o seats moic, ])rovid(‘<l, of course, th(‘y agnu* to change their 
prTseni oiitlooK I mean their communal outlook --for the national 
outlook, as Indians t<» ^uidc the dcstinv of the ('uicutta (\)!]>oralio}i. 

Sir, in tin* Stalcnmiil (d (t[)j<'cts and Hcasons, it is stal<‘d that tin* 
cliaiific of .j<niit (dcctoialc for s(*])ara1c electorati* has })c(‘n providi'd by 
CTtovtu'iimcnt owing to iftc fac't that the Muslims ar<‘ of the opinion 
that Muslini ( ’onncillor^ returned by joint elecforalcs liavc very 
largely ^’(‘yu•c^cnt<•d the w{s1i<*s of the majority community and have 
not been tiul\ it*pr<'soiitiit ivc of Muslim interests. That is the nnisou 
nicnlimicd tlicia' toi <dianging joint clcctfM'atcs for s<>paratc (dc<doratcH. 
Hut ;ii tlio Statement oi Olijeets and Hensons I do not find ai»\ stute- 
meiii oi rea^itn that Muhammadiins '■honld he given more weighinge. 
Mli\ i*' Hecaiiso there is no Kaison behind tliat. Although the Hindus 
forui 7o per cent <d the pojiulafion. tin* numher «d seats iilhtlted to 
them is already mm ji less than what is due to them in piopnrtion t(> the 
numbei of seats allotted to tin* Muslims. V<*t. ( Jovernuieiit have 
.shamele^sK propo-ed to ineit*ase tin* la1t(‘r numher. wliile leaving the 
former untouched. \ot wit list ainling. Sir. we d(» in»t grudge giving 
a few* more seats to tin* Muslims so long as the electorate is j<diit, arid 
1 think that in this 1 rej)resefil the f’ongress point of view. Mad not 
Government asked t(*r separate ele<*torates and had they asked only 
for nnre seats for the Muslims, keeping intact the Hy.st(*m rif juint 
electorates, then the (’oiigres>. j)art\ woubl not liavt* objected to 
granting more seats as iurther weigliiage 1*> tin* Muhammadan 
community.

Sir. tlie Hindu point of view is that seat.s shoubl he given hi 
proportion to their population and that the allocation of .seats should 
be based on e(iuitv and justiei^ In reply mv leader’.s (piestion 
whether (iovernmeni have consideFcd this principle, the Hon’ble the 
Chief Minister said that he had •consider<*d It but he could not give 
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due considerafioD to it, because he fouud that by the Communal AVard 
the Muhammadans of Bengal were fretting less seats in the Bengal 
Legislative Assembly than what they were entitled to on population 
basis. In spying that did the Hon’ble the Chief Minister consider 
the fact that the Hindus had also been getting a much lesser number 
of seats than what they were entitled to get out of 250 seats? The 
Hindus have pr{)tested against tlie Communal Award, but the Muham- 
madan coiiimunity has not. So, tlie analogy <loes not stand. 

Ii('aving aside the (juestioii ot (he Comniunal Award, Sir, in a local 
body like the (^)rporation ot (.'alcutta, whtu'e all otlier classes ot people 
have got more (lian due representation and which is the Corporation 
of the second city ot the British MMii])ire, the claim ot the Hindus, 
who are largely resjjonsihh* tor the ])resciil advanced ])osition ot this 
city trom I he social, e(‘onomic and ])olilical ])oint^ ot view, that they 
should he given fair n*preM‘n(ation in pioporlion to their pojmlation, 
cannot he sai{l to lu* nnrea^ona})le. Hut their claim has been deli-' 
berat(‘ly brusluM] aside. My amendment piopose^ t(» redress tliat 
wj-ong. 

N(iW, Sir, I would appeal to the Iloii’hh* the Cliiid Minister and 
t(j the Hon’hle the Minister in charge <d lioeal Bodiev to (‘ou.sider another 
tael, that by bringing in separate eleetorale.s in ihe Corporation they 
have proved that (loveriiineiit is absedutely anti-Hindu apd anti- 
(hmgress. We strong*l\ resent this attitude ot the ( jovmnimmt . We 
expected that unden the Provincial Autonom\ the Ministry should in 
all mattms ad(tpt a national point ot vi(‘w and not a (‘ommnnal one. 
This ]»oiiit has been urged trom this side tiom the verv beginning of 
the working of the e(»nslitution. Hut our t‘\peetations havi* been 
belied. However, we take this opj)(»rtiinity. Sir, to urge this point 
again. What do m\ Muhammadan triends hope to gain by 
separati* electorates? Do (hey (hink (hat by creating separate electo- 
rates and b.\ getting three seats more, tliey will be able to form the 
majority? (Vrtaiiily not. Knowing it to lx* an absurd ])roposition 
thev art* dreaming (d having a mujoiit\ wiih the help of the Euio- 
peuns, the Angb)-] ndiaiis, (he Bahour members, and the nominated 
membeis. Now, Sir, it it is (lu* guiding jxdicv ot the Government, 
that tor (heir present {»ur]X)se to crush the Hindu majority and the 
intiuence of the (’oiigrc^s in the (\m poi ati(»n, they should take tlie lielp 
of the Kurojteaus and (he Ang-lo-Indians. then 1 submit that they have 
chosen the wrong juith. It will in no time prove that such ]>olicy is 
suicidal and is bound (o fail. The Hindus and ttie Congress will know 
hW to protect themselves. Then ag^nin. Sir. if I read aright the 
report ot the Hon’ble the Chief Minister’s speech which appeared in 
the “Azad”, T found that he wanted -to re-establish Muslim rule in 
Bengal, and I understood that he Vas very serious when he said that 
be was desirous of re-estahljshing Muslim rule in Bengal. But did 
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the Hon’ble the Chief MiniMer consider the fact thaf he could not 
establish Muslim rule in Benpil by antaj^onising the Hindus and 
co-op(jpAting with the Britishers H Certainly he did — if he was a 
practical politician. Only a fortnight or three wt?*k.s ago, he 
expressed his desire to establish Muslim rule in Bengal and asked 
the Muslim audience to av\ak«‘, arisr and try for the tstablishment of 
Muslim rule in Bengal. How is it «‘onsistent with that ]>osition, that 
he nyw wants to hand over the b.ilance of power to^the BritisluMs in 
running th(‘ affairs of Iht* ('alcutta (\»rporation ? My personal vi<‘w 
is that if my Muhammatlan friiouls sincerely want to establish Muslim

this countr\ at tio* pu'sent tiim* 

However, Sir, m\ bone of contention is this that there should Ix*^ 
one guiding principle in the matter <»f allocation of seats to the 
different communities. If (iovernnnoit proymses to allocate stmts 
according to religion—

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir, we are thank- 
ful to the Hon'ble the Chief Minister for giving u.s an idea of the reasoiiH 
which have inspired tlie (rovemment to bring forward thes(* ih‘W 
amendments to-da\. 1 find (ui a clo.se study of the implications of these 
amendments that although it is proposed to increase thi* number of 
’general seats b> one— from db to 47 -it is also jiroposed, at the same 
time, to retain the other features of the Bill t(» which (d)jectlon wan 
taken by Us in the Select Committee, although the number of 
nominated si^ats lias binm reduced by two. I lie result is that while 
the (leiieral ('oiistitueiicies get one s(‘at more than what was oiiginally 
propo.sed in the Bill as introduced in this Houx* and as dix ussed by 
the Select Committee, namelv , from 4b to the seats wlnhdi have bcioi 
allotted to the other special con-t it moo ies number altogetiief 4b, 
thereby giving a hare majority of one to the tieneral ( onstituem'ies of 
Calcutta. I find tliai wliile at ynxseiit the Muslim population of 
Calcutta enjoy lb •eats in tlie Corporation, as at present constituted, 
and the European Trade and Coinmen'e and the Port Trust (*iijof Iv 
seata and the number of nominated .seata is altogether ID, the total 
number coming up to 41, ^he^Bill propo.ys to raise the number of 
special seats to 46, while rai.sing i4je*i)umber of general seats to 47 . You 

will find, Sir, that the total Tiuml)er proposed in these amendments 

« 
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would be thine 22 Muslim seats; 12 Trade aud Commerce and Port 
Trust; 2 Anglo-Indians; 2 for Labour; and 8 for nomination. That 
brings the total number of such seats up to 40, while the General Con- 
stituencies will enjoy 47 seats; in other words, while you are givmg an 
increase of M seats to the sp(‘cial interests from wiiat they enjoy to-day, 
you are giving an increase of one seat only to tbe General Constituen- 
cies from wliat they enjoy now: that is the position. Although it shows 
thai there is an increase of one and a bare majority of one is given to 
the (ieneral (Constituencies, it fails to take note of the actual situation 
to-da> in tlie (hilcutta ('orporation where we find that out of the 4G 
geneial seats, three seats go to the rej)resentatives of a community, J 
mean the European community, who already enjoy about 12 other 
seats h\ nay of rejjresenlat ion of their special interests. In the three 
wa?d> in (c}n)wring}iee, No-, lo, Hi, and 17, three memhers have been 
systematically and consistently returned in the j)ast who have })een, more 
or ]e’-^, noTuiiu'Ch ot the European Association, the reason being that in 
tho^(‘ wards, the number (d eb‘etoiN who Ixdong to th(‘ European 
(Constituencies, tar exceed the number of non-European voters. 1 am 
not making un.\ gri(‘vancc that the (dector^ who form the majority in 
those wai'ds are in a ])osition to send their own rejtresentat ives to the 
(huporat ion— I hal is onl,\ right, that is only }»roper in a democratic 
^•oiist it ution ; luit while allocating the numher of general .sejits, you 
liavt* got to tak(‘ that into (•onsid<‘rat ion and eleyrly reniemhe;’ that 
while \on are going to give to the General Constituencies 47 stoats, 
thenh\ meaning that the Hindu interests in (Calcutta aia* being safe- 
guaided b\ as many as 47 stuits, sou will be pleased lo remeinlxu' that 
out oi i!ies(* t7 seal.s, as many as d have gone in the past to non-Hindu 
member.s and are likely to go in future to .sucli communities. It may 
be lliai in ward Id, with the separation oi the Anglo-Indian voters, 
that eoM-iituen(\\ miglit becaune tivailable to a Hindu eandidab* — of 
that, I am not (juilt* sun* yet. These matters retjuire (do^e scrutiny in 
the seclusion of a Stdeet (Commit tee, hut unfortunately these {jui'stions 
W’cie nevt'i* raised by Government in (he Select (Committee where they 
allowed an implacable attitude so tai a> tlie allocation of seats was 
concerned. And now at the last moment witliout giving the House any 
o])portunity of scrutinising tlo' number ot voters and the po]>ulution 
ill the n'spective wards, thc\ have come forward with certain proposals 
w’ith Vegard to certain wards the implit'ations of which with regard to 
the general both of members and tlie implications of which with regard 
to other wards, ii is not possible tor us to investigate at the present 
moment. That is the })osition. The HoiTble the ('bief Mini^'ter has 
ma«u^ a stiuemeiu in this House that so far as the number is concerned, 
the Himlus will get as many as 47 seats. I have shown you with 
regard to the actualities of ,\he situation th(yt that statement is absolutely 
incorrect. I may remind the House 4hat this was precisely the atate 
ot affairs in 1899 when the Mackenzie Hill was introduced in Calcutta. 
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In tlfe Vttar ]8!)9. a Municipal Bill for Calcutta wai introduced by Sir 
Alexander Mackcurde, who then the I^ientenant-tTOvernor of 

Beuga^ ’by which the number of elected seats became eiiual tfi the 
number of ^eats for '<pc(‘ial interests ami (he nominateil memheis. Out 
of '>() ^eal.s, 2-) rciue-ieiited < lecied ^eut.s and ‘Jo other seats went to the 
special interests and to nominated members. It was as a protest against 
such an allof'aiion ui st*ais, that as man> as J7 members of thi* ilnui 
Corporation resigned their membership of the Corporation. Siirendra 
Nath Banerjee, Deba I’rasad Sarbadhikar\ . Ham Taran Bamo jee are 
names whieli (*an be lemembered even to-da^ as leaders (d the eivi(‘ 
life of Cah'utta. Tlicy resigned their po^itiotis in the Calcutta (Corpora- 
tion by wa\ ot protest against (hai ill-eoneeived measure. Now, Sir, 
what is tin* ])ositioii to-da\ Y The pioposal that hits been brought, 
forward by Mr. Shahahuddin is that in (lemo'al .seats we get 47 as 
against 4(1 seals giv(‘n the other inlen'.sjs in the eit\. Thmidbre, 
we g{‘t a majt)ril.\ oi one or a majoril_\ ot two. Cveii it ii wen* true, 
which nnloi tiinal(d> it is not. is that a proportion wliiidi this Ilottse 
ought to accept as sound or reasonable, as fair or cijtiilable. to the 
General (.hmstitnenciesr' 1 might nmiiiid the Ibnist* once again at this 
stage that to-da\ the Mn.slini pojmlalion in (’iileutta enjov Id seats in 
the Corpotation. You (Troposc to laise that fignn' Iron) Id to ‘J‘J. Out. 
of 84 e]('cH‘d seats, on the h.isis of J.'i ]m*i evut (d th<* ]»o]nilal ion. they 
are gidting *J1 seats atid one more seal h\ \\ii\ oi weiglitagi*. I concede 
that privih'^e to the Mn^lim memheis. At tlic same tinn>. il \ou give 
JJ seats (o a ‘J*> per cent of the population, \\h\ ii(»l give the corrcs])ond- 
ing number (d seats to the (dlim* residue of the jiopnlation who form 
7d-4 per cent, <d the jntpulalion <d (hilcutta bailing A ng!o-l ndiansl^ 
If you go upon tlial basis, it is incundient upon \ou, in fairness and in 
equity, to give tlic rest ol the pojiulation at h'a.si (l‘J seats out of 84 
fleeted seats. If tliid had been eoneiMled in this Hill, of couise, tliere 
would hardh' hav(* been anx grievance with regaid to the allocation of 
seats. We heard that at least four scaN would he added to i ln‘ (imicral 
Constituencies hut to-da> we arc iaie<l with this prop(*sn ion thai ins|ea<l 
of four seats only one more seal wouhl he conceded -- 


The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: And two suhiro (e l. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U; That is from the nominated .seats, 
from the clo.se pre.serve of Goveriimeiit . That is not the General 
Constituency, tlial if not the Muhammadan (hjiiMtituency, hut that is 
the .sycophant’s constituency. If you take aw'ay twm seats out <d rhe 
sycojikant’s constituency, that does not help either the Mnhammadan» 
or the Hindus, but only reij^uci^s the eba^ees of self-seekers and 
flycoplianta. There i.s, therefore, 4iardl\ any coneession given to any 
portion of the community in Cab'utta. 1 ftay. Sir, that this last move 
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on the part of *1116 Government of increasing 46 to 47 is a mere eye-T^^ash, 
a mere make-believe, and nobody will be deceived by this crumb from 
the Ministerial table. So far as Calcutta is concerned, so fat the 
vast body of* rate-payers in Calcutta is concerned, they will refuse to 
accept tills crund) 1 brown at them. They will keep up their attitude 
with regard to this Bill. This make-believe concession of one seat 
will fail to {‘arry any conviction in the minds of the Hindu population 
or tile general population in Calcutta. It may be a face-saving device 
for some peopli* hut that will certainly not satisfy the demand so 
universally c\])rcssi‘d by the great body of the general population of 
(hilcutta, who have ])een trealeil mo‘^t unfairly, and unreasonably in 
this ill-coiir*eivcd mcasun‘. I, tlie»efore, submit that this device of 
nomination should altogcthei* be* abolisloMl. It is an anaclironism. Tt 
])robah]y served its purjjose in pre-liisloric ('alcutta when suitable 
persons rofusinl to come forward lo stand toi eh*ction. But those days 
are gone. You have r(*duc(*d th(‘ franidii-'e to a minimum; you have 
abolished plural voting; mui havi' admitted into the pidling booths a 
great liody of the jreojrle ot the cit,\. It is. therefore, necessary that 
this nomination should g(» and no longer he tlie order of the day. If 
\ou want (o perpetuate nomination, you onl\ want to keej) patronage 
in your hands just to be^to\^ it upon tliove whos(‘ services you otherwise 
reciuirc. That is the onl> r-eaMin whs uni pro]>o‘:e to continue 
nomination. 

There is another reason. If you ari' making provision for labour by 
idection, if >ou are making pr’ovi.sion for selnMluled castes rmnnbers in 
the (rtnnnal Coiutituencx b> ri'scrvation of scats, w)iy again are you 
kcu'ping llii> anardiionism aliv(‘ in tin* ^hape ot nomination I'' If you 
would cure to look to the .section of the Act whiidi jrrovides for nomina- 
timi, you will find that the object of nomination as laid drrwn there is to 
secure association in the work of tin* Calcutta (’orporation of members 
belonging* to backward (dasst's, <d' labour and of other minority com- 
munities. It is mainl> for that reason that this jirovision for nomina- 
tion was made in the Act. You are now jii'oviding two .‘.eats by election 
for labour. You aii* aKo proviiling three seats in the (ieneral 
(’onstituency tor the stdieduled castes. Y’ou might have increased the 
numlter of tliose seats by increa.sing the number of the general body of 
councillors, but you have (diosen to depart from that principle. You 
are rendering only lijr-service to that principle by keeping three seats 
reserved for the scheduled castes in the (reneral Constituency; at the 
same time you jiropose to earmark four seats in t«!ie nominated list for 
tlirt* sidiednled castes members. Is it not frankly, admittedly and 
shamelessly an attempt to earmark .seats for those very persons who 
cannot face an electorate Jo-day or in’ fujture.® Is it not an attempt — a 
bare-faced attempt — to help some pesple to get into the Corporation by 
the hack door ot nomination who want to avoid the rough and tumble 
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of election?^ It is lor these people that this back door Hiethod is sought 
to be perpetuated. Are we going to make legislation for persons and 
indivMuals, keeping in view that tliese persons have got be provided 
with seats — persons who (*annot gel through the open door of election 
through which you and I ami ever\hody else here have coine.^ Are we 
to make provision for the peo|)li‘ wlio have not got either the (‘apaeity 
or the courage nor any record ol puhlie service to face elections in the <

are not de.seiving ot that position atol power. 1 ask ;ind appeal to every 
one to liif f.oe (bdinitelx and resolutelv against the perju‘1 mil ion of 
this .■%ysteni. The lio\rinnient ol InMia Act has giv(‘n tlu^ g(ol)\ to 
this pernici(»U'^ joinciide. \\Ti\ should \M‘ he taking lh(‘ name of the 
(iovejiinient ol India Ad in ihe tdijeds and i'(‘a>'on'< of this Hill and 
yet perpdtiaie a ^vstoii which tio* framers oi (liat Ad in theii' wisdom 
have banned tor all iinx' to come. I would ask this Ilou^'i* to rise to 
the liei^ht oi llio oc« asioii and to adojit that principle and lli.ii piinciple 
alone to wliieli we all a> niemltoi" ol ilii> House Itavo to subscribe, 
namelv, oleotion a-' ihe (Uii\ method ot I'ceruilineni toi tlo* niembers 
of a demoeiatic body. 

Babu K8HETRA NATH 8INGHA: Mr Speaker, Sir, 1 rise on a 
point of inforiiiation. Shall 1 he allowed to speak on behalf ot the 
Scheduled (Pastes members of tliis House on this vital point, when our 
•rights are being bartered away some how or other? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes; eeitainb. 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 would like to 
put one question only and if the Hon 'hie Ihe Chief Minister be pleased 
to give reply to it, I shall be (ptite satisfied. 

The Hon’ble the Chief Minister stated in Jiis statement that 
according to the Communal Award the Muhammadan community in 
Bengal have not received the proprjrtionate number of seats in the 
Bengal Legislative ^Assembly as they ought to have received. Taking 
it for granted, if we calculate that the total Muhammadan populiftion 
in Bengal is 54 per cent. (I l>elieve it is 5-3 hut I take it as 54), even 
then the number of seats, I mean 119, that tiey have received according^ 
to the Communal Award represdhts 47 per cent. According to the 
population basis that number 'might ^have been raised to 135 purely

from mathematical calculation, whereas they have received 119. So 
when their population is 54 per cent, they are receiving representation 
to the extent^of 47 per cent. May I ask the llon’ble the Chief Minister 
whether he is ready to maintain the same proportion in the Calcutta 
('orpoj’ation deducting the very same percentage which has been 
deducted according to the Communal Award? 

On that calculation, Sir, I come to this. It 94 is the total number 
of seats in the (Calcutta Corporation and if 75 per cent, is the basis of 
tlu* po[)ulation of Hindus, then ilu* Hindus ought to get (19 seats. Now 
according tfi the ('ommunal Award if wc go back to the very same ratio 
and the same ratio is reduced fioni (>9, it comes to 7 ajid the total figure 
stands at 02; but the general constituemde^ arc being represented by 47. 
AVill the Hoii’ble Ministcj- exjdain this anomaly? Will he explain on 
wliat basis tliis figure has bc<‘n urriv(‘d at? Is it an av\ard which I 
slnmld like to say llmj (’aliiind Award? Is it on the basis of popula- 
tion? Is it on the basis of r(digi()n or on what basis? Now, Sii, if 

according to the (’'ommunal Award basis tbcs(‘ (19 s(‘a(s have to be 

r(‘diice(l, th<‘ii the numl)er should Ik' {>2. But this re4luction to 47 is 
unjust and unlair without aii\ reason, without any aigumeiit whatso- 
ever. I am (juite rcad,\ to liavc a stat^uiient tioni tin* Hon’ble the Chief 
Minister who has only a few minutes back explained to the Hofise 
that they have not reserved s(‘ats according to the basis of po])uVation. 

Will tile Hon'blc Mini^tcr K'spond to that ratio, to that basis of 

('ominunal Awaid and proceed ac<*ordingl\ ? This is the only (luesfion 
(bat 1 liavc to ask the Moiridc the (Miicf Minister, 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDiN HASHEMY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, much 
lias b(‘en said with regard to the allocation of gmieral scats, — seats given 
to S(du‘dulcd ('aste.>, l.abour and Anglo-I udians. Sir. I ha\e got 
nothing to >a> and 1 will jiass no opinion with regard to the speeches 
made by dihcient speakius. Sir, I would onl\ dcuil with the (|Uestion 
of Muslim interests in the Corptuation. In the Statement of Objects 
and l^‘uson^. tbougb it contains a lot of mis-statements, the Hoiride 
the Minister in cimige of the Hill has .stated that the Bill aims at safe- 
guarding Muslim interests in the City of Calcutta and in the 
Coriioration. Sir, let me analyse the real Ixuiefit, the sum total of the 
lieiieflt, which the Muslims are getting by this Bill. Sir, in a House 
of 92 minus 5, i.c., in a House of H7 in the Original Act the Muslims 
had 19 seats, lii the projioscd Bill in a House ot 98 5, 1 mean 

94, the Muslims are getting 22 seats. May I aslc’ without giving my 
vei^ion the Hou'ble the Minister in charge of the Bill wdiat is the popula- 
tion of Mussulmans in the City of Calcutta? Is it 25 per (‘ent. of the 
population or more or less? If it is 25 p(rr cent., obviously the Muslim 
interests with regard to seats are not* safeguarded. If it is more than 
25 per cent., it is certain that, Mu.slini interests are not safeguarded. 
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Sir, all lhat we find is that separate electorate is introduced for the 
Muslirns to safeguard Muslim inteiests in the Corporation of Calcutta. 
May f ask the Hon hie the Minister in charge of the Biil how can he 
safeguard the interests of Mussalmans, if he is at all serious in safe- 
guarding the interests of Mu'^salmans. with 22 seats in a Jlous(‘ of })S1^ 
Does he or does he not know the recent liappenin^s in the Corporation 
of Calcutta'' My friends of the general constituencies need not be < 
afraid of tlndi seats. Anglo-Indian seats, 1 may say, will go with the 
Congress us has been witnessed in I hi' last Mayoral election. I may 
also say that the Kuioju'uns will go with tin* Congress as has been 
witnessed in the last Mayoral and Deputy Mayoral elections and 1 am 
sure good seiisi' will prevail among both Anglo-Indians and Kurotieans 
to go over to that ‘^ide. In that ca.se, how are they going to safeguard 
the Muslim interests in the ('oi jioration of ( 'alcntta ^ Sir, the llon’hle 
the Minister in eharg-e of the Hill has said that he has got eonsistent 
di'inaiid from the Muslim poj)ulation to have separate electorate. Sir, 

I sugge.'^ted in one id ni\ ami'iidments that instead ot gning 10 seats 
for nomination, it there are to lie any seats allocated tor nomination 
they should he for expeits I suggested that we could hine one expert 
in water analysis, one ^xjieri in drainage, one expert in general public 
healtli and so on. Tliat a matter which one can easily undeistanil 
but iu)w, Sir, they suggest that tbe\ are going to noininale H si'ats and 
the Hon’ble the (Mifef Minister lias said in his slateiiK'nl that he has 
followed the aiialog’V of llie ( io\(‘riiment of Imlia Act with regard to a 
certain jiai tieular, I mean tlie electoral pio\isions, etc.; hut if lie in 
so very sincere in followings the (Jovernmeiit oi Imlia Act <d Hhib, may 
T ask why he is not eiiually sJiieeK' with regard to the qui'stion of 
abolition of nomination as lia^ lu'en done in tlie G(>v(‘riiment of India 
Act ? That he i.s not going to do. He i.s going to reserve for nomination 
i8 seats of wdiich lie is giving some seat.s to the Scheduled Castes people. 

He has not got tlie courage to have some seats reserved for the Muslim 
community. Sir, I will show presently that he has not got the courage 
even to give one .seat to tlie Muslim ('hamher ot Commerce which has 
been given by the Goverinnent <d India Ac-t. He has not got that 
courage and he says he is going to safeguard the Mu.slim interests in the 
Corporation. It is a direct lie to sugge.st that. He has said here that 
they are the .sole ageut.s of Muslim interests. They are going [o do 
positive injury to Muslim interests. Outside Mussalmans have got 
their commonsense. They fully realise that it is a bogus Hill not to 
safeguard Muslim iiiteiest.s hut to safeguard Ang»'Io-Indian interests, 
individual intere.sts *and some memheis’ interest. What i.s tin* Muslim 
interest in a civic matter!' Where we talk <»f <lrainage, where we talk 
of light and where we talk of w’ater, what is the Muslim interest!' 

(A voice: What about sr'i’viceHh , Sir, imiy 1 ask the Hon’ble ^ 
Minister to rise up here and nowf and say honestly by comparing the 
figures just now given what interestir 1^ will spec ially serve in resj^ect 
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of Mufllim community? Do I not know that the proceedings o^ tbe, 
Calcutta Corporation are in the records of the Department of lx)cal 
Self-Governinent? I k^iow the Hon’hle Maulvi A. K. Fazlul Haq bad 
been the Mayor of tlie Calcutta Corporation. I know that the 
Hon’hle Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy had been the Deputy Mayor of Calcutta 
Corporation on one ocH-asion on Congress ticket and there are other 
members in this House who have been in the Calcutta Corporation. 
But when I go through the past proceedings of the Corporation I find 
a blank note — blank pages in the proceedings. They did not do 
anything. They did not even contemplate to do anything, to safeguard 
the interests of the Muslim community and now th(\v c<f>me forward 
and say that witlj seats in a Hou e of 98 they will sateguard Muslim 
iiitereMis. It is an anomal> to suggest that they wdll he able to safe- 
guard Muslim interests in alliamc with KuroiX'uns, CliamheT' of 
Commen‘(“ and Trades Associations and other bodies. It is absolutely 
absurd, d’heir experience might have told them that this was not to 
he. Years have ndh-d on and we have found to our surprise that the 
Europeans, Anglo-Indians and others representing the (’aleutta 
Cor{M)ratiou have all aliki' and in a hod\ been trying to do their civic 
duties ill lli(‘ best iuliuests of tlie city and they will have to t(dlow' 
that. Let (iovernnieni introduce se]>arate ehutoriite in local hodi(‘s. 
In this House, (*verv see(i(m. even the Coaliliou party, maih^ an alh'iiipt 
lo abolish the system of nomination in unioii hoards, local hi)ards and 
district hoards in Bengal, hut tlu'v ha\e not yet been able to do tliat. 

What will he the result ^>t tins Bill, it pas.sial into law? The 
repercussions and reaction of this Bill will resull in a tension of feeling 
in mufassil between the HiikIus and Muslims with regard to union 
boards, hieal hoards and Bengal municipalities. There is no earthly 
reason to amend the Bill in the fashion CTOViTiiment are eoiitemplaling 
to do. They have been compelled to withdraw the suggestion they 
formei'ly made in the original Bill, They eouhl not divide the Hindu 
oonimunity as they contemplated to do. They have not been able to 
<‘onvert the majority community into a minority eommunity. I for 
one shall not agree to the suggestion made by the members to my right. 
T shall not agree that the majority community wdll be a perpetual 
minority in the House. In a house of 93 seats, 47 general seats are 
givqn. Certainly these 47 will carry 5 aldermen, and they will carry 
the majority with them. The 22 Muhammadans wdll not be* able to 
do any harm to the majority communfty. 

In conclusion, I would ask the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the

Dr. MALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: On a point of order, Sir. It is

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: In I'mliuim ‘utnry convention, 
particularly relating to Bills, the term “limitation of time” is always 
very libeially construed, and as a result thereof whole night sittings 
might have been held. Kven in tin* Central lyi*gislature there is no 
time-limit for Bills 

Mr. SPEAKER: Dr. Sanyul, do you know that in the House of 
Commons there is a thing like Kangaroo closure? 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: In concluding my observa- 
tions, I say that T am pr(*pared to vote with the Ifoirbb* Minister in 
charge of the Bill if h# can convince im* uith maihematicul precision 
that he has been able to do some benefit to the Muslim community by 
introducing this Bill If he can do that, I shall be walking in the 
same lobby with him. But if lie fails to prove that it has been able to 
do anything for the Muslim community, I would recjuest liim to drop 
this Bill for the present and to bring forward another Bill at a later 
date for the benefit of the Muslim community. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr. Sf>eaker, Sir, this is a com- 
munal Bill, and it is useless to expect anything out of if, especially 
on account of the atmosphere that has Ikmuj created hy the eommnnal 
preachings in the Press and hv speeches, parti<’uhirly of the lion ’hie the 
Chief Minister. In this 2()th century. Sir, the prej)ara1ion of electorate 
on considerations of religion is, I think, an anachronisni. We must 
always feel that we are Indians first, Hindus and Muslims next. 
Politically I feel that I arn not a Hindu, hut I am an Indian although 
I am a Hindu in my own home. The consideration of religion should 
have nothing to do with civic admin i.stration, just as it has nothing to 
do with ]>olitics and with the preparation of the electorates. It there 
is a joint electorate with, having regard to the present po.sition of the 
country, reservation •of certain seats for certain communities, th(*n 
there would he no difficulty in giving weightage to such communities. 
But that joint electorate i.s not to he. 

If there be a separate electorate, ^e shall* have to consider the dis- 
tribution of seats. Bui before coining to the question of distribution 
of seats, I must say that the atmosjihiire of Bengal has already been 
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poigoned by communalism through preachings in the Azmi which has 
been subsidized by (ioverninent for that purpose and its practical 
application is the framing of this Bill. ♦ 

Coming now to the distribution of seats, I submit that I have given 
noti(!e of two amendments in that connection. In my amendment 
No. 21, I have suggested that for the figure 77, now 78, the figure 98 
shall be substituted. I have also given notice of another amendment, 
namely, amendment No. 51, and T have suggesteil therein that fbr the 
figure 84, the figure 87 be substituted. Sir, it is an admitted fact that 
if the total number of elected scabs including the Territorial, Commerce 
and ]ial>our seats is taken into consideration, as has been suggested by 
Government, out of 84 seats — now it will be 85 — the Muhanunadan 
constituencies are entitled on the population basis to 21 seats, whereas 
in the Bill they have been given 22 seats. Even then the non-Muham- 
madan General constituencies excluding the Anglo-Indian and other 
constituencies are entitled on the population basis to 82 seats, whereas 
they have been given 4t> seats, that is, IG seats less. I liave suggested 
60 seats to Hindus, 22 to Muhammadans, 2 reserved for Anglo-Indians, 
12 non-territorial seats and 2 for laibour. This wdll come to 08. 

With regard to my amendment No. 51, if we i‘onsider the total 
number of territorial seats, you will find that out of 22 seats, which are 
proposed to be given to Muhammadan constituencies, all hough on the 
population basis they arc not entitled to more than 18 seats, the non- 
Muhammadan (ieneral constitueneies have been given 47 seats, although 
they are entitled to 51. 1 have suggested, liowever, that General (“on- 

stituencies sliould 1 k» given 51 seats, Muhammadan 20, Anglo-Indian 2, 
non-territorial 12 and Ijiahonr 2 and tliis comes to a total of 87 seats. 
But, Sir, it is no use inflicting a speech on this line on a House like 
this and esj>ecially on a communal matter like the present Bill. It ia 
useless to (‘Xj)ect fairpla}’ and justice here. They are determined to 
have this Bill passed by means of their sheer number, (^ammunalism 
is their watchword. (Mr. Mn. Afzal: Oommunalism prevails in the 
Congress.) 1 contradict it and say that llie Congress has got nothing to 
do with communalism. No, it is not a communal organisation. 


Mr, SPEAKER: (Addrcs.sing Mr. Md. Afzal) now, you realise the 
eflfeet of your interruption ! 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: The Congress is not a communal 
organisation. There are many eommunal organisations scatten*d all 
over India, but the Congress, I submit, cannot be called a communal 
organisation. It is imp<^,ssible to get fi|ir-play and justice from com- 
munal organisations. Sir, 1 submiv that this piece of legislation is 
purely communal in outlook, which will certainly disfigure the statute- 
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Ar. SPEAKER: Now I propose to eall upon Mr. Hein Chandra 
Naskar .to speak. After he finishes T shall call upon the Nawab 
Bahacfur of Dacca to reply. 

Mft HEM CHANDRA NASKER: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in support of 
my motion I hefj;* to state that the seats reserved for the different com- 
munities are most unreasoiiahle and most unjustifiable. 

From the fijfures supplied hy the (Government in* the Select (kim- 
mittee, it apjiears that the Muslims form 1^5 per cent, and the remain- 
ing non-Muhammadan community is 7*1*0 per cent, of tin* total popula- 
tion. The proposed number of e^cted seats in the Hill is 84, out of 
which 22 is proposed to he given to the Muslims, altliough on a }K>pula- 
tion Iwsis they are not entitled to get more than 21 seats. The non- 
Muslim community is entitled to 62 seats; hut they have bt^en givea 
only 46 seats. Thus, in one case there is one seat more hut in the other 
it is 16 seats less. The Scheduled (Pastes, according to the proposed 
allotment, will have onl.\ 7 seats, hut according to the population liaaie 
they are entitled to 16 seats. 

Now, let us come to the (jue.stion of weightage. The revenue jiaid 
to the Corporation hy Au* Muhammadans is 6 per cent., hv Anglo- 
ln<lians, Jews and Kuro|u*ans 12*4, and hy llimhis 82*5. The voters 
are: non-Muhammadans (>6,424 and Muhammadans 8,186. Thene 
figures are correct up to the year 1616. 

The nuiiiher of .seats may very well he increased, hut if it is found 
that the mimher of seats would depend on the number of jieople l>elong- 
ing to a particular community, they could not increase the seats in 
regard to one community only without correspondingly increasing the 
seats for other communities. Cndue weightage has been given to one 
particular community, viz., Muslims. Seats allotted to the Muslim 
community are (dearly in excess of the ratio of population of that com- 
munity, whose contribution in the form of rates and taxes amounts to 
only 5 per cent, of tlie gross revenue of the Calcutta Corporation. 

The system of nomination is against the fundamental principle of 
democracy. If the system of nomination is meant to Iw* kept intact, 
then why it should he done at the expense of one community only. So, 
it would l>e more reasonable to increase the total numlxjr of seats up to 
160 for the purpose, after allotting to the different communities their 
reasonable seats according to population basis. 

The increased se^s are to l)e allotted according to my amended 
schedule, which matter I have dealt in another amendment of mine, 
viz., No. 241. 

The Hon'bte Nawab Khwl]a ^MIBULCAH Bahadur, of Daooai 

Sir, we have heard so mueh fronj oiir friends on the opposite side when 
they said

Mr. SPEAKER; Your T/eader has already spoken, so there is no 
point of order.

Mr. SPEAKER: Not now, let the Nawab Bahadur finish first. I 
expect that Ihere will he ^jfreater discipline in the different parties. 
When the T/eader of a party has spoken, T hope there will not he any 
interruptions of this nature; otherwise I shall he in the unfortunate 
position in which there will he (certain matters of which this side of the 
House (pointing to the ('Joalition side) mi<?ht w'ant to take advantage, 
and T want to avoid that. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Dacca; 

Kir, as 1 was saying, we have heard so much from the other side that 
we are communal — in the way in \\hicli ue have presented this Bill. I 
wish to show that as in the ('ommunal Award w’e have been put into the 
position (»f a perpetual minority in the Bengal Legislative Assembly, 
so here also we could have in the same way pat the Hindu community 
into a perpetual minority in the Corporation, hut we have not done that, 
and I shall sliow to the House how it has not been done. (Dr. SuuESH 
Chandra Bani iukk; Is it the motion ) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. You must not interrupt the Hon*ble 
Minister in this fashion. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Daoca: 

Sir, my honourable friend Mr. Santosh Kumar Basil has stated that in 
the .present Corporation there are 19 Muslim seats, 12 special seats, and 
10 nominated set^ts, thus making a total of 41, and the general 
sea^ are 46. Tlierefore, according to his mathematical abilities, 
he has shown that the General constituencies have more seats 
than the other constituencies taken together and that the general 
seats constituted a majority hy five. In the same breath he has said 
that three of these seats go to the Anglo-Indians dr to the Jews or what- 
ever other community it might he. Accordingly, if you take away 
three seats that makes forty-six viinus three equal to forty-three — so 
they are in a minority already. (Kai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri : 
Excellent!) (Mr. Jouesh Chandra OrrrA: Forty-three is less than 41, 
that is your arithmetic !) (Laughter.)' 
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Sir, according to our formula we have given 47 seats to the general 
constituencies. From these if you take away 2 seats, the general con- 
gtitueicies have 45, add 2 Labour seats, 47 and 1 for fort Commis- 
sioners, 48, while the others have 48. Therefore, we have put them in 
an absolute majority. Moreover, there will be 5 Aldermen. So, how 
can it be said that we have reduced the majority into a minority P

A voice from the Coalition Benches: Knamonred ot Bombay ! 

The Hon’ble Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Dacca: 

Sir, my honourable friend Mr. Jalaluddin Hasliemy jioses to be the 
champion of the Muhammadan community. He maintains that 1 have 
not given the Muslims proper representation, but 1 contend that I have 
given to the Muslims, who form only 24-7 i»er cent, of the population 
of this city, the exact number of seats that they are entitled to, and 
while giving them these seats I maintain that I have not taken any seal 
from the majority cominunily. tBabu Narkndra Nahayan Chak*^- 
BARTY; Just the reverse I; The general principle is that you 
cannot take away a seat from 040 minority and give it to another 
minority. So far as the Muslims aiy concertied, they have not been 
given any weightage from the majority community. Those wlio have 
been given weightage are the Anglo-Indians. Labour, and other special 
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coustituencieti. Special representation has been given to Labour in riew 
of its special position. In the same way as Anglo-Indians are a very 
influential btjly, it is necessary that they should have weightage. In 
the case of the special constituencies also weightage is required in the 
city of Calcutta as they pay heavj^ rates and taxes. Therefore, Sir, 
this weightage has been given from the Hindu majority to those minorit- 
ies, but the Muslims have received no weightage from the Hindu 
majority. 

In these circumstances, Sir, while accepting the amendment of 
Mr. Hem Chandra Nasker, I oppose all <be other amendments.

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Will it he possible for the 
Hon’ble Minister to tell us the iiural)er of discharged temporary and 
unqualified nurses and the period of service they had put in before 
they were discharged? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDN KHAN; Not without notice, Sir. 
Short-notice question. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, on Friday last 1 sent a shofi- 
uotice starred question to your oilice on a very important matter of 
public interest, namely, the opinion of the Government of Bengal on 
the proposed amendment to th<* Government of India Act, I have 
not yet liad any indication as to whether Government are prepared to 
send any answer to the same. 1 submit that it is a matlei of consi- 
derable interest and urgem-y in view ot the fact that the subject is 
undcj’ discussion in the Parliament now. If the Government are not 
prepared to answer the ipiestion, will you kindly give youi- consent 
so that 1 may move an adjournim'iit motion thereon? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I shall ha ve to coiiftidei wdiethei such a motion 
is in order, and I shall give my decision later on. 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: In the meantime, Sir, may I have 
a statement from the Hfui'ble Minister concerned? 

Mr. SPEAKER: We have sent it to the department concerned, 
but I do not know anything further about it. 

Working of the cooling plant. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Before the next business commences, I think it is 
my duty to draw the attention of the Hon’ble the Home Minister and 
the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Communications to the failure of 
the cooling plant to sufficiently cool the chamber. I have been told 
that th^ water is not being sufficiently cooled, and the temperature of 
the chamber after some time is such that it is unbearable. Last year 
I drew the epeoial attention of the Communications and Worke 
Department to this fact and I was to)d that we must wait and see. 
We have waited for two years. And I think, from the way in which 
the liegislature is meeting, sessioo will be prolonged much more 
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than was expected. 1 do not know what is the expert advice on the 
matter. But common sense says that for a plant which used to serve 
a chamber occupied by about 140 members only for a iifeonth or two 
at best in a year, it is not possible to sufficiently coo) a chamber 
occupied by 250 members in addition to another 00, from 2 p.m. to 
8 p.m. I do not know whether there is any machinery having suffi- 
cient capacity to properly cool this chamber for such a lonjr period, 
but think it is extremely desirable that this questitm should be 
immediately looked into if the House is to meet uiufer ])roper <“ondi- 
tions; otherwise it is difficult to meet. We have to supply ice to the 
members because the water coolin»- arrangement has failed and the 
air is not beinp cooled. This faet»sli()uld 1 h‘ iminediutel\ looked into 
and steps taken to remove the <lifficulty. 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: Sir, \ou are competent 
enouj^h to [iroro^ue the Hoirse in view of the tailure (d the coolinjf 
plant. (Laughter.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am not com])eteut to prologue, but 1 may 
adjourn the House. ^ 

Mr, 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Sir, I eufiiel> agree uith the 
observations made by 'you, and I think the Floirble tlu' t’hiid' Ministei 
is in a position to come to our rescue. 11 be does so, it uould be useful 
from more points of view than one, particularly on account of the 
measure th.il is before us now. In a (‘ool atmosjihere we might have 
the opportunity of discussing matters round the table ami eomiiig to 
some sort of solution satisfmtorN to all the parties eonceriied. 

• The HoiYble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: This is the first time, 
Sir, that I have heard of it, and 1 (ran asHiire you tliai (lovernment 
will look into it. Hut J may also say at the same time that thin 
chamber is the coolest place in (’alcutta. 

Mr. SPEAKER: May I diaw the attention of the Jloiride the 
Home Minister to the fact that it is not a (luestiou whether this 
chamber is the coolest place or not, but the (|uestion is whether it is a 
place which is sufficiently cool for us to sit and carry on oui business. 
I am rather surprised that this matter is not known to the Hon’ble 
the Home Minister.# Probably the Hon’bJe the Home Minister watv 
not present yesterday when the temperature in the chamber was very 
high -and we were in a terrible condition. 1 do not know what will be 
the situation to-morrow, but in any case it iji a fa^'t, and I hope the 
Home, the Finance and the (^oraTpunications Departments will kindly 
look into the matter as early ^ possil^e. 
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The Calcutta Municipal (Amendment) Bill, icai. 

Mr. SPEAKER: There is one motion which has already been 
taken up. What I propose to do is that we might have it now or later 
when the other matter is decided.

Mr. ilOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Sir, generally when amend- 
ments are sent in, the Assembly Department always gives effect to the 
intention of the mover. I come under that protection in this case. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I hope Mr. Gupta will not request me to go l>eyonJ 
the principle which I have followed. 

Mr. JOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA; Sir, may 1 explain to you 

* 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir may I say one word tn* 
clarify the position ^ If you havp allowed Mr. Gupta to move an 
amendment to Mr. Shahahudil^n slyirtTiiotic^ amendnieni, /.f' , to 
substitute the w'ord “one” in place? of the word “eight , then thesa 
further amendments to delete sii4)-claus^ (/) and (2) of clause (6) 
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will come in as consequential amendments because the real implications 
of Mr. Gupta’s amendment will be that there will be one councillor to 
be nominatefl. If that is allowed, then sub-clauses (1) and (2) of 
clause (b) will go out. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The honourable members can rest assured that 
nobody has devoled greater time than myself to find out the implica- 
tions of these amendments. I have very carefully considered this 
matter, and 1 can assure the honourable members both on my right as 
well as on my left that if there is any amendment which I consider to 
be strictly arising out of the amendment of Mr. Shahabuddin, I will 
have no hesitation in accepting it. Even though I may not give my 
final decision now, for the time being, my decision is that the other 
part is not in order but this part is in order, for with regard to the main 
amendment, somebody may say “two” councillors and somebody else 
may say “one” instead of Mr. Shahabuddin’s “eight” 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: If somebody says “no’’ 
councillor? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Somebody must retain something — like the salary 
of Ministers. 

br. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: On a point of order, Sir. Evi- 
dently some members have made a mistake in expressing their ideas so 
far as these amendments go. I sympathise with them. But would 
you not very kindly consider the position and permit their amendments 
to be amended by short-notice amendments suitably to express their 
intention now becamse it is really 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I have already said, I will have a discussion with 
Mr. Gupta. 

Mr. SANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, may I remind you and the 
Secretary that Mr. Barada Brosanna Pain, as far back as 15 or 20 days 
ago, sent in a motion in pro]>er form, but it was after the Hth which 
was the last date. So, so far as notice is concerned, sufficient notice 
has been given in his case, and it is not really like a short-notice 
amendment. 

Mr. 8PEAKER. I will consider that point. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN; Sir, I beg to move that in clause

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir. I beg to move that in 
clause 3 (2), in line 1 of the prop(^ed clause (h) of section 5. for the 
word “ten”, the word “five” be substituted. 


Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sir, I beg to move that in 
clause 3 {^), in the projutsed clause {h) of .sectitm line 1, for the 
word “ten”, tlie ^^ 0 I•d “three” be substituted. 


Mr. 8PEAKER! Mr. Ha.shemy, >our motion N(». 79 will be in order 
if {h) (i) and (//) and proviso of clau.se 3 (*J) are deleted. 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDOIN HA8HEMY: All Sir. I uiii will- 

ing to delete that portion. 

I beg to move that in clause 3 (i!) in prop(»sed clause ih) of section 
5, sub-clauses (/) and (//) and proviso be deleted and tor the words 
“ten councillors “in line 1, the following be substituted, namely: 

“five councillors, experts in — 

( 1 ) food analysis, 

(2) epidemic diseases, 

(3) water analysis, 

(4) drainage works, and 

(5) electricity,” 

Mr. RA8IK LAL BI8WA8: Sir, I beg t(» m(»ve that in clause 3 (2) 
for the proposed clause (6), the following clause be substituledi 
namely : — •

“(h) two councillors to be appointed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment (ij to secure as.«ociafion in the municipal administra- 
tion of the ChainnaJ of tbe'CalcutU Improvement Tru.Ht and 
one more person speciafly fitted in the opinion of the Pro- 
vincial Government fbr appointment as councillor.” 
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Mr. 8 ANt 1 ) 8 H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, I beg to move that in clause 
3 (2), in the proposed clause (fc) of section 5, in line 2, after the word 
^‘Governmeni” the following words be added, namely: — 

“if considered necessary, provided the Chairman of the Calcutta 
Improvement Trust will be a member e.r-officio.’’ 

Mr. JATINDRA NATH BA8U: Sir, 1 beg to move that in. clause 
3 (2), tlie proviso to t]»e proposed clause (h) of section 5, be omitted. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL; May I move my short-notice 
amendment which is exactly the motion that stood in the name of 
Mrs. Hasina Murshed? T crave your permission, because we took it 
that she would move it, we did not give mjtice previously of a similar 
motion . 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Just wait foi’ a minute. J will take your case 
later. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: I beg to move that in clause 3 (2) 
in ])ropose(l clause (hi (//) of section line 2, the words “including 
backward classes” ])e omitted. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: One of the piinciples which 1 am inclined to 
follow is that in case of -short -notice amendments whenever there is a 
notice in the agenda paper of any motion and the mover does not move 
it and it is, I think, fair, I should allow short-notice amendments in 
connection with that. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: T move that in (dause 3(2) of pro- 
posed clause (h) of section 5, namely: — 

“Pi*ovided further that of the councilloi> to be ajipointed by the 
Provimdal Government (T take out the number for the 
time being) at least three shall be women of whom one shall 
be a Muslim, one a Hindu and one Anglo-Indian.” 

I reserve my observations for the present. 

^ Mr. 8PEAKER: That will do. The.se are all the amendments so 
far as clause 3 is concerned. 

Mr. 1IOCE8H CHANbRA GUPTA: I move that in the amendment 

proposed by Mr, Khwaja Sha^abuddi^i to clause 3 (2) of the Bill in 
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proposed clause {h\ of section o, the words “one councillor to be ap- 
pointed by the Provincial (loverninent who will be the Chairman of 
the Improvement Trust” be substituted in place of “ei^*!)!” and the 
words from “to be appointed” be deleted. 

Mr. ShahabuddiiCs amendment reads thus; “That in clause 
in proposed clause (h) of section o, lines 1 and '2, for the words “ten 
councillors to be appointed by the Provincial (lovernment “ the words 
^‘eight councillors to be appointed by the Prendneial Government of 
whom three shall be members of tlie Scheduled Cast(‘s and the 
remainder shall be appointed” be substituted. 

I say that tor the word “eight” the word.s ‘Vine couneillor to be 
appointed by tlie Provincial Government who will be the Chairman of 
the Improvement Trust” be substituted and the rest be deleted. 

Mr. KIvwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: I may submit that I was under 
the impression that no further discussion you would allow and you 
suggested yesterday evening that you would put thos(‘ motions which 
were moved and discussed straightaway to vote. 1 therefore respect- 
fully submit that ulthougb this (luestion of the fixation of nomination 
is in the same clause, *the sul)-clause stands on its own merits and 
clause (1), viz., whether the number ol elected seats are going to he 
fixed is absolutely ii^dejiendent of the number fixed by nomination. 
And when you were going yesterday to put the motiim to vote, a })ost- 
ponement was asked for and a definite assuranci* was given by tin* 
Opposition that no further discussion, no further tactics would lie 
restored to to put off the division. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: T his is an insinuation against 
which we must protest. 

Mr. Khwa]a 8HAHABUDDIN: As H was agreed that immediately 
after the questions were over, the first thing that would le done was 
to put these motions to divi.sion. T therefore respectfully submit 
that if any decision is arrived at on clause Ml) if will be independent 
of any decision that the House may come to as regards suh-cluuse 
3{2)ib). I submit according to your own d«*cision and the under- 
standing given to us the first thing to-day ought to he to put tlx^se 
motions to vote. 

Mr. SPEAKER: *1 cannot understand what you exactly want me 
to do. I>e( me explain. The first point that there are two sii6- 
clauses— one sub-clause is about, the total number and another sub- 
clause is about nomination. That is. clear. . Yesterday I took up 
independently the .sub-clause providin(r for the total number and all the 
•tnendments except one on thaf.sub-clAse have been finished. There 
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U no motion before the House except the motion of Mr. Naskar, vi*., 
to make the number 85 instead of 84. That being so, to-day when th^ 
debate begaB^ there was a discussion as to whether the nomination ia 
not an integral part of the total number and whether it should not 
be taken up after the nomination sub-clause was discussed. To that 
you agreed. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: No, Sii’. I submit, it was a mia^ 
understanding on my part. I understood you to mean that you were 
going to put straightaway the amendments relating to nomination and 
then the amendments witli regard to the elected seats. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Did you understand that there WQuld be no dis- 
cussion on the nomination clauses and that they would only be moved 
and put to vote.^ 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: T hai is what 1 understood. I am 
not afraid of disciission. My reason for asking you to put those clauses 
to a division immediately is that we see the Oppositif)n is adopting 
tactics to obstruct the passage of the Hill. 

Mr, 8PEAKER: If the Whip of Government or the Government 
want-ed that sub-clause (/) should be put to vote immediately after the 
questions were finished, I would not have agreed ^o open a discussion. 
But having agreed to it (I am sony you have misunderstood it at 
least I understood that you had agreed to it althoug^h under a mis-* 
understanding) I cannot stop discussion. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: I would respectfully submit for 
your consideration that immediately Ix'fore I gave my consent, .1 
pressed for putting these motions to vote. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Do not make any confusion. There is only on& 
motion before the Hou.se relating to clause 1. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: I miuested you to put that motitm 
to a division straightaway, but you asked me whether, as it wa» 
dependent on nomination, I would have any objection to putting the 
nomination sub-clause without any discussion. (Cries of “No! no!'’) 
The misunderstanding is due to the misuse of the words “without any 
discussion. ’’ That led me to believe that you wanted to have that 
sub-clause put to a division without any further discussion. 

Tha Hoit'bla Mr. A. K. FAZLU^ HUQ: Sir, may I draw the 
attention of the House to section 5 of the Calcutta Municipal Act as ii 
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now dtands. Section 5 defines the fot^] number of councillors of the 
Calcutta Corporation which really consist of three sections 
elected councillors, (h) 10 councillors to lie up(K>inted by ^lovemment, 
and (c) 0 Aldermen. I submit that all the.se three are independent of 
one another, fhe motion therefore re^cardin^f the 77 elected counoillora 
which in the Bill has been proposed to Ih' 84 instead of 77 is indepen- 
dent of the number of nominated councillors and inde]>endeui also of 
the number of Aldermen. Therefore 1 submit most respectfully that 
when you pointed out that the number 84 was dependent on nomination^ 
it was not correct. Eij>fhty-faur represents the number of elected 
councillors of the total number in the House. The total number ia 
made up three parts — elected couilcillors, nominated councillors and 
Aldermen — and we can deedde the number of elected councillors 
independent of the otlier.s. Therefore, Sir, you can take a vote on tim 
numl>er of elected councillors indej)crid(*ntly ol others. You can take- 
a vote on the nominated members inde|)endent of Abh'rmen and you 
can take a vote on the Aldermen independent of the others. I submit, 
therefore, Sir, that you can as a matter of fact take votes on 84 or 85 
as you like. But, Sir, tluMc is nothin^^ to prevent tin* <jueNtion of tln*^ 
number of nominated councillors bcin^ decided undiscus.s(*d. | submit 
that the House should proceed to decide wln'lln'r tlicrc shall be nomi- 
nated councillors and, if so, bow many, and other councillors have to 
be disposed as speedily as possible. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: 1 support the .su^^^^esl ion made by 
the Premier thoug-h for different reasons. 

Mr. PU8PAJIT BARMA: Sir. the system of noininatiori is anti- 
national and against the principles of deinocrac> . Nomiriatifni has no 
room in the democratic form of (joveriirnent . Nominated iMeml>ers are 
not the real representatives ot tin* people as they havf nol really been 
returned by the electorates. Thc\ have very little touch with the jieople 
whom they repre.sent. Moreover, in democratic (iovenirnent the party 
in power or the parties in power form the (tovernment and the (lovern- 
ment generally increase the party power h^ nominating their own 
people. The nominated memhers also always seek the favour of the 
ruling Government as these persons have no touch with the people. 
The nominated members fear always to push the real wishes and 
demands of the people whom they represent. 

But, Sir, if in tW days of democracy, (he Government think it 
proper that the nomination system should continue, I do not find any 
fair reasons for allotting “ten” seats for nomination in the Corporation 
of Calcutta. ^ ^ 

Sir, before the new AmendmeBt Bill there were “ten” seats for 
no2aination in the Corporation «nd thef reasons for it was that them 
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were some communities which could not have representatives in the 
Oorporation due to defective electorate system. But in the new 
amendment *Bill I find that the defective electorate eystem has been 
corrected. The minority communities such as Muslims and Anglo- 
Indians, the backward classes which are nowadays called Scheduled 
Oastes and the Labourers have now been given in the Bill their 
respective share of representation by separate electorate system and 
joint electorate ^system to the Scheduled Caste Hindus. Even some 
communities have been favoured with more number of seats than they 
legitimately can get. 

Sir, the Hindus including the - Scheduled Castes who form 74 per 
cent, of the total population of Calcutta have been deprived of 16 
seats in the case of a total number of 84 elected seats and 5 seats in 
the case of a total number of 70 elected seats according to the popula- 
tion. Sir, now by the short-notice amendment 3 seats more have been 
given to the general Hindus and 3 elected seats have been deducted 
from the legitimate number of 7 elected seats of the Scheduled Castes. 
Three more seats have been added to Hindu seats to make their number 
42 from 39 at the cost of the legitimate elec ted seats of the Scheduled 
Castes. It is no doubt a most unkindest cut oii the part of the Govern- 
ment to the Scheduled Castes. Not to speak of weightage even the 3 
elected seats out of 7 have been deducted to sntisfv the General Hindus. 
On one occasion an hon'ble member of the House asked me whether I 
knew ))olitics. And [ understand now what is politics. I also fiimly 
believe that unfairness and dishonesty has no place in politics in the 
long run. 

Sir, in the original copy of the new Amendment Bill there were 7 
«eahs allotted for the Scheduled Castes in different territorial consti- 
tuencies, but I find that by short-notice amendment 3 seats out of. 7 
seats have been deducted and given tn the General Hindus. Three 
seats have been reserved for nomination for the Scheduled Castes. 
I do not find any fair and sane reasons for it. Does the Government 
think that the Scheduled Castes people are not fit to use their fran- 
chise properly? vSir, 1 think it most unfair, most unreasonable, most 
unscrupulous and most partial on the part of the Government to 
deprive the Scheduled Castes people of their legitimate power of using 
franchise — the birth-right of a man of democratic Government — and 
most disgraceful on the part of the Scheduled Castes people to be 
deprived of electing their own real representatives by the use of 
Iranchise^—the birth-right of man. Does Government really think 
tiiat the Scheduled Castes Hindus are not leally fit to elect their own 
real representatives, or wants to give more seats to General Hindus at 
the cost of Scheduled Castes, or the ‘Government has some motive 
behind it? I maintain the latter fwo views and I belidve that every 
reasonable man without the liast hesitation will join with my views. 
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Sir, Muslims have been given 4 seats as weightage, but, Sir, not a 
aingle seat has been given to the Scheduled Caste Hindus as weightage. 
Does the Government think that Sclieduled Caste Hindus ate education- 
ally, economically and politically more advaiu'ed than the Mussnlmuus 
for which weightage has been given to tliem, or does the (ioverniiieut 
think that they are for a particular favoured community H (^annot the 
Scheduled Castes claim the weightage of seats in the same way and 
for th^ same reason as the Muslim^ elaimy Hut alas, Sir, the reason 
always follows the reasonable man like a shadow. * 

Sir, eveiy community of Calcutta except Scheduled Castes has fairly 
been represented by short -not ice amendment. The Scheduled Castes’ 
legitimate representatives hy electmn have been <]edn<ted by it. Sir, 
when all the (‘ommnnitit'.s .su<‘)i as Muslims, Anglo-Indians, and 
Labourers have fairly l)(*en ref)r(‘sente(] hy (‘lection, I do not find any 
fair reason for keeping the foiimu’ total numlM‘r of nominated seatj^. 
Sir, I move that the numlier should h(‘ cnitailed t(t (! or S, and 2 
.seat'- in case of (S and d .seats in ciise of ti nominal(‘d seats, to be distri- 
buted to the Sclieduled Castes Hindu leriitorial constituencies 

Babu K8HETRA NATH 8IMCHA: Mr Speaker, Sir. after a 
long time and after losing many things and chances, we have hecn 
allowed to take part in the deliberations }i(*re and to sjieak soirndbing 
on behalf of the community wliosc fat(' jin'- lieen Iving jicnding in the 
hands of so many guardians and widl-wislicrs of our community. The 
things most vital to us in th(‘ Calcutta Mnnii'ipa) (Amendment) Bill 
are the status of tin* Scheduled Cash's, and the privileges and advantages 
that are propo.sed to be given to that everneglected ('oininnnity . In 
connecti(»n with this measure, Sir. first of all a Hill was broiighi forward 
coiitai niiij 4 a provision of s(‘ven seats r('serv(‘d tor llie Sclieduled Castes 
on a joint electorate basis. Then, Sir, the members (d the Sc}i<*duled 
Castes lielonging to the Coalitifui (ironp, wlio were on the Sel<*ct Com- 
mittee. pressed (joveriuiicnt that as the\ were ojiposed to the rc.scrvation 
of seats on a joint electorate liasis, th(*> nnist be given sejiaraie electorate 
which would be to their advantage. Ev<*n then, we did not utter a 
single W(*rd and relied on the (iovernment and (‘S]»eeiall;\ on the HoiCble 
the Chief Minister that he would do some good to tlie community which 
would be of a lasting nature. Hut what ha.s been don(*y H> the 
present amendment, the jirojiosal of my Scheduled (’astj* friends of 
the Coalition Groui» to have .seals on the basin o( separate electorate 
has been dropped. And then after that, by a freak of fortune, a new 
thing lias been hatcluM overnight and brought forw'ard at a moment’s 
notice, on w'hich now lies the fate of the w'hole lot of people in Calcutta 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes.^ Is this justice? Is this fair play? 
I ask my friends, wdiat have yiju done, for our.community ? We relied 
on your honesty, we relied on your sincerity of purpose, hoping that 
you will do something for us and raise %is from the mire in which we 
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have been rrawling. But whereas in the original Bill you had pre- 
viously promised seven seats, you have, by overnight, brought out a 
proposal to •reserve three seats only for the Scheduled Castes. The 
previous proposal to give seven territorial seats is now gone, and it is 
proposed to give something out of the nomination seats like crumbs 
from the rich man’s table. We relied on the Coalition Ministry in the 
•vain hope that they would give us something by which we would be 
able to stand on our own legs. I regret to say, Sir, that our* efforts 
in going from door to door of the men in power have only resulted 
in wearing out our shoes and nothing else 

(At this stage, the House was adjourned for fifteen minutes.)

Babu K8HETRA NATH 8INGHA: M> Scheduled Caste friends 
in Ihe Coalition Croup have been relying on your good faith that you 
will be helping our communit\ which indeed requires help most, but 
this attitude of yours, this want of sincerity and good faith on your 
part 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Mr. Singha, I would ie(juest you to address the 
Chair and nobody else. 

Babu K8HETRA NATH 8INCHA: 1 am sorry for niy inadvert- 
ence, Sir. 

The other day, in course of the Budget Session, the Hon’ble the 
Home Minister declared jmblicly in the Assembly that Government 
are willing to help the Scheduled Castes and Muslim communities 
generally in order to enable the present Ministry to run the Goverp- 
ment, and my Coalition friends have always been complaining that we 
do not support the Government in running the administration. But 
why should we join with them. 1 ask*' Sir. I speak on behalf of the 
majority of the Scheduled (’aste members here and also of that com- 
munity. We are (juite willing to join hands with you, but on what 
condition P On the condition that we want to live and we want to 
have our just rights to live as human beings. But we, as a community, 
have simply been ignored in this very Bill. You all know that some 
of you at least did try your best to help us, but could not. Why could 
you not give us separate electorate and thus raise our status to that 
of yours? Why cannot you give us separate ^•lectorate to raise our 
standard and to raise (»ur status? Why cannot you do that? If you 
accept the principle of separate electorate in local bodies, I can assure 
the Hon’ble the Chief Ministeix and tJte other Hon’ble Ministers in 
charge of the different portfolios that our party is willing to come to 
the side of the Government. Why are you afraid of giving us separate 
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electorate? Are you afraid of the Hindu community? If you are 
not afraid of the Hindu community, then why this amendment, this 
fresh amendment of Mr. Shahabuddin? You have raiseik the number 
of Hindu seats from something: like 40 to 47 and by thus raising you 
have taken away 3 seats from our community and you have given them 
to nomination. Sir, my e.stecmed friend Mr. I’uspajit Harma has said 
much about it. 1 am not going to outer intt) a discussion about 
democracy or aristocracy. We would havt* welcomed Mr. Fazlul Huq’s 
Hitlerism or Mussolinism if he had given us some Hcncfit under this 
Bill, but he dared not sup]>ort us a> he wa^ anxious not to displease the 
Hindu community. And iii order t(> satisf\ the Hindu (‘ommunity 
W’hat have you done? Y<»ii have ^ncreaseil their number at the (‘ost 
of the Scheduled Taster. You have brought in a cleavage in the 
Hindu community. You have uo\ als<» supported the idaiius fd’ even 
the Muhammadan communitv. li\ thus influcucing Hindu opinion, 
you hav(* neglected the claiuiN ot tin* Muhammmlans, You have not 
increased their status, and >oii have* not brought them into a majority 
in the Corporation. Sir, 1 know the opinion of the (^)alition Party 
members. The\ want this anicndimuit in ortb‘r that th**ir position might 
be somewhat improved in the Corporation wlu-ri' at present they are 
more neglected than *my community, t lovjunnienl have neither 
supported the claims of tin* Muhammadan communit\, nor iured to 
look to the interests the Scheduled Castes. 11 \ou waul t(> help us, 
then give us separate electorate*. Our dithculties arc everywhere, In 
the Corporation we cannot make any claims for our community; in the 
local bodies we are in the .same position and grovelling in the dark 
and going from door to doeu* to this <*omiiiunit\ and to that community 
for lielp. We cannot stand on our legs. I.s it not the duly id (iovi'm- 
raent to help a community which cannot stand on il^ own legs? Let 
us Lave .something to live upon. We yvant to exercise our rights, and 
v^e do not like to ask for any favours. We w'unt to stand upon our 
rights whi<*h we have not got under the sun. By the I oona 1 act 
we got 30 seats. By the Jtound Table (’onferemes, the Francliisc Com- 
mittees and the Instrument ot Instructions the Scheduled (’astes have 
been recognised as a separate commuutiy Inun the general H indus. V\ hy 
is it so? W hy have the Sceduled Castes beiui created a hi*i>arat»* com* 
munity? It has been created only for the purpose that they require the 
special attention of Government and .special facilities and advantages. 
But Government are always ignoring our claims and are not prepared to 
help us.

Sir, under the circumstances I can say that in this short-notice 
amendment of Mr. Shahabtiddin every right that was promised to the 
Scheduled Castes in the Bill^ha.s be^en taken away. You gave us 7 
reserve seats with joint electorate. We nave no objection to that 
because in that way we got 7 reserve .seats and also one nominated seat. 
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We expected that at least 8 seats would be given, to our community, 
but by this amendment this will not be done. May I ask under whose 
instructions «nd under whose orders this has been done? Sir, we are 
not willing to remain independent. Sir, I think it will not be proper 
on my part to say that someone in the Cabinet is responsible for this 
state of affairs, but 1 am not going to expose that man. The other 
day, Sir, 1 placed before the Hon’ble the Chief Minister and other 
Ministers our grievances and told them that we wanted such and such 
things. Sir, we ’may be on the Opposition side; w^e may be independent, 
but (iovernment never consulted us in any emergency. We are not 
oppositionists; we are not like the (Vmgressites in the Opposition on 
principle. We want justice and fair play. If we see that good faith 
and justice are being administered to us, we are willing to co-operate 
with Government. We are not by nature or birth oppositionists. It 
is the duty of Government to ascertain what are our grievances and 
what we really want and Government must do this with sincerity, kind- 
ness and sympathy. We expect this from Government and we want 
to be assured that Government is (juite willing to redress the grievances 
of the Scheduled Castes

Mrt 8UREHDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir. 1 rise to speak in support 
of my ainerHiment that instead of 10 eouiicillors, only three be iiomi- 
iiuted. Sir, before I proceed to speak on the merits of my amendment, 
1 would draw the attention of the members of this House to 
Mr. Suhabuddiu's anieudment which professes to give the majority 
of seats to the majority community. In fact by his amendment that 
object has not been achieved, I do not know wjiether the move on the 
4)art of the Government Chief Whip in reducing the number of nomi- 
nated seats from 10 to 8 is to please the Hon’ble Hindu Ministers of 
the Cabinet. If that is so, and if tne Hon’ble Hindu Ministers of the 
Cabinet have expressed their satisfaction, then I submit that they 
liave been deceived. 
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Sir, what is the implication of Mr. Shahabuddiu’s amendment? 
We find that the number of general seats have been raised from 46 to 
47 ; but the Muhammadan seats are 22 , European seats 12, Jjabour seats 
2, Anglo-Indian seats 2 and nominated seats 8. These latter seats are 
going to the parties who are in favour of the present (loverninent. 80 
may say that Government will control 46 seats as against 47 seats 
of the General constituency. Then again, everyluxly knows that out 
of theiie 47 seats whicli have Wen allotted to the general constituency, 
at least two seats have all the time been occupied 1»\ tw(> dews of 
Calcutta. These two dew gentlemen have always been lound to 
support the Government whenever (lovernment needed their suj)i)ort. 
Now, (/ut of these 47 seals it two go out, (hen the majority community 
gets only 47) and the Government conlr(d 4S .seats, ddiat being the 
position, the llon’ble the Hindu Ministers 111 the Cabinet .should 
realise that they ha\e been deceived. 

Now, as regards m> amendment, it is meant to reduce the riiimWr 
of nominated seats from H) to 4. M\ first contention i.s that by nomi- 
nation Government want to slnMigthen their hands, which W(‘ cannot 
and should not allow Government to do. Sir, 1 would not have protest- 
ed vehemently against itoniination to-night had I not known that in 
the minds of (btvernment there are measures to (oirtail further the 
powers ot the ('alcutia Corjmration and thus of the Congress. In order 
to do so Government from now are strengthening their hamis and for 
that purpose (hey want the majority of the members of the Corporation 
to Hui)port them against the (ongress. That is the reason why 1 
vehemently jirotesl against nomination. 

Secondly, Sir, the method of nomination has outlived its utility. 
Almost every member of this House has given his ojiiriion that lie is 
now opposed to nomination on principle. As far as I have been able to 
g&ther, the views jnesented by many of the members from all sides 
of the House I find that they have asked Government to delete nomina- 
tion altogether. If that is the opinion of almost all the members of 
ibis House, 1 do not find any reason why the popular Government should 
not abolish nomination frmii local bodies, to start with from the 
Calcutta Corporation. Then, Sir, everybody knows and as my friends, 
the previous speakers, have pointed out for sometime past nomination 
is throwing open the door of nepotism and favouritism, and I should 
add corruption. That is the main ground for which the members of 
this House have Wen objecting to the con tin nance of the system of 
nomination and urging its abolition. If that is the opinion of the 
majority of the members of this House, I submit that Government shoulc> 
respect that opinion and abolish nomination. But I am afraid 
Government will not do that, localise .their mytive is bad. May I ask 
the Hon’ble the Minister in charge* of this Bill to say clearly whether 
it is not a fact that by amending this Bill Government do not really 
11 
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desire to benefit the Mussalmans, but their real intention is to deprive 
the Congress-influenced Calcutta Corporation of some of their powers? 
If he says “no,” I should ask him to explain to the members of this 
House how Government will l)enefit the minorities by giving them 
reserved seats and also by abolishing joint electorates for the Muslims 
and reserving seats for the Scheduled Castes. If he cannot explain 
clearly that this Bill will improve the condition of the Mussalmans 
or of the Scheduled Castes, then the charge against Government 
remains that they have brought in this Bill only to curtail the powers 
of the Corporation. If that is so, 1 think the members, whether they 
flit to my opposite or to my left,^ would think over the matter and 
decide whether they would allow this so-called i)oi)ular Government to 
adopt measures to curtail the powers of a local body like the Calcutta 
Corporation. If the members of the Coalition J^arty allon^ this Gov- 
ernment to curtail the powers of the ( alcutta Corporation, what 
arguments will they put forward when some measures will come up to 
curtail the powers of the local self-government and of the village self- 
government? If they do not like such measures to be adopte<l in the 
local bodies and also in the municipalities, then they should also su{)port 
us when we claim that the powers of the Calcutta (brporation should 
not be curtailed. If, however, they want to save the f)restige of 
Government for the present, let them vote for my amejidment which 
aims at reduction of the nominated seats to three. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE; Pi 'evious speakers have already raised 
their voice of protest against nomination, and I need not say much 
against nomination on principile. i find in the Bill that there is a 
provision to the effect that one labour representative is to be nominated. 
The only ground, if at all, that can be adduced for nomination i» 
backwardness. If an> community cannot elect its own representatiVbs 
to voic^e its demands, then a case may be made out for nomination, 
but that argument falls to the ground when the question of labour 
comes. Labour does not suffer from luck of consciousness as will be 
amply testified to by all the vested interests in this House. Whatever 
little representation labour has got, they have shown that they are 
quite conscious and they can voice their demands quite effectively. I 
feel that they have found out in this House that labour, when they 
are given the right to elect their own representative, form a formidable 
power though they are only G or 7 in this big house of 2o0. 

In the Calcutta Corporation it will be very (fifficult to control them 
if according to their suggestion two labour representatives come, and as 
a counterpoise one is nominated by Government, so that in case of 
necessity the interests of the two may«be crossed against each other. 

What do we find in the Calcutta Corporation? From time imme- 
morial we find Mr, K. C. Roy Chowdhuri nominated as a labour 
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representative and his worthy lieutenant Maulvi Latafat Hossain, 
These very gentlemen stood from Labour constituency in this House. 

, They were defeated, but thanks to the patronage of this Oovernment 
they found their place, should 1 say, in the fossilised Upper House. 
"^This is the intention of Government; they want to play some mischief, 
some trick over again. This Municipal Bill requires many changes from 
the point of view of labour. Take for instance the electricity 
company. They are making profit amounting to lakhs and lakhs of 
rupees. If all the labourers living in Calcutta had votes*, this electricity 
company would long ago have l)eeii municipalised and the huge amount 
of profit that is going to the pockets of a few capitalists (foreigners 
or Indians I don’t mind) would hav^ been the propel I \ of the citiiseiis 
of Calcutta. Similarly, there is the telejdioiie comjiuny. The rate of 
this company is the highest in India. This sort of thing would for 
the same reason have been imiujssible and before long this also would 
have been municipalized. There are also the tramway company and 
the gas company. All these public utility services should he munici- 
palised making no distinction between the European capitalists and the 
Indian capitalists. As things stand, the Eurojiean caj>italists control 
the biggest firms and draw biggest profits fnun the electricity com- 
pany, gas company, tramway cmiipany and others, and for this I feel 
that from the point of view of labour, the one thing that is necessary 
is to extend the vote iind even if there be no special const it uen<\v for 
labour, labour will not mind in the least. Labour will be very glad if 
only the right of vote is extended. Then only and only then, we shall 
be able to send the real representatives of the people, of tlie citizens of 
Calcutta, to the municipality and all these communal bickerings, the 
representation of Scheduled (’astes and Europeans, this representation 
and that representation, all these troubles and all these (juarrels will be 
over, if only in one direction the Municipal Bill is amended, that if, 
by extending the franchise. But to expect that from this (lovernment 
is absolutely idle. We know that though the Bremier speaks, or 
rather used to speak, of dal hhat for the common people, it has already 
been forgotten and even in this Hrm.se, very few people like us care to 
remind him of his promise; others feel that it is absolutely useless. 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of labour, I strongly demand that the Bill, 
if it is at all to be changed, should \>e changed in the direction of 
extending the franchise, and then there will be no necessity for any 
special constituency for labour, far less any necessity for nominated 
labour seats. I have already stated that 1 want an extension of 
franchise and I want lo justify why I w^aiit adult franchise. Here I^ 
have pften heard it said that it is not on u population basis that the 
vote should be cast. This objestion I have hwird from almost all 
sides of the House, but I want im raise toy voiaf of protest against that. 
I strongly hold that all those who live in^Calcutta, irrespective of their 
wealth, have a right, and should* have a right, to vote. T.et us take,

for instance, again the case of the electricity company. The company 
might have invested some money, but the workers who are working in 
that company are producing the wealth by their labour, as a result 
of which profit is accruing, and therefore if the owners of the company 
have a right to vote, certainly the workers also have the same right 
to vote. Similarly with the tramway company and other companies, 
whos(3 workers live in the city within the jurisdiction of the Calcutta 
Municipality. I would go further and say that it is common knowledge 
to us that very many poor people have not found a place to sleep. Of 
course, in this lieat it is not so very bad to sleep on the footpath, but 
in the wintei* or in the rainy season if the Premier were to go round the 
streets he would find thousands .sleeping on the footpaths I All those 
peoj)le whose wages w^ould not allow them to liire a house, 1 think, 
should also have a right to vote. Then only the Calcutta Corporation 
will think of the problem of the unemployed. In Bombay I think two 
years back they spent a .sum of Rs. b lakhs in giving relief to the un- 
employed, but in Calcutta w^e have not heard anything like that. On 
behalf of all those w'ho live in the footjjaths, on behalf of all those 
who are forced to sleep on the footjiaths, I want to put forward the 
claim that they should also be given the righj to vote. Tlien only all 
these troubles will be over and the n(‘ce.ssiiy for not only nomination 
but the division of seats as between different c’onimunilies, caste.s, 
groups and sections will vanisli. Therefore. 1 a^ain strongly urge that 
if the Bill is to be changed, let all tliese anjendmenis be scrapped 
altogether and a new amendment he brought lorward under which 
every adult living in Calcutta should have a vote, a free vote, so that 
they can elect their own representatives. 

Mr. K. NOORUDDIN: Sir, I beg to move that the question be now 
put. 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: We have our amendments 
to move, and I hope you wdll give us an opportunity to do the .same. 


Mr. 8PEAKER: I think I will not be misunderstood, but I feel that 
if I can get an idea from the Opposition as to the total number of days 
within which it will be possible to finish the whole Bill, then I can 
adjust. Further, all sides will get an idea as to how many days it 
will take to get the Bill through. In that ca?,e some sort of adjust- 
ment may be possible. 

Or. NALINAK8HA,8ANY4L; 1 s^iould personally think so far as 
the other details are concerned that it will be possible to finish all the 
amendments in the course of ^another, three sittings. 
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Mr. 1IOGE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: I a^ree. 

Mr. SPEAKER: In view of the decision of the majority, I may say 
that it has been my experience that it is better whenever any important 
contentious Bill is under consideration to know beforehand between 
ourselves as to how many du\s we are to take. If you leave me to 
adjust, then I can certainly adjust according to the importance of the 
amendfUents. • 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: Over this Bill we have already 
taken four times more time than is jjecessar> . 

Mr. 8UREN0RA NATH BISWAS: Your Government have taken 
more time. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABU0DIN: I suggest that Government have 
taken no more time than is necessarv. I also ft*el that it should not 
take us more than one day to get this Bill through. One more word I 
w'ant to submit in this connection and that is this. As far us the 
imf)ortant clause d i> conf’erned two da.\.s discussions have taken place 
over it, and therefore once this clause goes through, I don’t see where 
any contentious matter remains, and I think one more day will be 
sufficient. 

Mr. SPEAKER: May 1 bring it to the notice of the ('hief Minister 
particularly and also the Government Whip that if there is not an 
agreement on this point then 1 would l)e absolutely helpless, and I hope 
it would be realized as to what the consequence will l)e. I am prepared 
if the members on my right want to go by it. The consequence will be 
this. Take the next clause. There are about 20 amendments. Under 
the rules every member is entitled to speak for J5 minutes, and J have 
absolutely no power to suspend it. That is (he difficulty. 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Sus})ei)d the rule.s. 

Mr. SPEAKER: There is no suspension pow'er in this House for the 
time being, unless the rules and regulations are changed and powers 
are vested in me. In any case since there is not much difference 
between 2 and 3 days, ^ I am suggesting this course. After all, kindly 
remember what is meant by 3 days. We meet at 4-45 and we l»av€|. 
our questions till 5-45. If we leave 15 minutes for prayer, we have 2 
hours a day for this Bill. If we have discussion for 3 days it meani 
6 hours. Even now at this staj^e one flay will*riot matter much, and I 
would appeal to both sides to agree to, my suggestion to finish thi» 
Bill in three days. 
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Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U; I hope my friends on the opposite 
will not be unreasonable. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I am only pointing out the consequence of the 
absence of an agreement. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABU0DIN; With all humility 1 want to 
submit that as far as the members on this side are concerned they 
cannot be intimidated by the Opposition that if we do not agree to a 
certain proposition, they will prolong the business of the House un- 
necessarily. We are quite prepai3d to meet any situation that may 
arise. 


Mr. SPEAKER: We have Tliursday, Friday and Saturday, and on 
Saturday we might begin early. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: You, Sir, gave a ruling the other 
day that it is only for the Budget Session there would be sittings on 
Saturdays, 


Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: 1 suggest that we finish the 
discussion by Saturday. 


Mr. SPEAKER: I can certainly suggest that we finish the discus- 
sion by Friday if the House so wishes. After all, I have calculated 
6 hours’ discussion. It would be possible to finish it if we could have 
three hours’ discussion each day. 


Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Government sj)ent 2 ilays for nothing. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If you have any objection to Saturday, I suggest 
that we may finish the busiue.ss by Friday by sitting for six hours. 
If you cun do so, I have no objection. 

Mr. 8HAMSUDDIN AHMED: But Government spent two days for 
nothing, Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have asked the Hon’ble Nawab Bahadur of 
Dacca and the Hon’ble *he Chief Minister to come to a settlement. In 
the meantime, I allow five minutfes to Mr. Hashemy to conclude his 
speech. 
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Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HASHEMYs Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 have 
ohosen to speak through this microphone for the simple reason that if 
with the help of this machine I can raise the volume of*my voice, it 
may have some effect on (lovernment. It is no use dilating on the 
merits or demerits of the system of nomination; it is no use discussing 
what principle is involved in the .system of nomination. Sir, the 
machine has again failed, and I am helpless. (Pause.) The machine 
is agiain working, (Laughter.) (The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. Fazlitl

Sir, when (lovernment is 
bent upon maintaining the system of nomination. 1 a])|>eal to them to 
see and judge matters from a broader angle of vision. Mr. Shahabuddin 
has accepted a reduction in the number of nominated memWrs and I 
have suggested a further reduction of three members, 1 hope, Sir, 
Mr. Shahabuddin will he j)rej)ared to accept my aiiiendnieiil. I have 
also suggested tliat apart froni tlie election of five Aldermen by the 
Corporation, live expert.s should be taken in the interests of the good 
administration of the Corjjoration. 

Further, Sir, all the minority communities barring Wf)men have 
been represented in the Corporation, ami I submit that by ignoring the 
claims of the womenfolk, (iovernment liave ignored one of the most 
important ])r!iiri]»le.s ef representation. 

Another mat lei whicli I want to jiress before (i(jvprnment is the 
question of the su]»p].\ ol pure and unadulterated food. And witli that 
end in view, I have suggested that an ex|>ert in food analysis should l)e 
taken in, so that lie can materially lielj) the Corporation by his udvic^e 
on the question of the supply of pure and unadulterated food. For the 
last few years, (iovernment have been nominating lawyers only and 
even this year out of the ten nominated members there is not a single 
medical man. not a single engineer and not a single technical exf>ert. 
Sir, so far as Calcutta’.s food problem is concerned, although it is one 
which vitally affects the })eople, (jovernment have not thought it to l)e 
their duty to amend the Act relating to food adulteration so that it 
can he put into operation in a more effective way than at present after 
amending its most defective .sections. On the other hand, he has come 
forward to .suggest that eight meral>ers should be nominated out of 
which three will be reserve<l for the Scheduleil Castes. 

For some years past, Calcutta has been a victim to epidemic disease® 
which have been visiting the city regularly year after year, and when 
an epidemic breaks out, people become absolutely helpless. So, it in 
necessary that an expert in epj^emic diseases )>hould be taken in in the 
interests of the city’s health. I have, therefore, suggested that, oat 
of the five, a second expert should be selected for this purpose.

Then, Sir, I have suggested the taking in of a third expert in the 
matter of water-supply. The question of water-supply is one of the 
most vital jiroblems of this city, especially in the hot weather when 
water becomes easily contaminated and spreads water-borne epidemic 
diseases. 

1 have also suggested the taking in of an engineer who is an expert 
in underground drainage works. It is no use adding lawyers to an 
already overwhelmingly large number of lawyer members of the 
Corporation. By nomination, Government ought to see that they get 
the services of such persons whose advice in various lines may 
materially help the cause of good muni(‘ij)al administration of the city 
for the real benefit of its citizens. 

Lastly, Sir, I have suggested that an expert in electricity should 
also be taken in. 'J'he Electrical Adviser to the Government of Bengal 
has not up till now given any advice to the Government for the benefit 
of the poor rate-payers of (’alciitta. Therefore, it is necessary that one 
expert in electricity should be taken in. 

As regards the selection of these experts, I do not suggest that 
one should be a Hindu, another a Muslim, and a thiinl a Scheduled Caste, 
The.se experts should be selected irrespective of the question of their 
caste, creed or colour. In all I have suggested the selection of five 
exiierts who should be nominated solely in tlie best civic interests of 
ibis city. 

Sir, when there is a provision tor the election of five Aldermen by 
the CXuincillors as five elders from amongst the citizens of Calcutta 
whose mature experien(*e and good eounsel may be a guidance to the 
Corpoiation, it is quite unnecessiary to liave eight more persons 
nominated to that body. Therefore, Sir, this amendment of mine is 
ao useful and urgent that I hope Government wxmld t>e prepared to 
accept it. 

Sir, so far as the Muslims of Calcutta are concerned, although they 
are a minority community, 1 am glad to .sa}' that on one point I can 
agree with the Hoirble Minister in charge of the Bill that no weightage 
has been given to them. On the other hand, the weigbt^age that might 
have been eluimed by them lias been given to the other minority com- 
munities including the Scheduled Castes. Some of my friends have 
remarked that weiglitage has been given to the Muslim community; 
I deny it, Sir; they have got 22 seats without finy weightage whatso- 
fever. There is no mention of that in the motion of Mr. K. Sbaha- 
buddiu. Even now there is time for Government, particularly for the 
Hon’ble Minister in charge of the BilJ,*to correct the mistake. In the 
interest of the Muslim community itself, the Mussaimans should have 
more seats. They should at least get three seats from the nominated 
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seats. If my suggestion is accepted, it will partly safeguard the 
interests of the Moslem community. Sir, as I have already stated 

(At this stage the nieinher having reached the time-limit resumed 
his seat.) 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir, shall we be allowed to speakl' 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I do not think that it 
will be necessaiy tor any member to tpeak, becuuhe 1 bad that what 
I shall say will satisfy the whole House. 

I have consulted the leaders of tfu* various grou))s (Du. ^m.inaksha 
Sanyal: Except the Congress). But I know the Congr(‘HH view% and 
therefore I have not consulted the leader of the Congress Group. 1 
have been authmised to announce that it is the feeling in the House 
that the Bill should lx* finislunl this week, and in older to expedite the 
business our friends of tin* Kumpcan Group are also jirepared to sit for 
an extra lialf-hoiir, ami in that way we expert to finish the Bill by 
Thursday or I’ndaN, It that is not possible, we may have u short 
sitting on Saturday. , 

Mr. SPEAKER. We ouglit to finish the Bill witli six hours’ dis- 
cussion on Thursday and E'riday. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: If we can finish the Bill 
in six hours on Thursday and Friday without sitting for an extra half- 
hour, so much the better. 'Tn any case, tlie Bill must be finislii‘d by 
this w’eek. 

* Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: Sir, is not Thursday a 
holiday? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: No. 1 think that with six hours’ disimssion ou 
Thursday and Friday we shall be able to finish the Bill. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Shall we have to he under the 
guardianship of the Chief Minister in this matter?

Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA GQSWAMI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I entirely 
repudiate the Hon’ble the Chief Miflister’s remark that he eonsulted the 
leaders of all the groups. • 
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The Honile Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, I did not consult my 

friends on the opposite, because I knew that they would agree to three 
days’ discussion as you have suggested. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: How could you know it? 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I am sorry, Sir. If that 
is not a fact, I am to blame and I stand corrected.

Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: Sir, 1 am veiy sorry to 
contradict the Chief Minister. He has suggested that the leaders of 
all tlie groups have been consulted. On behalf of our party, I wish 
to say most emphatically that a Bill of this nature must take its own 
course, and we cannot fix a time-table in ad\^nce. It will be an outiage 
on the citizens of Calcutta and on the public of Bengal to rush this 
Bill, this very contentious Bill, in the way it is sought to be done. 
The Hon’ble the Chief Minister has suggested that anyhow the Bill 
must be gojne through this week. This is a suggestion, Sir, which 1 
did not expect from him, because it is one of the most contentious Bills 
that we have before us this session, and I venture to say on behalf 
of my party that we would greatly lesent any ait(‘m])t to rush this 
Bill through the Legislature. I do not care what commitments the 
Chief Minister may have given to his constituency or to his consti- 
tuents. I am not concerned wdth the (h)alition Party politics. I am 
concerned h(*re to see that a Bill of this nature should go through its 
normal course, and that there should be no attempt to frustrate the 
rights of honourable membeis of this House in the mattei* of discussing 
this Bill. 

Mr. SPEAKER; In that case, the Iloirble the Chief Ministef’s 
suggestion falls through. 

Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: That has to 

The Hon'ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, will you consider 
the proposal to have after-dinner sittings, if that is the attitude of the 
Opposition y 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, with regard to the Hon^le 
the Home Ministers remark, namely, “if that 'is the attitude of the 
’Opposition," may remind him of the w’ay in which they have treated ub 
with regard to thi.s Bill? We were told some days previously that there 
would be after-dinner fiittings until tl^s Bill was finished, and some 
of them suggested that we might go out if we did not care to attend 
and they would proceed with the Bill in our absence. That was the 
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threat held out; that was the attitude taken up by Government. 
Shortly afterwards, on the ver\' next day, we were presented with a 
cut-anidried proposal that the whole tiling should !be* dropped or 
postponed, because they had their own internal disputes to settle. 
Now that they have been su(‘eessfiil in settling their disjiutes for th*^ 
time being to their own satisfaetion, they are anxious to rush through 
this Bill, and they want to do so in the course of a day or two what- 
ever happens and however inconvenient it may be to us. And when 
we protest, they say that it is obstructionist tactic'S. f say, Sir, that it 
does not now’ lie in the mouth of the Toalitiou Parly or (lovernmeiit to 
accuse the Oj)i)ositiou with any kind of obstru(‘tionist tactics in view’ 
of the attitude they have taken uj) ni utter disregard of the convenience 
of the Opposition. Instead of pnx'eeding with tlie normal course of 
business with regard to tliis Bill, at tme iiioment tl»ey W’ant to rush 
through the Bill and at anotlier moment they say that they are not 
going to take up the Bill jusi now as they hav(‘ to settle their own dis- 
putes. J submit. Sir, that tin* normal course ought to he adopted and 
these short time-tables ought not to tiiid favour w'ith you. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Tif that (‘as<', let UH proceed with the amend- 
ments.

Mr. SPEAKER: Tea 
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Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: You yourself said when honourable 
members moved the amendments standing in their names that they 
will have an* opportunity to speak, and on that assurance of yours, Sir, 
no. discussion took place, and no mover spoke on those amendments. 
Therefore, Sir, would it be fair on the part of the Coalition Party 
to say now 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I will decide this point later on. 

Yes, J)r. Sanyal, you can now proceed with youi- speech. 

Mr. M. A. H. I8PAHANI: Sk-, before Di. Sanyal begins, may 1 
say a f(;w words? 


Mr. SPEAKER: Not now, but after l)i. Sanyal finishes his 
speech. He was on his legs already. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir, I had on a previous occ4ision, 
namely, yesterday, made it perfectly clear that, so fai- as we on this side 
of the House are concerned, we are no adniiers of the system of 
nomination. And \et when we find that there are some gioups of 
people — and prolxibly they are in the majority — who are insisting on the 
retention of nomination, it is only meet and proper that we should 
make it as inoffensive as jmssible. I explained yesterday that in a 
democratic organization there cannot be any place for nomination. 
And yet there may be occasions when, through election and the 
turmoils of election, sometimes experts and specialists may not be 
available for the service of the (kirporation. There may be a con- 
cession made in regard to nomination if only there is an assurance 
that such nomination will be exercised only in the interests of the 
Corporation and in the interests of finding out experts who w’ould be 
available for the services of the affairs of the Corporation and not 
certainly with a view to permit the political party in power, namely, 
the (Government, to have their henchmen in the group of nominated 
councillors under various kinds of patronage. So far, Sir, we have 
found that nominations have* gone more for the fact that the nominated 
councillors tried, rightly or wrongly, alw^ays to support the view- 
points of Government. Nominate<l councillors in the Corporation 
have functioned more as the watch-dogs of Government than as real 
servants of the rate-payers. These evils can, to some extent, be 
mitigated if the suggestion of my esteeme<l fliend, Mr. Jalaliiddin 
Hashemy, is accepted. 

Sir, in the administration of the •Corporation, there is a real need 
of experts in different directions. We have, at the present moment, 
under the constitution of t,he tk)rporation, provision for some 
associate members in the district committees. The provision of these 
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associate members has been with a view as far as pracficable, to jifet 
associated with the district standing tx)mmittees, such members who 
might be of special help to the districts in regard to #ome sjrecial 
matters. But unfortunately there also the original purpose of permit* 
ting these associate members to come and help in the deliberations of 
the district committees has not been served properly. As a result, we 
have found persons of diti'ereut kinds of political views scrambling for 
membership of such district committees irrespective of how far these 
members could contribute properly to the expert work which was 
expected of them. In the l^rimarv Kdncation (\)mmiitee, there is a 
provision for three associate members. We have also seen that in 
several other ad hoc committees, ti«- (■ orporation Inul to appoint, from 
time to time, experts or person.s with special knowledge fn)!!! outside. 
We have had, for example, one of the cs)mmittees that was ask(‘d to 
arrange for the f)rop(‘r housing of and other anienities for “liarijans’', 
that is the so-called untotudiables. In that commit t<*c, the ( ’orivorat ion 
sought the help of some outNlanding men of public service' who were 
known to be devoting their lives in the s<'rv icc's of the harijans. In 
fact, some of them in the (’ot jHiration had also to seek the help of 
expert outsiders fiotn time to tune tor specific investigations. That 
being the case, I do mU kmiw why there should be any obji'ction to 
having certain specified experts in the group of nominated members. 
If the system of nominati4)n at all has got to be permittc'd, the only 
wise course that thirf House can take is t<j limit the nomination to 
certain specified experts. Now, Sir, Mr. llashemy mentioned Ti expert.s. 
The number of experts that he ha> emnneialed ma\ hi' contested. 
There may be friends wlio might think that expeits on water-supply 
or water analysis and on fmal iinalysis may be combined : food and 
water analysis may be successfully done b.\ thf? .same expert who is a 
chemist both for f’tKxl analysis as w'ell as for water analysis. Hut 
instead of that there may be another expert taken — expi'it in eilue^ilion, 
for example. One of the most important functionM that the ('ortmni- 
tion is now performing for the citizens of Calentta is prim^iry ediio.'ition 
for the children of (kilcutta and increasingly they are providing for 
free primary education for the children of the citizens. That being 
so, probably there may be some adju.stments made. 1 argue that 
whatever may be the ultimate oiit(X)me of this motion, Government 
having either accepted the motion a.s it is or having accepted the 
spirit of the motion miglit certainly cx)ncede a great .service to the 
citizens of Calcutta, if they promise to (X)nfine their nomiriation.s only 
to exj>erts. Mr. Ha.shemy’s proposition has got two-fold aspects: it 
has got two important bearings. On the one hand, he wants to limit 
the number of nomination from eight, as at present proposed by th% 
Chief Whip of the Coalition Party to five, and, on the other, his 
suggestion is that, of the.se five, each one of^them must h#* an expert 
in some direction or other. The.s# are the two vital issues raised by 
Mr. Hashemy. I submit that there oafi be no two opinions on these. 
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So fer as the reduction in the number is concerned, even the supporter# 
of Gk)vernment have realised the justice of the claim for reduction in 
the number. Probably, they had their own difficulties in g’oin^ 
further down in the number: from ten they have come down to eight 
and if they would take a little bit more time on this, probably they 
would find some kind of justice in the figure that my friend, 
Mr. Hashemy, has proposed. The other equally important issue raised 
by Mr. Hashemy is the question of experts. I submit that even apart 
from the questidn of number, the Hon’ble Minister in charge, in his 
reply, may examine the question of experts being nominated or his 
nomiiiationH being confined to experts alone. Let us have a definite 
and straight reply to these two different issues — issue No. 1 being 
about nuinber an<l issue No. 2 al)out experts. I submit, Sir, that the 
CoriK)nitioii of (’aleutta does need the services of experts. One of the 
most difficult problems of democratic organisation is, Sir, as you 
know, how best to adjust the democratic electorate with the problems 
of certain properly qualified experts being secured to represent the 
electomte. In the Houses of Parliament often discussions have been 
held in some directions — discussions that have not been conducted with 
an expert knowledge. In our ow'ii House here we have found on 
many occasions that discussions are conducted not so much with a 
view t/O contribute the expert knowledge of the subjects under discus- 
sion, but, more or less, with a view to find out how far the votes of the 
different gioups or parties may be arranged in connection with the 
motion. This is certainly not a very healthy procedure for running an 
administration which is mainly concerned with the civic amenities of 
the people. I sulbmit that where there is no difference of opinion 
politically us between a member and member, there is no liarm if we 
dei)end on the administration being conducted on the advice of experts. 
As we are now situated, we are all aware how difficult it is to get the 
experts to seek election and how much more difficult it is to get those 
experts elected by an electorate who may value the other qualities of a 
man except expert quality. That lieing the position, we may probably 
like to have experts nominated by Government. T think, Sir, so far as 
Mr. iTalaluddin Hashemy ’s motion is concerned, the proposal is for 
five different experts, though we may think of other experts alao. 
But I am not going beyond the scxipe of this motion. T am only 
putting it to the Hon^ble the Minister in charge and the Coiilition 
Party if they in their wisdom are not going to allow the city of 
Calcutta to he conducted on the advice of experts. Are they only 
going to permit everything to be conducted by the councillors and 
Aldermen with or without sufficient amount of expert advice from 
amongst memliers who are entitled to have their votes in their own 
way and in the same manner and with full authority as other members? 
So far as the meaning of expeits is ooncerned, there may be .some 
amount of difference of opinion. It Is quite possible that some member# 
would like to have an explanation thereof. I leave it to the good sense 
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of Government to find out the meaning of experts. Of course, Govern- 
ment will not nominate one simply' because they would like to have e 
party man and mark him as an expert. We must wait a*lid see how 
things develop.

Mr. J0GE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: We Imd a right when we 
moved our amendments to spejik on them, but as you desired that the 
amendments should be moved in order to enable you to understand the 
whole situation and then some one of the amendments should be put 
to vote, we agreed to that on the distinct assurance from the Chair 
that those who are moving the amendments would be allowed to speak 
on them. I submit, Sir, that if the Speaker having said so now 
deprives us of our rigl^t to speak, it would Im* putting the Speaker in a 
very awkward position.

Point of order. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: On a point of order, Sir. I would 
just draw your attention to Section*48 of (he Rules and Standing Orders 
relating to cdosure. Tliis rule stales that when any motion is under 
di.scuHsion, any member may move that the question lie now put and 
unless it apj)ears to the S])eaker that the request is an abuse of the 
rules of (lie Assembly or an infringement of the rights of rea^^onable 
debate, (lie question that the (piestion be now j)iit shall be put forth- 
with. So you are not ne(*essarily bound to a(*<‘ept any request for the 
closure of a motion. This is issue No. 1. 

The second issue t-o which I would like t,o <lraw your attention is 
that even when a closure motion is admitted by you, it will relate only 
to the motion before the House, that is to say, the motion of 
Mr. Jalaluddin Hashemy about five experts in different subjects being 
nominated, etc. The motion before the House is this amending 
motion and not the clause as a whole. The clause as a whole has never 
been moved. We have got other motions also. That being so, I 
cannot understand why there is this difficulty. So far as you are con- 
cerned, I submit that you will kindly read the rules and as you have 
been always fairly interpreting the rules to the benefit of reasonable 
debate, you will permit us to make such interpretation on this occasion 
also. If at all a motion be taken up and closed, it will be the motion 
of Mr. Jalaluddin Ilashoiny; other motions sUxnd. We shall have dis- 
cussion on them. On each and every one of them reasonable debate 
-will have to be permitted. You bare yourself assured us that reason- 
able debate will be allowed. Not merely the movers of the amend- 
ments will be allowed to speak but speeches from the members of all 
sections of the House should also be allowed if they want to speak 
on this motion. There r>an be no rule to prevent us from exercising 
our rights of speech and of reasonable debate. If this is done, it will 
be contrary to the provisions of the Government of India Act itself. 
Under the circuimstances, I would only request \ou to give your ruling 
•very carefully, as you have always done, particularly on this motion. 

Mr. SPEAKER: In view of the fact that we have been following 
quite a different method, viz., tba+ we are discussing all the amend-

Mr. DHSRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr Speaker. Sir. in su])port 
of the motion that has been moved by me, I want to sa\ a tew words. 
It mu^I be admitied that nitmiiuitinn i'. tin tintudiron isin, tnid it should 
not find a {dace in ;in,\ civic administration as well as in an> political 
iidmini'.tiat ion (d the (ounti.v Sir. vie haxe bi'en t(dd tliai in this 
Ibll (iovtunmeiit have bet*n tollowin^ the (iovernment of India Act 
^;Tie H on’])ie Ministei in charge of the Hill has miid that in introduc- 
ing se{)aiate eleitorati' in this Hill he has onl\ ftdloued the j»rovisi(ins 
of the (xoveiiiment ot India Act. I have nothing' t<t (jiiarrel with thtif. 
Sir. but 1 "ubinit that there is abs(dutel\ n(> rea.son wh> hi* should not 
also follow the (Tovernment of India Act in the mutter of nomination. 
Tlie tiovernment of India Act has done away with the .s\stem id nomi- 
nation, and there is no reason why on the same analoffv the system of 
nomination whiidi now {uevails in tfie Calcutta ('orporation .sliould not 
be abolisheil. 

Then, Sir, a.s rejjard.s the allotment of seats, originally 40 seats were 
allotteil under ^enerai constituencies out of wdiich seven were reserved 
for the Schedule Caste Hindus on joint electorate basis, but that clause, 
is n6w .sought to be amended by Mr. K. Shuhabuddin to the effect that 
47 seats have been allotted to the gejieral constituencies out of which 
four seats have been reserved fbr Scheduled Castes on joint electorate 
basis; further, three .seats have been gii^n to them through nomination. 
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Ailmittedly, is an injustice done to the Scheduled Caste Hindus^ 
l)ecau.se hy nomination the rijpht sort of Scheduled Caste members will 
not be selefted. There are certain hangers-on among the supporters 
of the i)resent Ministry and nomination is the only device on the 
I)ait ot Government to find a place for these men, who are not ashamed 
of themselves, in the Calcutta Corporation. Sir, I do not grudge a few 
seats Wing given to the Scheduled Caste community out of the general 
seats and I submit that out of the 47 seats at least eight seats ought 
to have been received for that comm'unity. My idea is that even ten 
seats might have Wen reserved for them. 


'ilieh, Sir, I have moved an amendment on the lines of the amend- 
ment of m\ friend, Mr. Jalaliiddin Hashemy, that instead of eiglit 
nominations there shoubl be fi\e nominations if nomination is at all 
necessar\ . Sir, while I was speaking tlip other day in support of my 
motion, I heard certain members (d the Coalition Group lo say that the 
Congres.s itself supjmrts nomination in the matter of the coiistituiion of 
the ( (ingress. Kvidently, they referred to the constitution of the 
Working Committee of the Congress. They do not know that the 
A\ (liking ('ommittee is just like the ( abinet of this (lovernment where 
the leader of the majority party is summoned to nominate the other 
Ministers of the (’abinet of which he will W the Chief Minister. This is 
the procedure followed in all democratic instituUon^ and in the same 
way the President of the Indian National Congress nominates the mem- 
bers of its orking (’ornmittee. The Working t'ommittee as a whole 
is resfionsible to the All-India ('ongress Committee. So. those mem- 
bers of the Coalition Group simply dis]daye(l lack of knowledge in -av- 
ing that nomination is maintained in the ('ongress ('onstitution. 
Nomination is nowhere tolerated except by the Coalition (iroup. Sir, 
nomination is iiecessar\ for consedidating their jiower; nomination i.s 
necessarv to biing into the constitution ot tlic ('alcutia (’orporatidn 
persons wlio are reall\ hangers-(in of the pn‘>ent Ministr\ As a matter 
ot fact, it has been said times without number that nomination shall 
be done away with. A\ e have been told. Sir, that though it gives them 
inconvtmienee, nomination i.s nece<sar\ and in a way three members 
of the Scheduled CaNte connminit\ are sought to be >ehM t»‘d by nomi- 
nation. This has been done with tlie object of heljung them to enter 
into file (^alcutta ('orporation by the back door. Sir, the system of 
nomination ha> its usetulne.ss if it is jiroperly utilised, but (iovernment 
are going to perpetuate it not with that object in view but with the 
motive of distribution of patronage. It is usel^s.s to inflict a speech 
on this House whieh is bent upon earrying this measure through by 
sheer foree of number, but still I submit that if it is eonsidered that 
nomination is ne<*essary, five seats should be reserved for nominating 
persons having expert knowledge j,ust as has been suggested by my 
friend, Mr. Jalaliiddin HashemV.

riated. ^o tar as the (’.tlcutt.i Coijxtiation is concmiMMl, there is pai- 
ticular ioici' in sin h aroggestion it nomination is at all letained, We 
find, Sir, that in the Coipotalion up till now since tin* \«‘ar Hi?! when 
the new Municipal Act came into o|MMation, memheis had heen nomi- 
nated on the Corporation who had ahsolutelv no title, no right, no 
justitiiaion to he nominateil hv tin* local (lovmntnent, hecause such 
niemhers had Iksmi noininate<l who could verv well have come thioiigh 
tlie ojien (loot (d election it th(‘v hail so chosen — not e.xperls, not peojde 
who ate spm daily nMjuiied lo lender their servii-es in the dis( hatge ot 
the duties of tli(‘ Corporation and the functions ot tin* Coiporation, 
not Huy .such js‘ople at all. hut jH'ople who could verv well hav»- come 
through tlie General Constitiiencie.s hy election — ])leader.s. (loet(u>, 
landholders ami .such other ]»eople who had ahsolutelv no sfietdal claim 
at the hands of the (iovernment for finding (hem .si-ats in order to render 
any .speiial (»r an\ teelinical services in the discharge of the fimetions 
of the Corporation. It is for that reason that I would sugg'est that 
thp*®e wonls, “if c<msidered necessary”, (in th(‘ lines of the system of 
nomination in the Bengal Legislative Couiieil, should he adopted in the 
Corporation also. I.*et the Government have that power in their fuinds, 
and if it is considered* that the recpiisite type of people have not heen

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 admit that if We are to Ih* guided b_\ only section 
o, then it is a diiteieiit tiling’’ * Hut you will find from the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons that the whede purpose is to have separate 
electorate. 


Mr. jiANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I anticipated that observutiem 
from you l)ecause the Statement of Objects and Reasons has said that 
on the analogy of the electoral provisions ot the fiovernment of India 
Act, it is felt that separate electorate for Muslims should be rcistored 
in (onstitueiicies of the Calcufta (orporution arfd there has been both 
within and without the legislatufe an^ insistent demand for such a 
i^storation. Now sO far as the separate eiectorales are concjerned, in the 
Constituencies created by the Schedule, they have made provision for 
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General Coaftiituencies, "Muhammadan C(^s\ituenci^;j('and the Anglo- 
Indian Oonmtiieiicies. Now lo*far as this parfecula/ clause is concern- 
ed (clause 5j ii provides for these Constituencies right enough, but it 
gives an additional option to every person to come within the pale of 
one or the other Constituencies according to his choice. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Lei me understand your point. If this section 
is retained, then it will mean that though there will be separate Con- 
stituency for a Muhammadan, every Jlindu would be entitled to vote^in 
that (Constituency, Similarly, a Muliammadan will be able to vote in 
a General Constituency, What is ^he difference between the two?^ 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I think the difference i*^ this 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I have very caretully considered it, and I fi^ 
that section 5 as drafted is inconsistent with its object. That is why 
1 had to admit this amendment. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Although it is not consistent in 
a way witli the Statement of Objects and Keasons it is not, I submit, 
inconsistent either, because separate electorates are created by this Bill. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: If that is so, we have to,kep]) regard to “on the 
lines of the Government of India Act.” 

Mr, 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U : Yes, on the lines ot the Govern- 
ment of India Act, separate electorates have been created. 


Mr. 8PEAKER: On the analogy ut the electoral provisions. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Yes, they have been created, but 
an additional right is sought to be conferred upon every peraon in 
Calcutta to make liis choice to join one electorate or the other. Now, 
the point is this. If we were to confine ourselves only to the Statement 
of Objects and Beasons, then probably something might have been said 
in favour of the view which you have l)een pleased to put forward. But 
unfortunately the position is not that. If the Preamble of the Bill had 
stated “whereas it is expedient to create inter alia separate electorates 
on the lines of the Government ot India Act by this Bill” it would have 
been quite a different matter. But the Preamble of the Bill says this: 
“Whereas it is exi)edient to further amend the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
1923, in the manner hereinafter appearing.” Mark the words “in the 
manner hereinafter appearing.!’ And clause 5 appearing after the 
Preamble provides for separate (^o^stitfiencies with the option to every 
person to join any of them. I would ask you, Sir, to give your ver>' 
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particular cousidaratioii to this point wliieb JJKave raised of the 

decision which you yoursedf jr«ve in ccmn^ction with the Hiney-leuders 
Bill on the point of order raised hv iny friend. Mr. Khaitan, from Vhich 
I quote the followiiijr. You said then this: “Amendments and pro- 
visions which are outside the scope of the hlxplanatory Memorandum or 
the Statement of Objects and Iteasons may W within the scope in con- 
sideration of the citations in the Preamble.” 1 am asking: you to take 
it in this way. Tlie Preamble is very important — far more important 
than the Statement of Objects and Keasons. The Preamble is part of 
the Bill and when tliis Bill was published in the Oazette for ^feneral 
information this Bill went out in j^his shape that “it seeks to provide 
for ronstituencies in the elect(na1es in the manner hereinafter appear- 
ing.” Now’ when the Bill went to the Select Committee not a word was 
whispered with regard to this ])r(»posed amendment which the Nawab 
Bah ad iir now ^eeks tf) hrin^ torward. K it fair, is it le^s^al, is it accord- 
ing to rules and conventions that the> should now remember that they 
have left out the separate ele('torate fnun the Bill and should, therefore, 
l>e allowed to briiif,’' it within the four corners of the Bill by means of 
this eleventh hour amendment ^ 1 submit. Sir. you will have no hesi- 

tation in lioldin^; that, so far as this Bill is c(»ncerned, however idiotic 
the provision mi^»'ht have been from the j>oint of view of crcatirk^ 
separate communal electorates, the (Jovernment have taken a st(‘]> which 
they cannot certainly retrace. The die ha.s betui cast. It cannot be taken 
back. I submit, Sir, in consistency with all rules and conventions, and 
all practice and ]U‘oce<lure this amendment cannot certainly come at 
this sta^,^e unless and until a departure is sought to be made deliberately 
w’hich w'ill cut at the vei\ loot and foundation of the Bill as jiresented 
before the House, and as it emerj^ed out of the Select (’ommiltee. Sir, 
jirobabU it is open to you to hold that it is in order, but T do Hubmit, 
Sir, that if you come to tliat decision w> sliall fail to l>e convinced that 
it is rij^ht. Before yon ^-ive >our decision 1 am entitled to make that 
submission to you. I submit. Sir, that it is quite consistent, it is quite 
conceivable, that the (jovernment desire by makin^^ this provision in the 
Bill to confer this option upon the citizens of Calcutta to come within 
(iiie or the other of these different Constituencies. It may be, Sir, that 
lookinf^ at it from a practical ]»oint of view none but MuliarnmadunH will 
join a Muhammadan Constituen<‘y and none but Anj^’lo-Indians wdll join 
an An^lo-lndian Constituencv . In the pra<‘ticai workinf^ of this clause 
the re.sult probablv would be that oiil> Muhammadans wdll come and 
join Muhammadan Constituencies and General Const ituencies will onlv 
contain Hindus and coiAmunities other than Anfl'lo-lndians and Muham- 
madans. That is one thinjjr, but it is wholly a different thinjr to 
confer the option and riffht upon every individu^ to come within one or 
the other of the four Constituencies. That may legitimately be taken 
to be the intention of Governiifent expressed in this clause taking 
it along with the Preamble. I, therefore, submit that you will have no 
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hesitation!^ rulinj^- outjihis eleventh hour ainenchiient which goes 
directly agUimst the clausejlself, against the Preamble itself, and which 
cuts at the very root of the provisions w’hich had been made in this 
clause. So I submit, Sir, that you will kindly declare that the 
amendment is out of order. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: May I. Sir, add one or two words 
to what Mr. Basu has submitted'' 

Mr. SPEAKER: Is it really one or two words y I hope you will 
finish it in two or three minutes.^- 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Yes, Sir. 1 just wish to draw 
your attention to the ruling that you were pleased to give on two or 
three previous occasions, when the llon’ble Khan Baliadur Nawab 
Musharruff llos.saiii tried to move amendments to the Bengal Touts 
Bill and to the Official Receivers Bill as also when an attempt was 
imide to move amendments by Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Itoy to the 
Bengal Tanks Improvement Bill, tluit the ilon’ble Minister in charge 
of the Bill sliould not ordinarily bring forward amendments at such a 
kite stage. In s]>ite of your ruling and cle<ir direction, Sir, and in 
sj)ite of you I sincere attempts to create a healthy convention in this 
House, this is the third time in which another llon’ble Minister in 
charge of a Bill has given us the surprise of a last minute amendment. 
This amendment again, as my esteemed frieml Mr. Ikisu has argued, 
is mther opening out a new ground. It is not inconceivable that the 
electorate should be such wdiere everylnxly c*ould otfei hini'^elf to 
lieoome a member though there was provision for sejiarating the seats. 
There is nothing difficult about it. Candidates may be chosen by 
different communities, but the electorate may be separated under 
different gioups. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: If section o stands, then anybody can stand. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Yes, ordinarily. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, the difficulty is this. I siibmit 
that that must have been the intention of the original framers of the 
Bill because with the 32 wards that we have in Calcutta, there wdll be 
wards where some Muhammadans will find themselves in such a hope- 
less minority that they will not certainly be entitled to be registered 
as voters in a separate Muhammadan Constituency. If those Muham- 
madans who are ratejwYers and w'ho have every right to exercise their 
votes in the choice of their representatives for the administration of 
this city, if such Muhammadans er such Anglo-Indians are debarred 
from entering their names in any Constituency, it would be doing a 
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great injustice to them. You will tlisfrauciise those w^\o*day have 
a vote. Supposing there are o Anglo-lndiiins in a ward, where there 
is no possibility ot getting an Anglo-Indian seat reserved, you will 
either have to group them along with other Anglo-Indians in other 
diflerent wards or you will have to give them a choice of voting along 
with other communities locally in the siime wanl where they are living. 
It is quite conceivable that where civic work is concerneil, jieople would 
like to vote for or with their neighbours lieniuse of the immense 
advantages that they get out ol local representation. A iiuvn from 
Bagluizar would not have any interest in voting for a candidate who is 
coming from Tollygunge or Bhowi)nipore. Therefore, vSir, I think the 
original framers really did have the intention that persons of differe’il 
tominunities might offer them.selves to be enrolled in an electorate 
which belongs to, or which is named for, a imrticular cximmunity. 
That being .so, I submit. Sir, — this is an additional ixiint for your 
consideration — that you would not i>ennit the dejxnturc from the main 
principle of the Bill at this stage. 

Mr. SPEAKER: As a matter of fact I c^iii assure Mr. Santosh 
Kumar Ba.sn and Dr. S^inyal that this amendment has given me the 
greiitesi trouble as to whether I should allow it or not, ami I can 
assur’e the House that 1 would be the last frer.sou t-o be a jwirty to an 
amendment which I wpuhl honestly consider to be out of order. But 
as I have >;iid all along, in ileoiding the scxrpe of a Bill, there are 
several factor.s which have to l)e kiken into consideration. If Mr. Basil 
had a copy of rny ruling 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BA8U: In tins connection iiuiy I submit 
to \<‘U that you have ruled out all those amendinent.s for- separate 
electorates for scheduled (.astes. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 shall be corning to that. What 1 .said early 
in 1937 is as follows: — 

The scope of a Bill ha.s lo Ire deteiiiiined with referenc^e to its 
Preamble, its aims and objects; and with due regard to the citations; 
in other words, it is the consideration of these three together — not 
one in isolation — that an amendment relating to the scope of a Bill 
ha.s to be scrutinised. I hope the House will rememWr this sentence, 
namely, the consideration of the three factors taken together, which 
are — its aims and objects, citation and Preamble. Now the rea.son 
why I had to consider this point of view is«that I found that the object 
for which one has to go in considering the setpe of the Bill first is 
in the Statement of Objects and Reasons, viz., tliat on the analogy of the 
electoral provisions of the Government of Irflia Act it is felt that 
separate electorate for Muslims sBould be restored in the Calcutta 
Corporation. Kindly remember .the two p|^rases there, “restored” and

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“the amilo^y <»f the (iovefnnient of India Act.” The fact that aw 
attempt in heinj? made ta rentore sIiow^m that the original provisioii.s of 
the Calcutta Municipal Act which were in operation for the first thre- 
‘terms were to he restored. What was the purpK)se then? Was tliere 
anything in that as to whetljer a Hindu could he a voter or a candidate 
in a Muhammadan Constituency and rice rersaY That was not tliere. 
T am drawing the attention of the House to the fact that the word 
“restored” means that you are going hack to lliat provision which 
originally intended -separate compai tmeiital candidature and framdiise 
of the Hindu (ir Mnhanmiadan community. If there is any dmiht 
alhout that fact, the analogy of the (lovernment of India Act i-^ alsf* 
(d'ear. Therefore, I have to con^l(h‘r first a^ to whether the amend-

It no doutit set up sefiarate fVnistituencies, but it did not 
set up sejnirate and exclusively communal (Vm^tituencies and <lid not 
deprive any person of liis right wjiicb he at present enjovs of casting 
his vote in a (reneral (’onstiti^ency id favcui^ of a candidate ot his 
choice irrespective of the commur/ity to which the c.amlidate may 
belong. But the amendment whi< h is now brought torwaid not only 
eremites separate electorates, hut it goes a step further and fiay.s that 
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these electomtes must be separate as well as exclusive and communal 
in their nature. It will exclude all members of all communities other 
than those whose names these Constituencies will bear and to Uiat 
^extent, Sir, it has^curtailed the existing rights of the electors in 
Calcutta to c^st their votes for windidates of another denomination it 
they like. Even now a Hindu can cast his vote in favour of a Muham- 
madan and a Mphammadan alone when there is reservation of seats in 
the joint electomte. In the clause us was eiiil>odied in the Bill, the 
same right would (x)ntimie not merely at the time of the election but 
from ike very inception, namely, fir>m the preparation of the electoral 
roll by joining a particular Constituency and getting oneself registered 
as an elector in a jwirticular (Constituency. In that way, a person 
could have exercised his right and his option of casting his vote in 
favour of a aindidate belonging to any denomination. The amend- 
ment which the Hon’ble Minister has now brought forward will take 
away that right 4ind that option which is vested at present by the 
Calcutta Municipal Act and which was sought to be oontinued in 
another shape or form by clause 5 of the Bill itself. That is a depai 
ture, Sir, against which we ought t-o lodge our pixjtest. This amend- 
ment has certainly crossed the barrier by the ruling of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Speaker. But that does not take away the force of our objection 
that it is a dep 4 irture going to the very root of the matter, going to 
the very foundation of the (piestion, and I thifik. Sir, that this House 
will be well advised in rejecting the amendment which has now beet; 
put forward.

* the ordinary general seats. That ,is wholly unfair and extremely 
unjust, and it will not take anybody a long time to understand that 
this is a sheer backdoor method of providing European representation. 
Sir, you all know and probably it does not require anybody to explain 
the position to the Oialition members and the Ministry, because they 
are thick and thin w’ith some of these “esteemable” gentlemen, that 
so far as trade and industry of ('alcutta are concerned, the majority of 
them are in the hands of cajiable Indians — Muslims, Marwaris and 
Bengalees.

The Calcutta Municipal Amandmant Bill, 1939. 

Clause 5. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I l)eg to move that in clause -5 
(4;, lines 1 to 3, for the words “A person shall W qualified as an elector 
of a labour constituency specified in Scheduled II if he is a member 
of a trade union” the following be sujwtifuted, namely: — 

“A person .shall be qualified an elecfor*of a labour constituency 
specified in Schedule III if he is a worker in any' of the 
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Registered Factories situated within the limits of Calcutta 
Corporation provided he Avorked tor a period of at least six 
months in the aggregate during the \ear last prece<ling the 
>eni in wjiich electicm is lield/’ 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the original Hill we find in clause o (■/) the 
qualifications ot a labourer to become a \oier, and tliese are three in 
number. First of all, he is to he a member ot a trade muon registered 
under tin* Indian Tiade rnioiis A\t Secciolls. the le^isieieil (*ttice 
of the trade union must be witliiij the limits of Calcutta and, ihiidly. 
that icade union has to be iec(»gni''ed in uiaau dance with ilie piovi'-ions 
jtaragrapfi KS oi Fait I\ ot the tio\einment oi India (Ibovincial 
liegislaiive Assemblies; Order, Itt-iti Sir. \ on a** \sel) as most ot the 
memb(‘is <d this Ifouse are v\e!l aware how unotganised the ialioui is, 
'I'he trade unions have not grown to the e.xient it has giowii in other 
countries and llu* reasons tor- which arc also ob\ lous.

Knowing the cmidition of labour organizations as we 
do, .it will be an absolute joke to pass these rple.s, because then the 
workers will not be able to exercise their right to vote or elect their 
own representativo.s. Of cours^ if maV be argyed that thin may be an 
additional incentive to the workers. Perhaps so. If the Labour 
Minister wdll not follow' the principle w-hich he has been folhming, if 
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he encourages genuine lalnnir o^ganizatic)n^. I agree that this will he 
an additional incentive. But what about the coming elections ^ la 
this election, llie workers w'ill not he able to exercise tlieir right of 
voting. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Bauerjee, 1 boj>e you will he as brief as 
possible . 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, it i.s an important matter. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I know that.' 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, in my amendment, 1 have 
provided for a safeguard. A worker need not live within Calcutta, 
but if he had worked for a period of at least vsix months in the aggre- 
gate he should be qualified as an elector. Therefore, on the merits of 
the case, I think that this amendment should be accepted by the other 
side. (Mr. JociEsn Ch.indra Gupta: By Government.) Yes, by 
Governnjent and the ('oalition Party. 

The other day, Sir, w'hen 1 was speaking against the nomination of 
labour representatives, the Hon’ble Minister in charge in re])ly w’as 
Hurcastic and said that this w'as the first Government which thought 
about T/abour. He w'as absolutel^ mistaken tliere. As J pointed out 
then and there, the previous Government made theii nominations, and 
every year Mr. K. C. Roy Chow'dhury finds a place in the (Corporation 
to represent l>ubour. (Maulvi Muhammad Israii, : Not by election.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y oil are wrong. Mi. Banerjee. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: 1 stand corrected then. The man 
w ho stood 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am afraid that you are going beyond the 
limit. Your motion relates to election and not nomination. I allowed 
you to relei to nomination only casually. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: All right, Sir. I w^as only reply- 
ing to the points mentioned by the Hon’ble Minister in charge. 1 
wanted to show' that though this (ifovernmeut was displaying it^ 
.solicitude lor Laliour, the reverse is the case. As in the case of 
nomination they appoint their own man, viz., Mr. K. C. Roy Chow- 
dhury; so here also they want to restrict the franchise in such a manner 
that mOvst of the workers will not be ^ble to vote. As I have already 
pointed out, out of aWnit (Kl.OOO workers not even 5,000 will be able 
to exercise tbeii right to vote. If that l>e so, not even one per cent. 
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of the labourers liviujjf iu Calcutta or working in’ Calcutta will be al^l© 
to vote. So, what is the ginal of giving two seats to Labour? It will 
have the eficct of giving in an indirect way two seats to the (^)Hlition 
Party oi to the Coalition bloc. It is nothing short of that, and in 
actual practice, it will be another handle given to our Labour Minister 
to patronise "ionie of his lieutenants in the labour field (1)k. Nai.inaksiia 
Sanyxl: Not lieutenants, but hirelings), and a right will be given b) 
those whi) are «lest roving the labour movement by spieailing communa- 
lisiu all over Bengal. 

Sir, b('fore 1 started speaking, one of my friends just by remarked 
that l.ahoiir is leally an important St»<‘lor to-day, and if we really think 
about it. sii'C(' tin* time when the three villages of Sutanati, (iovinda- 
pur and Kalicata were bought by tin* East India (^mlpany since then 
it was l)v LalH)ui alone, and by the labour of tin* labourers, that this 
beaut if\il cit\ has l)(*en built up. And what ilo wv find to-day? Those 
who ha\e l>uil^ U[) this city cannot utilize tin* ameniti(*s of this city, 
because tlie\ do init get any advantage; ami this applies not only to 
the workeis ot the cit\ of palaces, but also to tin* work(*rs who live 
elsewher**.

theic, 1 hat being >o, Sir, Labour in the Corporation is c(‘rtainly 
puprenn* Fiom the side of the capitalists, it may be argued that the> 
have invested capital and that capitalism is after all concealed 
labour. Ot c(mis(*, I do’not want to go into the theorv as to how capital 
wa> accumulated oi created, but it will lu* enough to say that liubour 
to-day i*' «onscious and is demanding its (»wn rightful •lui's. In 
<lemanding i)*i own dues, it will not stop short of anything lud’ore it 
gets \\> demands satisfied. If we mbl 1<» the 500,000 w’ork«*rH the 
clerk'' and oilier emplov (*(‘s. then the numbe* will rise* higher up, and, 
pcihaps, w'c ma\ get only 10 jier <-ent. non-labouiers. while 90 per cent, 
will come under the category of labourers. That being so, there is 
no reason why liabour should not, following tin* exam])le of the 
majorits community, gel 90 fier cent, of the scats. Of course, we do

He 
has not demanded any more seats than have been allotted lor Labour. 
He has j)oinied out, and very faii‘l\ , that thiet* iactois stand as barrier 
against the francfiise of Labour. First, Sir. is the Factory Ai-t, 
secondly, the Trade [Tiion Act and thii-dly, iL'gistiat i(in Sii, it will 
not be out of j)lac(‘ if I analyse and take into (‘onsidcMation the history 
of Calcutta, jiast and present. XolKxly in this House will d(‘n\ that 
th's city of Cah'iitta is the creation of laboureis. It is the lesult ot 
labour, untiring labour of the labouieis liom every sectum ol the peoplt‘ 
of India. Nobody will say that the <‘()nt ribution toi the cieation of 
this City ot Palaces came jirimarilv from the llengal Cliaiiiher of 
Commeice oj' from the Marwari Association or Irom an\ otlnu associa- 
tion. It is the bieakers ot stone and hi(‘akeii ot hiicks and hieakers 
of earth that cam(‘ forward to build this ('it;\ ot Palact's, Now, Sir, 
I am not also emphasising the (juestion ot the numhm ot seats that 
has bei'ii allotted, but I must say that in this <it\ ot Calcutta, if I 
make a moderate calculation, it will be found that at haist 50 percent, 
of the residents of (hilcutta are labouieis Comrade Banerji has 
shown, and very clearly, that the number ot persons who are going to 
be enfranchised aci’ording to the rules that have been sug^gested by 
the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Bill is inadeijuate. If the 
Hon’hle Minister in eharge of the Bill really eonsiders this point in 
an unbiased mind be will have no hesitation to give more franchise 
to the lahoureis so tliat they may get an opportunity to elect their 
representatives as they like. By restricting the franchise of labour 
by lhade Union Ai‘t, by Factory A<t, by Registration and fourthly, 
by (lovernment approval — that is a factor wliieh w’e doubt not will do 
positive injuiy to this franchise question. Sir, when the Hon’ble 
Minister in ebarge of the Bill considered the question of labour consti- 
tuenev and labour seats. I remember that in ^one of liis sjieeidies he 
sai 1 that the weightuge that ought to have been given to some minority 
communities had been given by him to these two labour .seats and he 
also mentioned two Anglo-Indian 8(*ais. When he has considered the 
question of seats for the Labour, he should also consider the question 
of franchise of the labourers.

They must be members of a registered 
trade union. Everyone knows that it is the easiest thing on earth to 
register a trade union. You hold a meeting, a nominal meeting of 
7 .niembers an(] select those 7 members, sign certain forms, choose 
certain members as your President/ Secretary, and members of the 
Executive (V)nnnittee, and send up their names a(‘cording to some 
model miles wbicli have been fraiiierl by my department. You simph 
send Ihein up for registration and they an* automatically registered. 
There is absolut(*ly no difficulty in registering a union. 

The next point is the recognition of tlie union. Tliis lecdgnitior 
of a union is not a ie<*ognition by the em])loyer, it is not a recognition 
by Government. If it was a question of recognition by the employer 
or by the Government, you could turn round and say this would only 
apply to those unions that (b)vernment thought j)roj)er, decent and 
constitutional trade unions well run with ])roper outlook and not 
political traib^ unions. This recognition is a recognition by a triliunal. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: No; by the Governoi in his 
(iiscretion. » 

The HoiPble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: This leiognitum is a 
recognition b\ a tribunal which is set up by the tiovernoi in his dis<*re- 
tior. This tiibunal fumdioued on the last occasion and recognised a 
number of trade unions whicli I would not even look at — a number of 
trade unions promoted by our comrades. A trade union has merely 
to confoiui to certain mechanical criteiia, such as inembeis having 
theii names in the registei- foi a year oi\ t\\o before and showing a 
certain lu'^’ount Ixiok and then it is automatically registered. 1 only 
wish that this tribunal had put forward certain (‘literia of rei'ognition 
which wouhl have been more in conformity with the lalMuir conditions 
and many of those trade unions which have been promoted by our 
comrades would never have been recognised. It is that kind of recogni- 
tion which will take place under this Aid — recognition by a judkdal 
tribunal applying certain mechanical criteria. Now it is easy for any- 
body to get himself recognised, provided he keeps his book of accounts 
in order If that is a criterion that our comrrdes cannot confonn to 
it is not our fault. If they keep their subscription looks in order, 
their accounts books in order, and if they do not dissipate their money 
on various things, then their unions will lie recognised and thereafter 
any member within that particular ^rade union, any worker, any 
labourer, can become a voter being a member of that trade union.

With regard to this amendineyl. Sir, T want to dnfw the attention • 
of the Hou^e to one inijioitant tact. The plain intention hehiiitl tins 
provision is to gcd control on tin* ]\nt of the Oovernment over the two 
representatives of Labour wlio will he returmul under this clause* (lov- 
ernnient want to keep control over these two members who will he more 
or less in th«‘ posit ioji ot nominated members, because the electorate hy 
which they will In* leturned will be those trade unions wliich have 
been r(M‘ognised by (ToveiniiHUit or by a tribunal sed U]» by (to\'(‘rnment . 

It deliberately seeks to r«*‘^tiicd the franchise* to onl\ a part ot the 
Labour const itm*nci<*s in Lalcutta. Those who have had the tullcst. 
right to return nu*mbe?s to the Bengal L<*gislative Assembly will not Im* 
entith*(l to <*xercise tiieii tranchise so far as elections to the ('oi)>ora- 
tion are conci*rned. I tliink I am peitectl\ collect wlien 1 take up 
this jiosition that b\ introducing this additional clause that only those 
unions which arc recogni“'ed will la* (‘iititled to retuin members, (iov- 
ernment desire to keep *t heir control. Government d(‘siie to have a fire- 
jiondeiating voice in the choice of the representatives. In the 
arrangement wliich has been made* in the* distribution of seals under 
this Bill, a clear attemjit has manifested itself to keep just a majoritv 
as against the non-Kuropean members returned from tin* general cons- 
tituencies. If we add these* two members returned from the Labour 
constituency to the other members who are to be returned from the 
non-general constituencies,— if I ma\ (‘oin that expression — it will be 
found that a (dear majority of three or four seats will be obtained 
egainst those who are to be leturned by the general constituencies. 
And in their general count inp^ these tw’o seats wliich ari* to be filled by 
representatives of recognised labour will jilav a very important |wirt. 

It is fixi.m that point of view that I have tabled this amendment. It is 
a part of the general siheme to keep the representatives of general 
constituencies in a perjietual minority. On the day on which the elec- 
tion of the Aldermen wdll take place, those gentlemen who will 
represent constituencies other than general constituencies will have* 
a (dear majority, and these two labour members will contribute to tin* 
further strengthening of that majojity on that ^ fateful day. It is lor 
that reason that I consider it necessary to lodge my pnitest against this 
devious course which has been adopted by Government by putting in 
this particular clause as an aSditipn to the J^enera) clause that only 
registered trade unions should have the franchise. No, the clause 
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*in the Bill says not only “reg’istered” but also “recognised’ \ 
From the way in which the Hon’ble the Labour Minister spoke 
of the registered trade unmn^, one feels imliiied and tempted to 
put the ((iK'stion : “Why not amend the Trade Fnion Act. if^ that be 
in V)iir j)()wery“ So lon<r as the Trade I’nion Act i<*inain^ on the 
htatutf‘-book, you cannot treat these trade iinoins witlj such supei-cilious 
contempt, as has been dom* by tbe lialnjur Miiiist('r in his speech. 
W’henever lie stands up, to s])eak in this House, I liav(' noticed that he 
tak(‘s u]) an attitude of sup(‘rior coi^'cnipt with re^artl to tliese trade 
unions, (‘xcepi those wlnh-h he has taken undei- his pi ottM-tinfr winp-s, 
or whicji are fostered and nurtured ^)y him toi jiurposes be^t known to 
hi,mselt. I have no quarrel at all with any sucli attempt on his ]>art 
or his department. If he wants to 1‘aise tlu* tone of the* lalioui movement 
in tills provima* by any such attmnjit, by all means hi- is welcome to 
do so, [)ut I have always found, as I have done in this casi- also, that 
accordin'; to the Hon'ble Jjabour Ministi-r im-ri* re^’-istration is no 
passjxirt to till- enjoyment of the full jirivile^cs oi liolits ot a trade 
union. A further stamp ot reco«;nition has ^ot to be secured tietore 
th(‘y i-an be made touchable. That is the position \\hicli the Labour 
Minister invariably takes up, and tliis is the attitude which he has taken 
up on tliis oeeasion also. 

Well, in the barpiin, he has chosi-n to thro\\ a din*; at the recruit- 
ment of (hm^ress membi-rs I do not know wbat relevancy that had 
with ri-p'ard to the matter which is now before the House-. He 
d(‘liphts in taking up a pose of superioiiiy. He has never been knowui 
to suiVer from a lack of brass, wdiich ma\ be wanting- in other Ministers 
who an- his colleaj^ues in the (\ibinet, but when that biass is souirht to 
be Used a<rainst the (hmjj-ress, I would remind linn that he should take 
pai'ticular eaie oj what he is sayiiif; before hi- utters such stiih as he has 
done in this House. (The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. Si'HImw : Truth, 
truth, youn^’’ man !) 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardy wdll now speak.

H the (ioveinor so 
chooses, he ma\ set u]) a jiart icular sort ot a tribunal tor the jiurpose of 
issuing:: certihctites ot r(‘co^n it ion . It the (iovernor is so pleased, he 
may choose some other coui-e. After all that is .aid and done, it 
rt'inaiiis a imitier entirelv lor the individual discndion of the (iovernor. 

I say, Sir, that the cont<*iilion*of the Hon'ble the Labour Ministi'r is 
bad on jirineijile and is haimful to the labour movement, to the growth 
of labour orj^anizalion.s, and foi securin^j genuine repr»‘sentatives of 
labour in this province, as we are jilaced to-day. I submit. Sir, that 
for this Hou^e it is a most objectionable and undesirable tbing to extend 
further recognition on the ifiitiative ot this House to a piece ot b'gisla- 
tion, and to a claust*, which we do not regard a.s ar(*eptable to us on the 
ground ot principle. Sir, the (yovernor’s individual discretion is 
ac(‘ej)ted, because it is there in the Government of India Order. We, 
Sir, do not like that the (jovernor .sliould be vesUul wuth 8|)ecial powers 
regarding his individual di.scretibn op raatter.*^ iHiich should be deter- 
mined entirely by the wishes of a democratically elected majority. 
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^rom this point of view, the retention of this clause becomes repug^nant 
and undemocratic. 1 submit, Sir, that all that has been said with 
regard to the desirability of retention of this clause has not made out 

'a case in its favour. The Hon’ble Minister simply pleaded that there 
was a tribunal set up under the (jovernor's individual discretion. 

The Hon’ble Minister tried to make much of the fact tliat certain 
simple steps will have to be taken in order to secure recognition. He 
has mentioned, that certain forms will have to be filled in and certain 
I)rovisions regarding accounting wi'l have to be complied with. May 
I ask tlie Hon’ble the Ijahour Mi,»Mster to ponder over the fact that 
to-day*^ with the extremel\ hjw wages of our workers, to-day without any 
se(‘urity of their employment — those who are employed to-day may not 
he employed to-morrow — and witli the condition of insecurity of their 
service, it is impos.sihle to have a very stable membership unless and 
until there has been greater security of service, there has been greater 
continuity of employment, and tliere has l>een better wages provided. 
Jl is, tfo'refore, impossible for our trade unions to have siithciently large 
funds to have all the paraphernalia even to keep an up-to-date account 
and an elaborate machinery as is conUunplated by the recognition 
clause, unless bogus methods are resorted to Sir, I wish to cite only 
one exami»le. Hen* under the (iovernimMit oi Bengal we have a Labour 
Departnu'iit . Let us ^ee how tlie rule', aic complied witli there, and 
liow efficiently the liubour Department tunctio'ns. Here, Sir. we have 
an annual report of the w’orking of trade unions in Ihuigal published 
every year. IVe always find. Sir, that the report for the year ‘ is 
published late— late b\ (»ver a \ear! The report tor the >ear ending 
dlst March, DdiS, has l)een circulated ami received by us only this 
morning, i.e., in May Ltd!). Now, Sir, this would give you some 
indication as to the method of work that this kind of reporting and 
accounting entail. I do not want t(» make any (*omment. The fact 
it.self and the time taken have their own elo([uent eomnient to make on 
the efficiency of the Tiabour Dejmrtment of the (lovernment of Bengal. 
Of course, there may be some other explanation; the Hon’ble Minister 
may give some plausible explanation, l)ut, as 1 was .saying, all this 
tiikes place with the liabour Minister having .sufficient provision of 
funds, his salar\ being Ks. 2,5fH) a month (the Hon'ble Mr. H. S. 
Suhrawardy: l^ess income-tax), his l)eing provided with funde for 
his so-called labour welfare-w'ork ^uid his being supplied with all the 
paraphernalia, all the staff and all that is'necessary in this direction. 
It the liubour Department could show no moix* efficiency than this in 
only publishing an annual report and if the Labour Minister takes no 
less than a year to supply even this report, which does not consist of 
more than about 25 or 26 pages, then, Sir. you can easily imagine how 
efficient the labour Department ^is ! In particular, Sir, the policy 
which is being followed by the Labour Minister has become a source of 
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diJMiouragement. to th** labourers from joining tbe trade unions. Froi# 
this point of view, Sir, the restrietions imposed on the trade unions will 
^curtail the right of representation of the labourers. 

If it is said, Sir, as it was said in another amendment, in this 
House, that a person shall he qualified as an elector of a labour consti- 
tuency specified in S<‘hedule III if he is a worker of a factory registered 
under the Trade Unions Act ot IhlMi and situated within the limits of 
the Calcutta (b)rporation, — this would he quits* enough, coupled with 
the other provisk)ns that follow. \ Tln*refore, Sir, 1 suhinit that the 
Hon’ble the Lal)our Minister and j^he nieinhers of the Coalition Party 
may do well to ponder over this to whether the> an* tMthancing the 
power ot this House, whether ihj*\ are securing genuine representatives, 
oi whether tlie> are creating additional inipedinienls in the w*Hy of 
lahour heing genuinelv represented. 

1 would sa> that a tradt* union which ina> not have any genuine 
nienibersli ij) at all, l)Ut nia\ have the hacking of the purse which is 
perhaps at the di^posal of the llon'hle Lahour Minister, a traile union 
which may he subsidized and is }u*rfectl\ a sort of bogus, nialafide 
•organisation hut ina\ k(‘ep proper a<‘counting hojiks and all tither para- 
phernalia, such trade unions max secure rei'ognition. Hut a trade union 
with genuine memhershiji and consisting of workers employed in 
factories where th(*re is no security ot employment ami when* the 
lahour torce is constant f\ shifting due to insecurity, may ofti'ii la* left 
aside; in such trade unions again, there are oc'c’usional ])olic«* raids in 
their offices when tlie police take aua\ their account hooks, lists of 
memhership and all other documents and thus caus(* dis(ugaiiisation. 
Under the present system, although a trade union is genuine,-^ it is 
impossible tor such a union to get recognition. From that point of 
view, 1 think, the })io[)os<*d m(*thod is ah.S(dulel\ had and will m>t si‘rve 
the real pui’iiose. 1 think, at least, some members of the (’oalition 
Party will realise the necessity ot having genuine labour inemhers to 
represent labour. The intention is to have two genuine rqiresenUiiveH 
of labour under this clause hu^ the method adopt<*d will frustrate that 
piirqmse. The labourers must have the right to choose genuine repre- 
sentatives from amongst tliemselves, to choose anybody that they like 
—anybody whom they can trust to rejuesent their true interests. It is 
well known that in lalxoir constituencies, in trade unions and similar 
organ i.satious, if .Miere is an individual repre.s<*nting tlie cause of 
labour . 

The Hon’bla Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDYs On a i>oiut of order, 
Sir. This part of the argument has been already dis]>osed of in a 
prev'ious ca.se, namely, wdiether nut.siders who ^-»e manual labourers can 
be returned to the Legislature. That has been disposed ot and defeated. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Mazumdar is speaking as to whether recognL 
tiori should be given to a particular kind of labourers. 


Mr. NIHARENDU OUTTA MAZUMDAR: I was going to illus- 
trate how this clause goes on to restrict the possibility of the representa- 
tion of genuine labourers. 1 was einj)}iasizing the fact that by the 
proposed nietliod, tliere has been introduced an added impediment. 
Only such j)e()ple who do not have to work for 8, 10 or TJ hours a day 
inside the factory, and lo depend ioif their living on factory employment 
for such long hours can properly \^if>rk the trade unions. Jf such men, 
who according to the Hon’ble Labour Minister would be outsiders but 
are genuine workers, have the opportunit\ of working in trade unions, 
then alone it may be (*xpected tor such trade unions to c()niply with the 
provisions of recognition, 'i’hey an* undoubtedly tiuly representative 
of genuine labour; but how is it possible for men working long hours in 
the factory to keeji regular accounts or maintain returns and do all such 
things regularl\. You lay down a condition which it i^ impossible lor 
genuine trade unions to fulfil in order to g(‘t recognition. Thendore. 
Sir, what benefit is given b\ the front door is taken away b\ the back 
door. Its effect is extri*mel\ unfair. I think, with an eas\ and clean 
conscieiici*, the meniber.s of tin* ('oalition Parts, it the\ will onl\ foi 
a moment ])ondei over tlie efiect of this jirovision, cannot support it 
and ;\et hold that the> are, b\ these means. se«*uring genuine represen- 
tation of labour. I, therefore, support Mi. Ha.su's amendment' and 
ojipost* the original clause as it stands. I hope, Sir, that it the 
honourable members of the ('oalition Part_\ and the sponsor of the Bill 
are a^ctuated by a genuine desire to secuie trm* reiiresentation of labour, 
|1 m*_\ will accept Mi. Basil', s amemlment. 


The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, in reply to 
Mr. Saiitosh Kumar Basu's argument, I would like to say that 
Government.rhave no desire whatsoever to keep control over the labour 
constituencies. As soon as a tribunal ,is .set up, it wdll pass out of 
the eoiiind of (lovernment, ami thereafter any trade union, which 
conforms to certain rules that have been laid down, wdll be duly 
recognised whether (Tovernment like it or not. As I said when 
considering what sliould be recognised for the purpose of the Assembly, 
many such trade unions have been recognised which Government would 
never have recognised under any circumstances and so there is abso- 
lutely no danger (tf (roverninent interferem'e. 

Now, every time Jlr. Basu speaks about these two labour consti- 
tuencies or such other matter^i, he complains that it will alter the 
balance of general coifStituencies ^ I'ishi-vis the other constituencies. 
So far as the general constituencies are concerned, there is absolute 
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majority for them, namely, 47 out of 93. But all the time, I am 
afraid, Mr. Basu is thinking not of the majority for the general 
constituencies, but he is thinking what W4)uld be the ]>osition of the 
Hindu constituencies, namely, the Congress con'itituencies ; what 
would be the number of the (\»ngress supporttus is what is at the back 
of his mind; otlierwise the figure i.s clear — 47 for general constituencies 
out of a total of 93. Two ot liiein may go to non-Congress p(‘(»])le — 
that is why lie is anxious to g4‘t two more seats from tht‘ laboiir consti- 
tuencies.

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Suhraward>. that is enough! (Laughter.)

My purpose in hringing forward this amendment is this: I find 
that in the clause as drafted the words used are as follows: — 

Proviso {u} to suh-clause (4): “lias been actually engaged or 
employed within the fimits of Calcutta in an industry with which the 
tr^de union is connected”. 

When I put forward this amendmdjnt 1 \va8 rather in doubt as to 
whether this would he a comjfrehepsive provition to include all kinds 
19 
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of trade unions within its purview, because a trade union need not 
necessarily be connected with an industry. The word “industry’’ has 
got a definite meaning. There may be certain trade unions which 
may not be connected with an industry but which all the same might 
be good enough trade unions to be entitled to send their representa- 
tives to the Corporation. For that reason 1 wanted to substitute the 
word “industry” by the word “occupation". T would just give an 
example which i>robabl\ might lieljj t(» (dear tlic issue. Take for 
instance shop asrsi.stants. They might torm a union wdiicdi would not 
be a union connected with any indi .strv, hut whicdi would certainly 
be a union connected with an occuj’ition. From that ])oint of view, 
in order to make the provision more c(»m})r(diensive, })i(d)abl\ the word 
“oc.cuj)ation” might be used with greater arl vantage in place of the 
word “industry”. 1 do not know wdiat view the Hon’ble tin* Minister 
will take in this matter, but I must sa> that it i'- mend\ a change 
witli the intention of nmking the provision moi-e compicdiensive so as 
to imdufle the majoiitv of the labourer*' within the purview ot thi.s 
(dause.

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: 1 only gave that as an illustra- 
tion, The wmi'd “industi-y" could not cover everything. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is understood.

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: For the information of 
the House, I may give a summar\ of the report sent by the District 
Magistrate : — 

The “Hindusthan Standard” admitted that Dr. Promathanath 
Chakravarty, H.M.B., rendered medical aid to the deceased girl, while 
in the same report they have stated that the doctor made a statement 
to their correspondent that he was sent for to see the ailing elder sister 
of the deceased. Anyhow, it seems true that a doctor was called in to 
attend a girl of the family, pne who can afford to call a, doctor can 
certainly give a morsel of food to saf/e the life of a member of the 
family. If the doctor was kind enough to visit the elder sister of the 
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deceased and give her free medicine, he could certainly give a little 
help to save the life of the deceased girl from starvation. From all 
these, it seems clear that the ease has been got up to carry on nefariout 
propaganda against the Government. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Will the IJon'ble Minister be 
pleased to state if he is aware that the District Magistrate may not be 
aware of the fac t that the poorest people of a village may call in a 
doctor <0 see a patient even though he cannot pay for tf doctor P That • 
happens in villages and in this piil.'^icular case, is the Hon ’hie Minister 
sure that the doctor was calle<l an?] paid fee and not that the doctor 
went there when tlie girl was on the point of de*aihP * 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I do not believe that the 
people of this country arc so hard-hearted that when they see n small 
girl dying ot starvation, the\ would not give her a morsel of food. It 
is true that the girl did not take food for tw(» days before her death. 

In our experience, wc have M‘en members of our own families not 
taking food for (la>s together before their death. Hut I refuse to 
admit that the\ died of starvation. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Will the llon'hle Minister be 
able to contradict me if I sa\ that after two days* starvation, a girl 
ma> come to the j»oinl of death aiid at that stage, no medical treatment 
can savt‘ herP 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is a of opiuion. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Will the I Ion 1)1 e Minister be 
pleased to state if he is aware that a starving person may <lie owing to 
the effect of starvation even if medical treatment i.s given? 

Mr. SPEAKER: That question does not arise. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH* DATTA: Will the Hon’ble Minister 
be pleased to state if the so-called kartraj, Babu Hemanta Sen, prescrib- 
ed any medieine for the poor girl?

I hold tentatively that motions Nos. 154 
to 185 are all out of order, being inconsistent with the previous decision. 
I hope you all agree.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: May 1 now .submit one thing 
We are now examining the clauses of the Bill separately, as you Imve 
been pleased to take up the clauses one by one. I pointed out to you 
at |he beginning that unless a comprehensive idea is made of certain 
consequential changes that are likely to happen later on, it is difficult 
to come to a decision ajj you have now pointed out in tin’s case that these 
motions are inconsistent with the previous decisiojfi. For example, 
with regard to the number, it is quite possible that when we take up 
the Schedule, there may be .some adjustments.

Mr. 8PEAKER : I^ani speaking of principles and not of number. 
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Or« NALINAK8HA SANYALl Here we must ermine if the 
nature of the clauses is such that we might after mature discussien 
revise our decision; j^e delusion of the House on the Bill as a whole 
will have to be taken later on. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That you cannot. I should be glad if you could 
do that. I myself think that it would have been better. 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Which will be the consequential 
changes that have got to W exanii;ied later on and if the subsequent 
decision is a major decision then the fonner

• Mr. SPEAKER: Now the only major decision i.s about the actual 
distribution of the number. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, take for instance Dr. Suresh 
Chandra Banerjee’s motion No. 181. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 have not come as yet to that. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, that is not out of order. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Dr. Banerjee, do you want to delete the clause? 
There is a separate constituency for Anglo-Indians. That question is 
finished. 

Dr. HALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Separate electorate for Anglo-

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Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYALs Sir, may 1 submit, with reference 
to clause 7, there is one anomaly which has g:ot to be cleared up 
through the motion of Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu, namely, about the 
European members of the Phainber of ('oniineroe who under the pre- 
sent circumstances will have double voting)^ They will, as members 
of the Chamber of Commerce or as members of the Calcutta Trades 
Association, exercise their right to ele<‘< ((> ph/s 4) ten members and 
again in the General Coiistituencv they come in as general voters. 
They have thus a plural voting. There is nothing to ]>revent that. 
In the Act there was no such thing contemplated. Nowhere is tliere 
any provision for plural voting for others. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Is fluit the purport of yoiii amendment, 
Mr. Basu ? 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: I am taking that comprehensive 
amendment in order to bring the unrmialy to yonr notice. If this is 
not the issue, then you rule the other portion out. 

Mr. SPEAKER. What portion do you refer to)^ 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYALs Ihi.s will have to he added to 
change the whole character of the sectir)n whereby the Kuropeans cease 
to have plural voting. 


Mr. SPEAKER; AVouId you, Mr. Basu. really tell me what the 
object fd your umendment is'' I want to be sure about it. 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BASU; This relates, Sir, to a previous 
amendment tabled by me. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I thought so — that this was j)art ot th(‘ previous 
amendment. The previous an^endment having been lost, tins does not 
arise. That is how I took it. 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BASU: 1 suggest liere that after the 
figure (1 ) the following wfjnls shall be added “subject to the provisions 
of section 20, sub-section (2)/' 

Mr. SPEAKER; Only that portion voii refer to. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYALt Tlys is what section 20 (2) says: 
“Subject to the provisions of arfj’ ot|ier law on the subject for the time 
being in force, a company, body corporate, firm, joint family or other 
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association of individuals, as such shall be qualified as an elector, pro- 
vided that such company, body corporate, firm, joint family or other 
association of individuals possess the qualifications prescribed by clauses 
(a), (aa), (h) or (c) of sub-section (i).’’ The members of the Chambers 
of Commerce are body corporates who exercise their votes as members 
of the Chambers of (ommerce and they have a very plentiful represen- 
tation. Again, if they are Europeans, they come in under the General 
(’onstituency. We have no such representation for the Indian com- 
mercial community. The commercial men are getting double repre- 
sentation, first, because they happen to be members of the Chambers of 
Commerce, and, secondly, because they, as representatives of commer- 
cial firms, will be entitled to be enrolled in the General electorate. 

Mr. SPEAKER • T am afraid Mr. Basu’s amendment has not been 
very happily worded. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I think that it bears the inter- 
pretation which my learned friend has discovered. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It might bear that interpretation but it does not 
come to that. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: 1 think that that interpretation 
is justified. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is a question of later development. 

Mr, 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: This is a chapter of later deve- 
lopments so far as this Bill is concerned. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Let us have the opinion of Gov- 
ernment on this issue, and we shall not stand in the way if Government 
insist on giving the Europeans plural voting. 

Mr. SPEAKER: My difficulty is that section 20 (2) is untouched. 
It is section 23 that provides the actual representation of persons. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Section 20 (2) gives the nght. 
Section 20 relates to the right of companies to be represented by cer- 
tain persons and, if these persons happen to be Europeans, they at onoe 
become entitled to plural voting. * 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, I agree with your point, but I am afraid 
that it should have come in properly under clause 5. It cannot come in 
here. This is an amendment to auction 24, but the question of single 
or plural voting comes in under section 20. ^ 
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Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: No. Sir. Section 24 ( 2 ) speci- 
fically mentions who will be representatives of the company and wherein 
their names will appear. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, hut the preparation of the electoral roll i» 
quite a different thing. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: That is exactly where my diffi- 
culty arises. If those members seek to he enrolle<i in the (ieneml 
Constituency, tlien they will get plural voting. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am not concerned witli the question whether 
they will get it or not. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: That is why I want to move the 
amendment. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am afraid you should liave moved it in clause o. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Clause 5 relates to the general 
right of com]>aiiies. I submit, Sir, \ou wdll on inaturer consideration 
find that a clause which gives a right to the comjianies to get a vote 
cannot be denied. The Kuro}K*ans do not come in there. It is the 
general right of any comiiany or firm to be enrolled in a voters’ list. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I quite understand your jioint. Do you mean to 
•ay that you want to limit them in the voters’ listJ' 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Quite .so, here in section 24. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The whole purpose of your amendment is just 
contradictory, because Mr. Tlasu w’ants, “subject to the provision of 
•ection 20 (2)’’ and therefor® it means that it would be operative. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: 1 want to make it clear. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y ou cannot do it under this amendment. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: If you will kindly look up clause 
7,. as drafted, you will find that notwithstanding anything contained 
elsewhere in this Act, the electoral roll on which such representatives 
shall be entitled to lie registejed shal! be the electoral roll of the 
Muhammadan, Anglo-Indian or (General Constituency, as the case may 
be, for the electoral ^ea in respect of whicli sucli company or other 
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association is entitled to l)e an elector according as sucli representative 
is a Muhammadan, Anglo-Indian or is a person other than a Muham- 
madan, or Anglo-Indiah, as the case may be. 

Mfi 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8US The position is this. In clause 
7, section 24 is sought to be amended by providing that the represen- 
tative of any company shall have his name entered in a particular con- 
stituency according as that representative is a Muhammadan, Anglo- 
Indian^or any other person. If that representative were a Muham- 
madan, he would have his name registered in a Muhammadan 
Constituency; if an Anglo-lndiaiy in an Anglo-Indian Constituency; 
and if not, in u (renerul Constituency. The amendment which I have 
tabled ineuns this: All this is to be done subject to the provisimi of 
section 20 (2), that is to say, in so far as clnuse 7 w'ill not conflict with 
the provision of sub-section (^) of section 7. clause 7 may have some 
existence. Hut in sub-section (2) of section 20 it is provided, “subject 
to the provisions of any other law on the subject for the time being in 
force, a company, body corporate, firm, joint family or other association 
of individuals, as such, shall be (|ualifie<l as an electf)r, provided that 
such company, body corporate, etc., possess the qualifications prescribeiJ 
by clauses (</). iaa), (h) or (v) of sub-section (/)’*. That gives a sub- 
stantive right to these persons contemplated in section 20 (2) to be an 
elector. Once that right is given, he can exercise that right over 
again under section 24. 

Mft 8PEAKER; 1 take it, Mr. Hasu, your main purpose is to add 
at the end of the Oovernment amendment the words “subject to the 
provisions of section 2tl, sub-section (2).*’ 

Dfi NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, will you allow' a consequential 
change in the amendment in that case to Mr. Hasu’s amendment, as it 
is. You have allowed such cjianges on the floor of the House, and we 
hope you will allow this consequential change because this is a very 
important issue. , 

Mr. 8PEAKER: If it is a very important issue, I cannot accept a 
short notice amendment. (Laughter.) Mr. Basu, will you move your 
amendment ? 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, l beg to move that in 
clause 7 (i), line 2, the w'ords "subject to the profusions of section 2U, 
sub-section (2)” be added before the words “and notwithstanding, etc.

Tfw Hoil’M Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, fto far as the present 
law is concerned, we have tried 1o maintain the state of things as 
they are in the present Act. IHie latter part ff Mr. Santosh Kumar 
amendment No. 187 is obviously dependent on motion No. 132.

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Therefore, it faUs to the ground, l>eing consequential on that. There- 
fore, Sir, if we leave that out, the position is this, that ordinarily a 
person shall be entitled to have his name registered only once on the 
electoral roll of a constitutency. He may have many qualifications, 
but he can have his name registered as a voter only once. This proviso 
introduces an exception that if a person is registered as a representa- 
tive of a company, body corporate, firm, or joint family, or under sub- 
section (2) of section 20 as manager, etc., he shall not therefore be 
ineligible in that capacity on the same electoral roll. Therefore, 
although this gives him some a<l(Iitioiial qualifications, tar as his 

vote is concerned, he is a voter only once. Therefore, this is only of 
academic interest. 

Mr. SPEAKER: In any case Mr. Basu. if 1 were a lawyer like you, • 
I would argue that your amendment, it carried, will mean exactly the 
opposite of what you desire. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: No. Sir 

Mr. SPEAKER: So far as this Bill is concerned, there are sei)arate 
Muhammadan and Anglo-Indian Constituencies; and therefore a 
European who is neither a Muhammadan nor an Anglo-1 iidian may he 
admitted in the General Constituency. And if you say “subject to’’ 
then he would also he enrolled in the Chamber of Commerce Consti- 
tuency. But your purpose is not to allow him to he enrolled in the 
Chamber of Commerce ('onstituency , Theietore, I say that if your 
amendment is curried, it would mean exactly the reverse of what you 
really mean. That is my interpretation. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: May 1 put forward my interpre- 
tation, SirP Under sub-section of section 24, companies, body 
corporates, etc., are given franchise only once and not twice. Under 
section 24, they have been given the right to nominate a representative. 
The question is whether that representative will have two votes — one 
as a representative of a company and again in his own private capacity 
as a ratepay’er. If T say that subject to the provisions of sub-section 
(2) of section 20 he is a representative of a company, then be eannot 
have another vote again in his private cajiacity and rice rerfa. 

The motion of Mr. Santo.sh Kumar Basu that in clause 7, lines 2 to 
11, the words “subject to the provisions of sectipn 20, sub-section (2)** 
be added before “and notwithstanding anything contained elsewhere 
in this Act the electoral roll on which such representative shall be 
entitled to be registered shall b^ the electoral roll of the Muhammadan, 
Anglo-Indian or Gener*!

The table as submitted for the cpnsideratioit of the House which 
you have been pleased to accept as read will go to show' that the different 
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wards of Calcutta, although administratively taken as different units, 
arl not, so far as population acreajK and housing go, in any wav 
balanced. ^ 


Ihe poj)ulation varies from ward to ward, and the area and 
acreage do also vary. So fai* as the number of occupied houses go, 
there also we find a wide divergence, as between 11,000 and upwards 
in a particular ward and 000 in ward 12 and 404 in ward No. 18. The 
figures of rat(‘.s collected also go to show similar divergences. I have 
examined the distribution of seats in the (xeneral Constituencit's as 
well tin in th(‘ Muhammadan Constituencies on the basis of some total 
figures based either on jmpulation or on rates paid, or on the number 
of ratepayers who are enroli(‘d in the electoral roll, and I find fiom 
none of ihe various standards that I can conceive ot an> logical basis 
for allocation ot seats in the difl(‘Tent wards ran be discovered. For 
example, Sir, I fiml that in Kumartuly. ward No. 2, in the (teneral 
ConstitueiK^v oik* seat only is allotted to nearly 2,o0t) non-Muhammadan 
voters, and a population of roughly about ;{7,400. Again for ILdOb 
houses occupied and an area of 4()‘t acre's in ward two seats are 
allotted. Similarly, we find that in Hallygunge and lollygunge, ward 
No. 27, there are more than d,900 voters at the present moment, and 
as you all know, that ward is develnjiing da\ by day, and by the time 
the eb'ction will take place it is cjuite possible that the numlier of 
voters will go up to more than 4 , 000 . The number of houses in that 
ward has increasecl from 2,85:1 in 1024-25 to about (;.700 at the piesent 
time, and there are new houses being built almost every day. In that 
ward, the total rates collected per quarter come to about Rs. l,0b,t)00 
according to the fourth quarter demand of 19:18-:19, and the number ot 
non-Muhammadan population comes to alM>ut :18,000 according to the 
census of 19*11. The acreage there is the biggest in the whole of 
Calcutta for any "ard — it is l,:W9 — and still that ward will have only 
one representative from the General ( 5)nstituency and no other repre- 
sentative, either from the Muhammadan Constituency or Anglo-Indian 
or any other Constituency at all, whereas in ward N(». 15 the number of 
voters amount to less than 1,100 of non-Muliammadans includin^Anglo- 
Indians, It has not been possible for us at this stage to find out 
exactly what the number of Anglo-Indians would be, but it is common 
knowledge that that ward is inhabited largely by Anglo-Indians. I 
have found out from the examination of the Bengal lA‘gisla^^ive 
Assembly Voters’ lust that the number of Bengal I/egislative Assembly 
voters there come to about 800, so tliat if ycui' take away that numlier 
from 1,100, it leaves dOO to 400 general voters only, and these 400 
voters will have the right to elect one representative, whereas nearly 
4,000 voters in ward 27 are going to, have only one. The position is 
equally absurd when we come to ihe population basis, because in ward 
No. l5 the population is 8,571 only of non^Muhammadans and the 
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acreage is 179, whereas I have just stated that tlie acreage in ward 27 
is 1,389, and the ^population expeeds 38,(«H1. Similarly, Sir, 1 lhall 
take up anotlier instance, viz., ward No. 18 — Tangra. The number of 
non-Muhammadan voters there is only about 3(>(), whereas the popula- 
tion is 8,275, and the niimbei' of occupie<l ho\ises is 2,321. It is 
interesting to find that here originally (ioNenmuMit proj>osed to allot 
only om* seat, and the new amendment prop(>sed by (he Gov(*rnment 
Whip ])rovides that for 3(i0 voteis 2 seats ^houhl he alhdttal, of which 
one is again going to be reser\ed for the Sihedulcd Oastt's. 'fhose • 
people again in ward No. IS have* anotluu' ju'ivih'gt* of sending a 
Muhammadan r(‘])rcsentative along with ward No. 19. Sii', the position 
is extremely illogical and unfair. I submit that after the provision 
for separate electorate was made, after the number of Muhammadan 
vot(‘rs and Anglo-Indian voters hav«‘ be«‘n taken away from the totg) 
number of cb'ctors in a censt it uemy, tlu* ]<unaining number of Hindu 
or non-Muhammadan and non-.\nglo-l ndian voters luMomes so small 
that in some phu'cs (iovernment have no justification for retaining % 
seat tor that war<l as a whole. That Ixung the position, I naiuest thifc 
Ifon'ble Minister-in-charge as well as th(‘ Hon bb' the ('hiid MinisU*? 
to be good enough to examine tin* pro]H)sition over again, and if 
jKissiblt*. to apply their mind ami <lo justic(‘. I ha\e absolutidy no 
intention of delaying the procee<lings of the Houses but I fe<‘l that 
jirobably the House will In* lauiefited and would ]>ossibly (‘nhance its 
own pr(‘htigc by doing justice* wln^re justice is .so much wante<i. 

Similarly, coining to the Muhammadan ( rmst ituencics also 1 can 
multi])ly sU( h instances, but I retiain from taking mm h ot \our time 
and shall draw your aftention to certain vcr\ salient and relevant 
matters only. 

There are friends who are to-slay hading that so far as Muhammadan 
interests are concerned, if they are safeguarded, if they get justice, they 
would be satisfied and would not bather themselves with the General 
Constituencies. For their ii^formation I have collecteii some fig’uren 
for #ie distribution of seats in the Muhammailan (Constituencies. 1 
find that there are also similar illogical variations. For wards 1, 2, 

3, and 5 combined there is only one .seat proviiled for the Muslims, The 
Muslim population of these wards comes to 12,fi97. I take it thaf, so 
fkr as the Muslim community is generally concerned, they being 
comparatively poor ratejmyers. their interests have not been adeijiuitely 
retiected in the voMis' list, 'rherelore, (lie “jiopulat ion” basis t<tr 
them might he a better guide than the “voter” basis. On the basis of 
voters the position become.s still more absurd and unintelligible. Even 
on the p<5pulation basis, I find that ^here have been diflei ernes, e.fj., 
17,578 i)ersons getting the right i)f sendinf^ one representative as 
between wards 4, fi apd 7, while 24,820 persons get as many as three 
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representatives in ward 20, t.e., they get one representative for every 
8,000 people, whereas in wards 4, 0 and 7 they get one representative 
for a total population of about 18,000. 

Sir, I submit that wdien they are going to make a piece of law, if 
Government do not base that law on the general weal or on substantial 
social justice, as I said once before in tliis House, that law is bound 
to create feelings of hatre<l towards Government and towards the 
legislature — a legislature so devoid of common-sense and logic — that 
are not doing justice properly. What have the ratepayers of wards 4, 
G and 7 donel^ Have not they the right to be represented in the same 
way as those in the Karaya and Park Circus area? Is it simply because 
life p<jliti(;al (‘cntre of giavity of Bengal has shifted to-day 4o Park 
Circus (Tjaughter) that they get three re])resentatives at the rate of one 
representative for every 8,000 persons while the others must suffer? 

Th is is the position, Sir, and I submit that there are similar 
discrepancies noticeable in other wards also. In Watganj and Hastings 
I find that there is one representative for 180 Muslim voters only, 
whereas in wards 4, 0 aiul 7 I find that 919 Muslim voters will have 
one representativ(‘, /.e., seven times the number of voters in Watganj 
and Hastings! Where is the justice? Where is the consideration? 
Have not Government statisti<*ians at their (‘ommand? Have not the 
Government sense enough or have not they got proper machinery to 
find out how many voters are there, what is the population, what are 
the rates the voters are pa\ing, before they adjust allo(‘ation of seats 
to different wards on a certain basis for representation? 

I hope. Sir, that, in any (‘ase, the House is not going to finish the 
consideration of the Bill to-night. That being the position, 1 would 
appeal to the Hon’ble the Chief Minister once again and to the Hon’ble 
Minister in charg<‘ to leave asiile this particular reallotment for the 
time being, to have a meeting to-night or to-morrow morning and see 
if they can improve on this illogical process and come foiward with 
something which is more presentable than what it is to-day. There 
will be no difficulty if Government have^ no students of mathematics 
at their command ; there will be many students of mathematics from 
this side available to help them. If they have not got statisticians at 
their command, I submit Kiat they can get the necessary help in the 
matter of statistics from census reports, from corporation taxation lists, 
from electoral rolls and such other materials that may l>e readily 
available. 

Sir, with these words, I submit that the discussion of this Bill be 
postponed for the time being. I can assure Government that we have 
no intention of going forward heyond to-morrow in the matter of 
dis4'usAiaiL of th» Bill if^^his concession is allowed. ^Ckies of **Hear! 
HEAR !*' PBOll THE ErROFE.4N Group.) 
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Mr. SPEAKER: What do (loverninent intend to doP Do Govern- 
meut want to postpone this matter till to-morrow P 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, as re^rards the kind 
offer of my friend Dr. Sanyal to help me with statisficfl, may I remind 
him tliat I have been a Immble ^tudelMl of mullimnatirs all my life, and 
I took all my ile^nees in matlo'inaticN. 1 am not y^oin^ to the Gi)])osition 
for a h‘ad tor the calculation of figures. (Lauj^liter. ) 

The position, however, is this: tlie distribution of seats has luH*n 
made on a (‘erlain calculation which tidlows the laih'ulat ions on whudi 
former allocations had been made. At this moment it is ditiifult to 
disturb the allocation of scat.s in one wanl or in one or two wards with- 
out disloeatinj?- the allocation in the other w'ards. Mon* than one 
intere.st is involved in each ward, and it is diffii ult for (lovernment at 
the jiresent moment to make an\ chanj^e. We are. therefore, very 
relui tant to announce to the House that, as at present advised. (iovi‘rn- 
ment (‘an not make any I'lianj^e in the proposals which they have put 
forward . 

Mr. SPEAKER: T think that the best thiny^ will be to take w'ard 
by ward. Wliut I proposi* to do therefon* is this: I will first lake 
ward No. 1 and it there^ is any amendment to it. it can bt* formally 
moved, and then I will take ward No. 2, and so on. 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: Ma> I submit, Sir, that this w-ill 

be a long-drawn procedun*. if the Schedule is taken ward b> wardP 
The whole Schedule is there. W]i> not put the whole Schedule and 
then take up the different amendments P 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Shaliabuddin, do you realise that wdiat 1 am 
suggesting is much more exfieditious than what you propose P 

Now, I shall take up ward JJo, I, Shampukur (’onstituency . There 
ace thv following amendments, namely, 2<>0, 247 and 2b8. So far as 
amendfaent No. 2f>8 is concerned, (Government have also given notice. 

1 will first take up amendment No. 247.

Sir, my reasons are th4‘se: I find when 1 take the comparative list 
of voters in the different wards that Shampukur has as many as d,868 
voters on the electoral roll. Compared to the other wards. I think that 
it will 1 h* a reasonable assertion to make that Shampukur ought to 
have OTH' more seat than whai it enjoys to-day. As regards popula- 
tion, I find. Sir, that the total number ol the non-Muhammadan 
population in this ward is ti2,8ff4. That being so, two seats are 
altogether inadecjuate compared to the number of seats allotted to the 
other wards. Erom that point of view. 1 have moved that Shampukur, 
ward No. 1, ougiii to have three in^iead of two seats w’hich it enjoys 
at }>reseiit.

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: I am thankful to you, Sir, for 
having jiermitti^d me to tak«* a wide view of the wlude fiosition alter tlo^ 
Government Whip has moved all his amendments. It is conirtio|j 
knowledge bow on account of a certain amount of pressure hy a .Heclioii 
of the House, Government agreed, to increase the number of gefieral 
seats to 47 from 4t>. The Ho^’hle the Chief Minister at that time 
announced that by this glorious increase of one seat, he has eQjnned 
23 . 
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complete majority to the majority community out of a total num\)er of 
elected seats of 9»3. The Ministers, or certain Ministers of Government, 
who were reported in the press to have been very insistent on main* 
taininf? Hindu rights, we are informed, felt thoroughly satisfied after 
this dispensation, and it has been given out that the achievement that 
they were very much looking for and in the absence of which they even 
were so very petulant as to offer to resign has been obtained. I submit 
that the (Government or at least the (xovernment Whip through his 
motions has been able sufficiently to bluff even the Ministers who for 
the safeguarding of Hindu interests were offered one more seat in the 
General (’onstituency. 

..The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWARDY; Three more; two by 
nomination. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Those are not (General Consti- 
tuency seats. 

The ])osition visualised by Mr. Sliahabuddin ])asse(] all imagination 
so far as the distribution is concerned 1 find that on tlie basi.s of the 
number of voters, AVard No. 4 has got at the ])resont moment 307 
Schedule<l (’astes voters in the Bengal liCgislative Assembl\ Voters’ 
List. At the present moment, as you are all aware, there is no separate 
electorate or separate listing of Scheduled Ca.stes el(‘(*tors in the Calcutta 
(h)rporation. Tlierefore, it is not possible to gM any actual number of 
voters that would be entitled to vote in this (*onstituen(‘y on the basis 
of the (qualification of ])aying tuxes exceeding Its. 12 per annum which 
is the qualification now for entitling one to be enrolled as a voter in the 
( alcutta Corporation Electoral Roll. Even then the ninnber of voters 
in Ward No. 4 for Scheduled Castes is 307 ; wdiereas the AA’hip of the 
Government Party purjm.ses to add “one” to AVard No. 18 and another 
“one” to Ward No. 19 for the Scheduled Castes. So far as the total 
number of general voters in AA’ard No. 18 is concerned, the latest 
available report gives the numl)er of voters for General Non-Muham- 
madan seats there as 304 that is the maximum number of non-Muham- 
madan voters including Hindus, Europeaiif.. Anglo-Indians and Srhedii,l*»d 
(^astes people, whereas in AA^ard No. 4 the number of Scheduled Castes 
themselves is 307. It is stated that in Ward No. 18 the numWr of 
voters for the Bengal Legislative Assembly is a little more than 300. 
On the face of it, it looks a bit absurd, but it may be explained if it is 
argued that there are some veiw’, very {Kwr persons wdm just because of 
the very low' qualification for enrolment in the^ Ivegislative Assembly 
^li^t have got enrolled in the Asvseinbly voters’ list, but they could not 
get any place in the Calcutta Corporation electorate. Even though we 
go to< the population figure, we find that the total uon-Muhammadan 
population in Ward No. 18 is 8,275, nrhereas the total non-Muham- 
madsn population in AVard No. 4* is 44,683. That is from the last 
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census. The total population of the Scheduled ( astes uccordinjr to that 
census was 3,570 in Ward No. 4 and 3,270 in Ward No. 18, so that 
neithw on the basis of the existin^r number of voters in the ccmstituen- 
cies (Wards Nos. 4 and 18) nor on the basis of population, the total 
non-Muhammadan population, nor on the basis of the Sche<luled ('astes 
population as per the last census, can we find anv justiti( ation for taking 
away the Scheduled (’astes repre.sentation from Ward No. 4 and award- 
ing^ that to Ward No. 18. Equall\ glaring is the anomal\ when we 
come to Ward No. ID. In AVard No. 19 the total number of Scheduled 
( astes voters enrolled in (he IWngal liCgislative Assemblv list is only 
27l), whereas the total population of the Scheduletl Castes in thyt ward 
comes up to 6,275 according to (he last census. ^ 

Mr. ANUKUL CHANDRA DAS: Highest. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: That is quite right. I admit it, 
but what about the number of voters!" 

The total non-Muhammadan pojmlation tlHUe is 30.542 as jigainst 
44,683 in Ward No. 4 and hen ^^e come to \l'aid No. 32 wo find (here 
that the total Scheduled Castes population is 4,568 and the total 
Scheduled Castes’ number on the list of electors in the Bengal Legis- 
lative As,sembl> is 299. (iovernment propose to take aw as the right 
of the Schedule Castes memliers in that ward where io-<hi\ nearly 306 
people are on the voters’ list and want to award that privilege to 
another svard where the maximum number available even rm the basis 
of the low’ franchise for the .'\ssembl\ is 270 On what basis the Oov- 
ernmeiit is proposing this <listribution pas.ses my comprehension. Is 
it on the basis of voters' strength or population strength f)r f)atrojiage? 

Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: Equity and justice. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANY(^L: It it is on (he patronage of the 
MiTltstr^, of course I have nothing to Ha> . I submit that so far as the 
other wards are concerned, we find similar glaring anomalies. It was 
originalK jiroposed to take away from Ward No. 28 one .seat and alhit 
that seat to some other place of the (Tovernment choice. F(jrtunatel\ 
the Government found that it was lieconiing so glaring that the Govern- 
ment party would not be able to swallow' this, even though they have 
been able to swallow s(f much other injustice, — this would create some 
amount of indigestion. There the total number of voters in the Bengal * 
I.«egislative Assembly list is 407, the highest in any ward in the wjiole 
of Calcutta and yet because at the present moment a certain gentleman 
is representing that ward in the Corporation whd happens to be in the 
Opposition, the Government want to penalise him by taking away the 
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right of that ward from sending a Scheduled Caste lepreseiitative. In 
that ward the total nuinher of non-Muhainniadan population is 20,157 
and the nuinher of Scheduled Castes 5,545. 

I suhmit that the distribution has l>een all wrong. If the Govern- 
ment have been really serious about giving the Hindu community, the 
majority community, some lienefit, some recognition of the just claims 
that the majoritx community have been making, then let that com- 
munity choose the ward wdiere the additional seat that the (lovernment 
have been pleased to grant will go. It is common knowdedge again 
how^ Wird No. 27, Tollygunge Ward, on the number of population, on 
thwi-fHiioiint oi rates jiaid, on the number of houses built, on the number 
of voters on the rolls^ on area, on every possible standard, has got the 
most rightful claim for an additional seat in that w^ard. Why then 
Governnient deny that ward the right of having“ this additional seat that 
the Government have been jileased to grant The conclusion is very 
obvious. Government do not want Ward No. 27 to get that additional 
fleat because they are anxious to find out a place where thi*' additional 
seat, w^hich they are prejiared to give, will not go to the Congress. Very 
nice logic ! But we assure them that wdierever they can place it, the 
Congress will continue to give them some anxiety because the public of 
Calcutta w’ill continue to have confidence in the Congress and in the 
(^ingress administration of the C’orporation. So far as the question of 
allocating the additional seat is concerned, I submit for the considera- 
tion of the House a concrete suggestion that this additional seat be 
'’given t(» AVard No. 27, ami if it is not possible to give it to AAbird No. 27, 
then let AA'ards Nos. 15 and lb or lb and 17 be (jombined to have one 
non-Muhaininadan representative. There is nothing wrong in principle. 
Government have already <lone that in the case of several Muliammadai 
const itiuMicies, and considering the number of non-Muhaminadan voters 
left now' in these wards, after you take aw'ay the Muslim and Anglo- 
Indian voters in these wards, the number of voters left now' bardlv 
justifie.s any representation on an indejiendent w'ard basis. I submit 
that there is yet time for good sense to dc.wn on the Government, if the 
Government are really caring for good sense even to the least degree. 

The question of re]>resentation of the Scheduled (^astes has been 
again seriously jeopardized by taking away representation from Ward 
No. 9. AA’ard No. 9, Muchipara, has got a Scheduled Caste population 
of 5,151. The total non-Muhammadan population is 58,810. In Ward 
No. 9 the total number of Scheduled Castes voAers on the list of the 
Bengal Legislative A.ssembly is 255 and yet the Government are pro- 
posiu'g to take away reservation from AVard No. 9 and to give it to 
AA^ard No. 19. I submit, Sir, that tl^ House should not accept the 
moti(uis of Mr. Shahaliuddin — at least the motions relating to Ward 
No. 4 and Vt'ard No. 18, and if these two a^e not accepted — , and 
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instead the motion for adding one more seat to Ward No. ‘J7 is 
accepted, some little justice ma> yet l>e done where justice is probably 
unknown in the dictionary of the (\»alitit)n 1‘artv. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr Speaker, Sir—

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Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir, Dr. Nalinakaha 
San>nal has already dealt with this question in great detail, aihI 1 do not 
desire»to take the time of the House at great length. AVliat I want to 
point out is this that the amendment moved by Mr. Shahabuddiu, tlie 
transposition and transference of seats from one ward to another, 
probably represents the result of the <Iisputes and dififereiices which are 
suppovsed to have arisen in the (’abinet. Mr. Slmhabuddin has been at 
pains to undertake some amount of jugglery of figures with regard to 
8che<luled (’astes seats. This transposition from one ward to another 
represents the sum total of confabulations in high quarters with regard 
to Sc]iedule<l (’astes representation in the (’ori)orution of (’alcuita. 
The Seiuululed (’astes in this instane«‘ have lu'iui made the target, or, 
shall I say, tlie pla\ -tiling of Ministerial ilitbculties and cominitfilenis, 
whicdi have been ver\ amicably solved by the ever-obliging section of 
Scheduled (’astes members of this House. The result is that certain 
projxisiils have been put torward which, fi'om the j)oint of view of 
justice, e([uit\ ot lng*i( , are al>s<dutely without any justification wluitso- 
ever. Foi iiisUince, Sii, it is projxised to take 4iway one seat from 
(’ossijMire, a ward whic h has enjo.\ed, ever since its amalgannition W'ith 
Calcutta in IJI‘,24, two seats tor the purpose oi sending its representatives 
t-o the Corporation. J dn not know whether there is the slightest justi- 
fi(Mition for taking away one .swit from CoHsi|X)re. Probably (lovern- 
inent forgot tor the time being that CossjjHire was an atnalgamated area, 
that it was a different •municipality altogether before tlie (’alcutta 
Municipal Act came into ojieration in 1924. When the new' Municipal 
Act was introduc(*d in the Bengal Legislative (ouncil in 1921, (lovern- 
inent called frecpient conferences with the representatives of the out- 
lying municipalities which were going to be amalgamated with the <*ity 
of (’alcutta, and as a result these allocations of seats w^ere made, and 
Cossipore, Ward No. ‘{2, was given tw’o seats by a .solemn agreement 
brought almut hy the (xovei iiment between (alcutta and the adjoining 
miinicipsility. 

To-day, owing to the exigencies of the situation sujqxised U) luive 
be^n created by the .so-called reaolt of the Hindu Ministers we find tliat 
Cossipore is to be deprived of one .seat wdiich it has been enjoying ever 
since. That, I submit. Sir, is ahs<3lutely without any justificatum. It 
simply denies the record of events, it simply denies history. 

A similar violence was sought to be perpetrated upon Beliaghata 
which was going to be deprived of one seat as e result of these con- 
fabulations w’ith regard to the Scheduled (^stes. Fortunately, 
Bejiaghata which was a part of the old Manicktala Municipality, has its 
seat restored under the latest di.spensation of Mr. Shahabuddiu an^ hi* 
party. But Cossipore has been made the target and the brunt of tjiie 
attack ha* been taken away from t ManicktaU and Beliaghata and 
tmnsferred to the north /)f Calcutta, vi«., Cossipore. . 
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1 Hubmit, Sir, all tbis had to be done by the Government because 
they were anxious to provide one seat for Ward No. 18 to the Scheduled 
Castes of that ward. It was for that purpose and that purpose alone 
that Cossipore had to be deprived of one seat which it has enjoyed ever 
since 1923. And why this anxiety on the part of Government to 
allowite a Scheduled Castes seat to Ward No. 18 in preference to AVard 
No. 32 y Because soiindjodv in tliut area ha> to l>e accoimnodated, 
belonj.^ing to the Scheduled Castes. 

That is the only inference wliicli win he drawn from this outrap^e 
which is ^Toinpf to be perpetrated uix)n the rate-payers of Cossipore. I 
do not know whether by these three nominated seats for the Scheduled 
Castes they have exliausted all their favourites who had to be provided 
iKr ifi the (Corporation with seats by the process of nomination. One 
more favourite w'as probably left out of consideration, and a seat had 
to be created for him and allotted in AVard No. 18, — AA^ard No. 18 which 
glories in the toUil number of 334 ^oters. This is an outrjige uimn all 
sense of justice and fair-play, and the whole oi (Calcutta will condemn 
it with one voice. I think, Sir, that legislation is Wing perpetrated 
witli a view to the ac(*omniodation ot paiticular people in some of the 
wards of the Calcutta ( Virporation. That 1 *^ what is being done by our 
Ministers wdio call them.selves responsi])lp to the people! They have 
got the cases of A, B, (' and 1) in their minds, and they are allocating 
seats either by the system of nomination or by cre>ating one or two 
seats for those favourites. T think this i'^ the main purjxxe underlying 
the whole scheme which has been crystiillized in the short-notice amend- 
ments of Mr. Shahabuddin. That has got to be made perfectly clear. 
This legislation, whi(*h is one long piece ot favouritism and injustice, 
is revwiling its true character in 4ill its different aspects, and the dis- 
tribution of the Scheduled (^astes seats, which has been proposed by the 
short-notice amendments, really forms the climax of thi^* scheme of 
favouritism and patronage to communities and individuals! I think, 
Sir, that these M'ords have got to W definitel\ and publicaly stated on 
the floor of this House so that evervlK>dy might know vhat is happen- 
ing behind the scene, what is the reason for this constant transference 
of seats from one ward to another, and what is the reason -for "this 
allocation of nominated seats to the Scheduled (^astes people, taking 
away three seats out of the reserved seats and giving them over to 
nomination, and w'hat is the re^ison for adding one more seat in Ward 
No. 18 at the expense of Ward No. 32 which is an amalg nuated area, 
80 far as the Corporation of Calcutta is concerned. All this is 
definitely unjust, inicpiitous, and inspired only by favouritism for 
individuals. I do not desire. Sir, to mention names, but names will 
oome out in due course. I think. Sir, that our protest must W lodged 
publicly on the floor of this Ifouse.

The amendments that have been moved by the Government Whip 
do not stand any scrutiny at all. The first amendment that has l>een 
move<l by Mr. Shahabuddin to transpose the Scheduled Castes seats, 
relates to Sukea Street Ward — Ward No. 4. This is one of the wards 
in Calcutta which is moa* crowded with Scheduled Castes voters, and the 
Government is proposing* to take away the proposed seat for the 
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Scheduled Castes from that ward. Tl^n, Sir, the# other war^ which is 
crowded with Scheduled Castes voters in Manickt^dle. OoxjBrnment is 
providjn^ no seat for the Sc)iedule<l ('’ustes voters in that area hut 
offcrinff one to ward No. 19 where they iiuinher less. The next ward 
which is crow'ded with Scheduled Castes voters is Cossipur. G()vern- 
nient is taking? away the Scheduled (\istes seat from that ward and 
petialisinjr (''ossipur by proposing that the figure in t'ohimn 3 should be 
reduced by one, that is, henceforth the Cossipur people will have only 
one general seat to represent tliem in the ('orjxualion. While 
Belgachia with 848 electors will have 2 seats on tlie (‘ulcutta Corpora- 
tion, Satpukur with 99t» electors will have 2 s<‘ats on tin* Corporation, 
Cossipur with l.d-L* electors will have only one* seat. This is an Utterly 
ineiiuitable su^'^^estioii tliat lias been made by (iovernmeiit .• The 
eleventh-hour ameudments of Mr. Shahabuddin are n‘plcte with such 
unjust and incciuitou-' provisions and they are to be lliriist dow’n the 
throat of the (hilcutta Corporation without any rhyme or reason whatso- 
ev(‘r. 

Mr. PU8PAJIT BARMA: Sir, the distribution ot seats in different 
W'ards of the ('alcutta (\)rporation strikes me much when I look into 
Schedule No. Ill of the Hill. 1 lieai that th<‘ distribution <d' seats has 
been mad<‘ aci'oidin^'’ to jiopulation strength of the ditliiuent wards, 
But w’hen I look to the diff'eient wards I timl that the population 
streii^Mh has been totall\* ne^dected. If we consider the allotment of 
seats in the different w'ards, we find that in Burrahazar, Ward .No. 7, 
Colootolla, Ward No. 8, Tan«-ra, Ward No. 18, and Satpuknr, Ward 
No. 31, tin* distribution is unjust. The Hurrabazar Ward has be«*n 
allotted 3 s<*ats, Colootola seats, and Tanjrra scats according to the 
short-notice amendments of Mr. Shahabuddin. It we considcT tlu‘ 
population strenjjth of these wards with that ot Ward No. 11, that is, 
Puddapukur, we find that the people of ]*uddajmknr can legitimately 
claim 2 seats according? to their population stren^-th. But, as a mutter 
of fact, the I^uddapukur people have been deprivt*d of one seat ; they 
have been deprived of their le^^itimate claim of sendinjf 2 representatives 
to -the Calcutta Corporation. *So far as Scheduled Castes seats are 
concerned, we find now, accordinj^ to the short-notice amendments of 
Mr Shahabuddin, that there are <*ertainly some motives in the mind 
of the Government in allotting? seats for the Scheduled (Pastes. There 
was fairness, eijuity and ju.stice in the former allotment of Hi*ats in the 
different wards for the Scheduled Castes. But now we find that it has 
been chan^red. We finikthat one seat has been allotted for the Scheduled 
Castes in Ward No, 18. that is, in Tan^rra. What does it mean}' It 
necessarily strikes me that there is something wronff in the new allot- 
ment of seats for this ward. If we <x)psider the Scheduled Castes 
population of other wards, then f cap very easily say that the Tangra 
ward cannot get one Schedule Castes seat, because there are^other wards 
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which ar^ more pof^loiis and %^hich can lej^itimatcly claim scats for 
the Scheduled Castes people. Now, if we consider the total population 
of Tan^^ra, what do we find? ^ 

The total population of Tarif^ra is ahout 12,009. Sir, it strikes mo 
iriost strange liow 12,000 people can send two repiesentatives to the 
Corporation of (’alcutta while 50,000 people are sending only two 
rejjresentatives, and in some other wards (>iily ‘10,000 ])eople are sendinp: 
one representative f)nly. It is a matter of ^'•reat rey'^ret, T have no 
p^rud^»'(‘ a^jiinst one Scheduled Castes seat in the I’anj^ra Ward; hut, in 
fairness, equity and justice 1 think Government should consider the 
claims^ of the other voters of th(‘ different wards of the Calcutta Corpora- 
ti()n. With these words I would like tluit in Waia! Xo. 11 (Fudda- 
pukut) the wenl “one” slioulil he ^uh^(i(u(e(l hy wonl “two" in eolumn .S.

Sir, T have ali(‘ady exlniustcd m\ arguments on the basis ot popula- 
tion. on tli<‘ basis of rat(**payers, on the basis of tlu* amount of 
eontribut ions, on the basis of acnui^t* and on tlie ba-'is of houses built 
in that area. I would onl\ now conehide b\ diawinfi youi' attention 
to two thinj^s. I'his motion <d mine was ^iveii notici* ot indejauidently 
by jtersons belon^'-iuy'' [)ra«'t icallv to e\(‘r,\ s(‘ction of the House. There 
were from tlie Congress Group Mr. Santosh Kumar Hasu, my humble 
self, Mr. Hem (‘handra Xaskei, Mr. Vpendra Nath Kdbar. I ffml from 
otlu ‘f sections, (‘V(*n Mr. Hirat ( handra Mamlal, Mi. .\nukul Chandra 
J)as, sponsors ot the same kind of motion.

Frobnbl\ , members do not know thht the ward councillors ^Ijave ^ot 
very important fum tions to perform in the administration evt*n of day- 
to-da> matters in a ward. The ward councillors’ certificates, not 
necessarily by virtue of the Aet, but by arrangements made in the 
(\>ri>oration, are necessary tor every approval of ^^rants, and every 
expenditure of j»-rants in a ward has jrot to be endorsed by them as 
exi>enditure incurred in a proper manner. * 

So far as burials and cremations of poor people are concerned, unless 
one jrets a certificate from the ward cotincillor, he cannot pret cremations 
at concession rates or free cremations. Also, so far as the administra- 
tion ffoes, the allotment of eveiv the number of vaccinators in a 
particular j^rea during particular days of thV week and the numl>er of 
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Tisits that the sauifary inspector woult! make to different p||rts of the 
ward are deterniine<l in consultation witli the ward coiincjflor. The 
ward 4 :ouncillor of Ward No. 1?T at the present moment hai)f>ens to 
live in anotlier waid and it has been tlie expcriemv of the residents of 
that ward that it is extreinel\ «lith(‘ult for them to run from one part 
as far as Ballygunj^e station to the other part as far as the Tollygung'e 
Railway hridp'c and the erematorium ^n-ound in South faleiitta. These 
people have cx])erienced serious ditlieulties in tin* ordinary arranpunents 
of the ( ivie life, het'ausr iho immher of r<‘presen'tut ives is very small. 
I only suhmit this much, heeatise I find that «‘ven thou^di we have 
api)ealed on the ^Toumls of lo^ie, on ground of fi^^ures and farts, how 
very unrhallen^.reahh‘ iN t])e rlaim of this ward; it has not mo^'ed the 
heart of the (dind Minister or the llon’hle Minister in charge, i, 
therefore, suhmit that in thi.s demand there ai'«‘ prohahly more memhers 
of their own part^ than memhers (d the Opposition, and on this j^round, 
at any ratf\ thi> demand ma\ lie mrt. 

Mr. HEM CHANDRA NA8KER; The .seat allotted for Ward 
No. 11 is most inadeijuate. Miua* seats have hiMui allotted to otlier 
wards similar to that waid. Scheduled Castes population of that W'ard 
have si*nt a rejn esriitat ion to th(‘ (iovernment for allotlin^r a Srh(‘duled 
(^astes seat in that ward. I hope tin* (lovmiiment will kindl> allot a 
Srhediih'd Ca^t(‘s seat in Ahal ward arrordint^ to the desire of the peo])le. 
The Scheduled Castes seat tnmi Ward No. 1«S or 19 ina,\ he transfiUTed 
to this ward.

The net result of the amendments that I am moving will no doubt 
be the reduction in the total number of Muslim seats by lour.

On the jMjpulation basis they aie 
entitled to get 18 seats and they .should not get moie. Not only that; 
consider for a moment the jiopulation of the waids foi which these extia 
seats have been proposed. Fiist of all let us take the Colootola Waid. 
It has been ])roposed that that ward should have two seats. 1 ]»ropose 
that the number of seats should be redu(‘ed by one, because of tije fact 
that in that ward the number of Muslim voters, I mean electors, can- 
not (‘xeeed l,l)(K). There are lew or no wards in the General Consti- 
tuencies where there are only 803 electors ami yv\ they have got more 
than one seat. The same argument holds good for Mucbipara (Ward 
No- 0) and a similar argument also holds gocnl tor Ward No. 20 as well 
as for Wards Nos. 28 and 29. Not only that, Sir, 1 find also no justi- 
hcntion why Ward No. 20 in particular shoulh have as many as thiee 
seats, because in Beniapukur there are only 089 or say 7(K) ele<‘tois. 
Now, if Colootola could in the Government’s opinion deserve two seats 
and Taltala only one seat, I cannot understand why Beniapukui must 
have three seats. A similar argument ahso holds good for Beliaghata- 
rnn(-Maniktaln. Two .seats have been provided tor them. Now, if 
Ballygunge eun he satisfied with only one seat, certainly there is no 
ju8tifi(‘ation foi giving two seats to Beliagliata-Maniktala. There is 
anotlier argument which I would advance in supjiort of my propo.sition 
that the proposed Muslim .seats sliould he reduced by four, viz., that 
tin provision of special constituencies also leiiuire^ that there sliould be

The Calcutta Municipal (Amendment) Bill. 

Mr. SPEAKER: We shall now resume discussion on the Calcutta 
Municipal (Amendment) Hill. , 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: May we have some respite to dis- 
cuss about the Money-lenders Hill?^ 

Mr. SPEAKER : Yes; you will have some respite, but not now.

Mr. C. GRIFFITHS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in increasing the House 
from to IKS and deiTcasing our seats from four to two, I find that 
the prlmdple underlying the Bill appears to he the principle of resent- 
ment and retaliation for the past, and not of justice in the present nor 
for the future. 
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The Nawab Bahadur of Dat^'a aims at reducing and confining the • 
Anglo-Indian community to a two per cent, minority in the Calou/ta 
Coiporation. What hope have we of further improvement? With 
our youths now stirred to the depths over the Reforms, an<| better 
equipped with University training, is their progress thus to be retarded? 

The Nawab Bahadur ignores our educational and other qualifications, 
but conveniently considers our numbers. Reasoning like this is futile 
and mischievous. No man, worthy of being called a leader, can, under 
such conditions, reliiujiiish the claims of his community. , 

• 

Our educational qualification'^ alone, if nothing else, should give 
us a clear representation of lt» per (‘ent. in the Calcutta (\)r])oration, 
apart from the fa(*t that the maj«»rity of us pay over Rs. per month 
for house rent. »

Again, it i> a common ])ractice among the Hindu and Muslim landlords 
to pay the occupier’.*, shaie ^>f Uixes in their own names ami not in 
the n#me of their Anglo-Indian or l)omi< iled j']uroj)ean tenants, so our 
real percentage should be much higher in categories 2 and 3. Kven 
if the European weightage for our territorial seats is to be refused, 
80 that the Eurc»peans iiia> better consolidate their j)osition in the 
Special Con.stituencies, still as we are situated, we contribute four to 
five times as inan\* voters than the Hindus and Muslims do, on a cent, 
per cent, ba^sis, and* have accoidingly made a greater advancement in 
proportion to our numbers than the others and, tht4refV»re, we are 
deserving of more generous consideration. It waa due to this fact that 
the Government of ln(fia A(^t, 1930 ,• compiled by the best brains of 
both England and India, allowed ns weightage. 
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. There are in all about 78,020 voters while there are about 1,118,714 
noV-voters. Now, let us see if the Corporation works on a population 
basis or considers other more important factors. Approximately 98 
seats w^ld mean that about 800 voters are represented by one Corancil- 
lor. Does the House seriously think that we have only 1,600 voters 
and the Minister is therefore justified in offering us two seats? If so, 
I shall vote in favour of this Bill with my colleagues here. But you 
cannot justly make us ])ay our taxes and then ignore our claims (cheers). 
Again, let us examine the following: —

Here we find lo ( 'ouneillois, ea<-h representing on an avtoage dS2 voters, 
from to 4fi4. Now in Wards 10 B(»wl)azai. Id Ftoiwick Bazai. 14 
Taltolla, Ih Ivalinga and 19 Kntaliy we hav.o a jtopnlalion ot over 
2,000 to 2,d00 in eacli locality. And suitdv we hav(‘ between d49 to 
4d4 voters to entitle Us to a ^eat at each (d tlie^e wtirds whi(‘h should 
give us five seats. 

t ' Again, on this basis, in Wards 11. 12. 20. 24 and d(,). lliat is, at 
Pudd,apukur. Ihuiiapiikur, Waterloo Street. Belgacliia and Ali})ur, we 
are stnmglN represented, and if those who are born in the country 
> ^ere to register as Anglo-Indians according to the Ad, instead of as. 
Europeans, ^^e could »laim another five stmts. 

With an incorrect population of 16.72S and one not in our favour 
we are dealt with and given tuir (luota. But b} the vf)ters’ list iwhere 
we can safely tdaim six studs with about 4,800 voters this is set aside. 

Again. m_\ ctuistituenc^ consisted of (i.oOG voters in Calcutta during 
the recent eletdituis. Surely }ths of these voters are eligible to be 
voters in the Caleutta Corporation. This supports my elaiui to six seats 
as I just stated. But the Nawab Bahadur, bent on cVushing us. brings 
into action the army of 1,118.714 non-voters and annihilates in> eom- 
munity. Is this not arbitrary, overruling and despotic? 

To odd to his imperishable gl*cry, why does ^le not suggest that this 
invincible army of his should appoint the Councillors, and then by 
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reinforcements from the country displace the Hindus! Must the Anajo- 
Indians only be subjected to the treatment of one who adopts the tactica 
of Don Quixote? 

The Nawab Bahadur mi^^lit liave had some regard for the opinion 
of his Chief, the Hon'ble Mr. Faziul Huq, who rei’ently said. “No one 
can for a moment doubt the imjKutance of the frreat Aiiulo-lndinn 
(‘ommiinity as an inte^»Tal j)art of proo'rt‘''sive India”.

If the Bill i-^ |>as«<t‘d. it will imleed lu* the hlacKest 
spot in the liistorx of the Hmj Ministry . foi here the niaj(»rity deli- 
berately ernsll(•^ a deserviiit; and useful minority. Truly did Basi'al 
siiy '‘Boyver yvit limit pistii'e i^ tyranny” (iod Indji the minoriti<‘sr 

Tlimi‘ can be no greatei i vil .nmnij.* li'jrislatois than a Bill framed 
w’ith injustice, wdiere coniinunalism «.!Uides the Ikkui. and malevolence 
refuses what is due. 

What confidence can yve hayc in a Minister who has orn* standard 
foi the European, aiiotlici to? the An^do-Indian. a thud lor the Ilimhu 
and yet a fourth toi the Moslem! The stronger bond of a civilis(Hl 
jicople is |usti(‘e. for tlodl siren^ilh is basod on justice aloiii* 

I oj)p(«se the Bill as it is arbitiary. unfair, unreasmiabb* and unjust, 
it is iniijiiitoii' It destroys a piinmple by sa<*ritir in;r n.'itional (‘Hiciency 
lot coniiiiiiiialism. 

(Cheers fix*m the Opjwisition Benches.) 

Mr. MONMOHAN DAS: Mi S]»eaker. Sir, with a tleej) sense of ' 
re^^ret I submit this is the first opporlunil> when I have been allowed 
to take jiart in the dismission mi the ( alciilta Miinicijial Amendment 
Bill of indt). I am sure that mv ajijieal for eijiiitv and justice, for fair- 
ness an^l imyiart ialit y will be a ery in the yvilderm‘ss. but still I think 
it m.y duty to raise my vmee as a protest ufrainsl the |»rinciple ol tho 
(Toverntnent which is ]»ernicious and del riniental to the interests of the 
Scheduled ( astes. Sir, no souiid and fair principle has at all been 
adopfed. It is sinij)Iy a rush oanie ]»elween two lu^^^^er parties taking 
the S(die<liiled Castq^ as the toys of Bengal. 

It is really wonderful on the part of the Seheduled ( astes that the 
(iovernriient with a vieyv to satisfy some favourite members of thi» 
House has adopted the pernicious sy.stem whicli i.s apain*'! the *term» 
of the Poona Pact, which the Sehedulerf f’astes are hound hy the sacred 
agreeineriT to fight to the*la*'t against the evil done ro-da.y . 
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^Th«re has been from the very outset a stronj? rumour both inside and 
outside the House that the Calcutta Municipal (Amendment) Bill is the 
vital question of the day, taking Scheduled Castes as the common factor 
of the*4oTnc. I do submit without fear of contradiction thaft the 
Calcutta Municipal (Aineiidment ) Bill is a fight between the Congress 
and the Muslim League, Wh taking advantage of the Scheduled 
Castes. 

At present the position is that the Provincial Legislature has prac- 
tically gone under the control of the Muhammadan community, as 5b 
per cent, of the ])opulation are Muhammadans and only 4-*! per cent of 
the po[)u]ation are Hindus. It is quite natural therefore for the 
majority to dictate terms and to control the provincial administration. 
But in Calcutta, where the Hindus are in a prepimderating majority, it 
is Nim])ly a dream for the minority to think of dictating terms and con- 
trolling the Calcutta (orporation. With a view to turn the dream into 
practice and to satisfy the part\ whi(“h is supporting the present 
('abiiiet, (rovernment have adopted a policy which is not fair and which 
is partial. 

So far as the original Bill w^as concerned. 22 seats were allotted for 
the Muhammadans who form 25 per (*ent. of the population. 4<) seats for 
the Hindus, who form 72 i)er cent, of the population, including the 7 
reserved seats for the Scheduled Castes, 2 seats for Lalmur, and 2 seats 
for Anglo-Indians wdio form 5 per (*ent. ot the t>opulation, and 12 seats 
for the Special Constituencies, making a total ol S4 soiits. excluding 10 
nominated seats. „ 

Had it been done on the po])ulation basi> and on a fair and impartial 
principle, (rovernment would have allotted (12 seats for the Hindus, 
i.c.f for the (reneral Constituencies out of which 4 seats cculd have been 
reduced for Labour and for Anglo-Indians for the reasons given by my 
honourable friend Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas on the floor of this House 
at the time of the general discussion. Sir. as a result of the vehement 
protest of my Congress friends against the injustice done to the Hindu 
community, 1 understand that the (rovernment — with a view to satisfy- 
ing s|>ecially the Hindu Ministers and idso some Hindu friends — have 
increased the (jieneral seals from 4(> to 47. doing thereW serious injustice 
to the Scheduled Castes. Under the original Bill the vScheiluled ( astes 
would have got 7 seats witli joint electorate and at least 1 seat out of 
the K) seats reserved for nomination. But by the subsequent amend- 
ment. 4 seats have been reserved with joint electorate and 5 seats have 
been transferred to the (leiieral Constituencies. I I'lnderstand out of lb 
nominated seats, 2 seats have been deducted and 3 seats have been 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes as nominated seats. Now, 
the ('b)verhment have introduced a system of representation for 
the community which it does not twant and which it cannot 
support, and which Is most undemocratic. This injustice has 
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been done in order to please some Scheduled Caste members at A\e 
expense of the whole community. The pernicious system of nomination 
adopted by the Ministers on the advice of one-third of the Scheduled 
Caste members would really he condemned by all reasonable T^eople. 
My friend Mr. Rasik Lai Biswas ot the Congress Party has made it 
clear by his amendment that the system of nomination is not the proper 
representation of a particular class or community. The nominated 
members will have to work simply at the instance of the Government. 

So far as onr position is concerned, we feel, havin^^ rejfurd fo all tlie 
circumstances, we have been put in between Scylla and Charybdis. We 
are K<dnp: to be reduced to pulp between two crushinj? machine^ 

I may a<bl that b\ wa\ of sub.seipient amendments moved by 
Mr, K. Shahabudilin 4 seat.s liave been reserved in waids Nos. .4. IS, 19 
and 32, and I should say tliat this ha.s been done solely with tlie interests 
of Government in view. All the .seats from ward.s Nos. 1, L 9 and 28 
have been withdrawn in the interests of tlie Caste Hindus. 

So far as 1 remember from the ver\ introduction of the Calcutta 
Municipal (Amendment i Bill there has been a hue and cry trom the Cs>n- 
gress group and especially tixim my Hindu friends that thes are going 
to make vehement protest against the Bill, but I find after the subse()uent 
amendments of my honourable friend Mr. K. Shahabuddin the 
atmo.sphere ha.s changed ^ind there is no longer heard any loud pinitest. 
Of' course, my friends of the Congress grouj) are still opjwisin^, but they 
are o[)[>osing foi op|K)si( ion’s sake, or I should sa> on principle they are 
opposing it. The\ have no nmtive of <loing justice to the Scheduled 
Castes. If they had any, t]ie> could ha\e surrenden*d 3 seats for the 
Scheduled (Ai^stes in their General (\)nst ituencies. Sir, it is evijent 
from all I hiive said why Isith Government and tlie Congress are aniiou-i 
for the interests of the Scheduled Castes. It is nothing hut an attempt 
on their part to further tlieir own interests at the e.xpense of the 
Scheduled Ca.stes. 

Further, the Government have adopted the pfdic.\ of giving weight- 
age to^the Muhaitpiiadan community who have heeti allowed more seats 
than they deser\*e. But is there any justificatititi on the jiart of Govern- 
ment to woefully neglect Scheduled Castes and t<i curtail the demand 
which they can legitimately claim!' Is there any justificatirtn on the 
part of Government to interfere with the interests of tlie Hindus in the 
Calcutta ( orporation where they are in a majority, and to alh)W' the 
minority to rule over the majority’' In this respect I would like b) 
refer to a statement made hy the Hon’ble Nawah Bahadur of Dacca. He 
said that the. Scheduled Ca'.te mehers did not want separate electorate 
and so on. I should. sav that the statement mafle ht hiAi was 
unfounded, untrue and absoliftely ^baseless. I.s it not a fact that u 
majority of the Scheduled Caste members of this House told thcfHon’ble 
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Mininter that they wanted separate electorate to safeguard their 
own vital intereHts? Their case has been deliberately ignored. 

Frouj all these facts it is clear that the Government policy ifi not 
fair and is j)artial. There are also some Scheduled Caste friends of 
mine in the Coalition Party. May T refer to the statement of my friend 
Mr. Pulin Behary Mullickr' 1 should sa> that we are here to serve the 
community and to serve the country. We are not here to get any per- 
sonal benefit by the backdoor of nonjination. 

(Here the member having reached the tijne-limit, resumed his seat.)

Mr. W. A. M. WALKER: Mr Sj>eaker. Sir, I rise to su])port the 
moti(ui 'for the third reading of this Hill. In congratulating the 
Ilon'ble Minister on having successfully piloted this Hill :>o far.

As this House i.s aware. uIhui (he Hill ('nierg-(‘d from the Select 
Oommiilee, ni\ part\ signifiod lU app^o^al td the ])?ovisions made 
therein for Geneisd (’<instituencies. On matiue retiectioii, however, we 
come to the conclusion that perhajis adecjuate lejua^sonlatiorr had not 
been giveti to casu' Hindus and ue aeeordingh e.xeited oursehes whole- 
heaiti‘di> in oriler to re(‘tif\ this. 

b should now lik(* to deal with the (|Uestion ot tin* Hengal Chamher 
of ('oimneree and ('aleiitta Trades Association seats. It is a eoin- 
eidenee that in his last sptsudi in this Hotise Sir ti(*orge (’amj)hell should 
Iiave had oei'usiou to speak on this (juesiion. He dealt, during the 
eours<» of liis s])ee(‘h, wdth an attack madt' on the Kuroi)ean community 
from the btmches on my right, and 1 find m\self to-night in my first 
speech as Leader of the^ European Part\ in a similar position. • 

On the motions for reduction of the Hengal ('hainber ol Commerce 
and tlu' Calcutta Trades Asso(‘iation seats in tlie ('orporalioii. Dr. Saiixal 
saw fit to make an attack on the European representation in the 
Corporation w hicii can onl\ he ilescribed as utterly unfair and 
unwarranted (Cries of "Hear I hear!" from the Eurbi)ean Henehes) and 
his reference to a "set of idiots" can he d(‘s<*ribed mildly as in 
extremely bad taste.

It .aims for 
increased efficiency, and I am ‘^ure that tlu‘ majority «>t imunluMs of 
thi.^ Houst* and (‘>])tH'ial]> those who have servi'd on th(‘ ('orjiorat ion 
will a^^ree with me in sa\inp that the work ot tlu* Europ<‘jPi1 ^»Toup 
there is immense]} ap})reeiat(‘d.

I think, a siep in the rig-ht direction 
(('rie> ot “Hear! hear! ” from thc' Coalition Benches), and 1 sinc(*rely 
trust the (iovernment will not ''lop here, but will take turthm sl(*ps to 
improve matters so that tlie administration ot affairs in tliis ^^reaUcity 
shall be e(jual to that of other lar^e ci)i(‘s in the Em jure. 

Mr. PULIN BEHARY MULLICK: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I have 
alread} eoiij^ratulated the HoiChle Ministei for introdueinp the Bill. 
1 take this opportunit} to eoiy^ratulate him once u^^airi for sueeessfully 
pilotiu^^ the Bill tliroujrli the House. , 

vSir, the Bill, as settled, embodies two principles for the Scheduled 
Castes. First, the necessity of their rejuesentation. Secondly, the 
partial acceptance of separate electorate by the statutory provision of 
reservation of some seats through nomination. AVe wanted separate 
electorate. But, slr^ }i)nr ruling stood in the way. We must, there- 
fore, wait for a more propitious moment in future i'or the* fulfilment of 
our demand.* 

Sir, it is too early give a definite verdie-t on the Bill as it now 
stands. Time and experience will show how fai it succeeds in removing 
the just and legitimate ’grievances of our people. 
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iMr. 4ATINORA HATH BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the adminiRtra* 
tion of the affairs of the Calcutta Corporation deeply concerns the 
citizens of Calcutta. It was, therefore, necessary that when the Govern- 
ment proposed to introduce a measure like the tme which we are now 
considering, the citizens of Calcutta should have been consulted and 
their views obtained about the particular scheirTe that is incorporated 
in this Bill. Sir, this Bill goes against wdial has been the distinguish- 
ing feature of the constitution of the (\)rporation ever since it came into 
' existence in tlie beginning of the last (piarter of the last century. 
When a new measure is being introduced like this which completely 
change/] llie spirit of tlie constitution of that bod\, it was necessary tViat 
those who were most concerned should l>e consulted. But I regret, Sir, 
that that (onsultation did not take place. Sir, there is one aspect of 
the Bill on which I de.sire to lay paili<‘ular stress. As 1 said in my 
remarks when this Bill was introduced, in civic matters there slunild 
be no difference in the interests of the diffenuit communities. Sir, so 
far as water-suppl\ is concerned, there is no European water, no Hindu 
w'ater, no Muhammadan water, hut it is go(»d and wholesome water that 
we want. So also in the case of roads and lighting. These are 
imttters whiclt affect all classes of the comtnunitv e(juall> 

Mr. SPEAKER : I am not .sure if Mr. Basu lia.s noticed that there 
is such a thing as Hindu water and Muhammadan water at railw’ay 
staiituis. (Laughter ) 

Mr. ilATINDRA NATH BASU: Hut in the CorpoTation of 
(Calcutta w'e are concerned onl,\ with the quality and (juantity of the 
water su])plied, not with the pot in which the water is coniained. Here 
we tyant to see that the w^ater is wholesome and that it i«» j)lentiful; in 
that the Muhammadan, the Hindu, the European, the Anglo-Indian 
and others do not disagree. They are all unanimous. 

Sir, in laying down the foundation ot the civic administration w’e 
should look to the prt‘sent, hut w(‘ ^hould iioi torget the future. For 
the future, we want that all sections ot the ciunmunity should stand 
together, work together, supplement eacfi other's efforts and t]i,iis pull 
all the resources that the cit^ (‘uii command >o that the g^eate^t and 
the most desirable effect may he attained. But it we introduce divisions 
into tlic constitution like this, then the main objects may. as they have 
been in the past, be lost sight ot — the main objects for w’hich the 
Corporation exists. Instead of that, a few emploMivmts here and a few 
emploMueiits there take up the time of the (\>rporation, and not the 
real work of the (hmporation. Sir, instead of laying the foundations 
of unily for the future and for uniied action, we are here by this Bill 
laying the foundations of difference and sW'ife ((Ties of “Hear! 
hear!” from Congress raeinhers). «That is wdiat should not have been 
done in civic .matters. 
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There is another feature of the Bill to which I desire to refer.* It 
has been in several quarters an accepted principle that in representative 
bodies the representation should be on the basis of proportion of the 
different communities in the population. If that is the basis upon 
w’hich claims are put forward, — and smdi claims are put forward not 
only in the matter of^ representation but also in the matter of appoint- 
ments, — then it is onl> fair that the communities which under the 
Calcutta Municipal Act constitute the (teneral (^»nstituenc> should 
have such number of reproeiitatives as woubi be proportionate to their* 
proportion in the poi)ulation of the cit\. Sir. it i-; clear that that 
proportion has not been allowed. 

So far as ni,\ Muslim and An^lo-Indiati fritmds arc coneernt‘d, 1 
liave no obje(*ti»m to their havinir their tulb'st (juota that their j)roj)or- 
tion allows, and, it necessaiN, more, but there is no reascui why the 
(|Uota to which amOlier coniniuniiv is entitled or another combination 
of communitii's is entitled slomld be taken awa> . Sir. it a (‘(‘rtoin 
community is !2') per cent ol ihe po]»ulaii«>n, by all means ^ive them 
‘.?o per cent, of tin* general elected seats, ))ut if another community is 
f»o j>er cent, of the jiopulation, why confine it to 47 }>er (‘ent ot the seats 
for purposes of rcprcscnlat i(»n That is an arran^'‘ement which 1 must. 
sa_\ I do not understand and winch 1 must oppose. Sir. I am not 
talking of Hindus or an\ j>arti(‘ular communit\. It is a matter of 
ordinar\ fair jda\ and justice. (Mr. V. li\NKHJi: Thai is unknown 
to the present (Cabinet !) 

Sir. what wv desire to see in future is that all sections .should 
combine and work to^^ether in order to attain the f^iauitest (*ffect ami 
also that the, scales should be held even amon^»‘st all commun it i^-s. It. 
is a matter of re'riet that the Hill contains itrovisioris whi( h go a^^tinni 
that essential prin<’i}»le. 

Sir, I- oppose the motion. 

(The House was then {idjouined for 4o minutes.)

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, during the 
debate on the Calcutta Municipal Bill, 1 did not deliberately take 
part in the detailed discussion of this mea.sure, because it was my 
firm conviction that jthis Bill was so retrograde in character (hat the 
only way to deal with it was t«» throw it out altogether and not 
attempt to remedy some of its particular features. 

During the last two ^years^ that th^ pre.sent Government ha.s been 
in power, we have bad^occa.sions fa critici.se ^ number of Itjpislative 
and administrative measures introduced by Government,* and t believe 
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I aliall be correct in saying that the present Bill surpasses all previous 
records standing to the discredit of the present Government. 

Sir, during the last few weeks, day after day and week after week, 
we had occasion to watch how the tyranny of the majority worked 
itself to the highest pitch, how it resolutely turned its deaf ears to 
all proposals, hoVever reasonable and fair. (A voice from the 
doalition Benches: “What about your past record?”) Please do not 
interrupt me. We are not asliained of our records and you will hear 
of your own records very soon. 

So 4ai* this majority is concerned, it is a majority which 
represents various conibinati(ms — not indeed tiound l)y any high ideal 
of common public welfare but tied in an unholy alliance, at least in 
<me respect, and, that is to trample uiidei foot the legitimate rights 
and privileges of one imj)ortant section of the c(unmunity. Sir, I 
shall not dwell on the extraordinary procedure whi(di was adoj)ted in 
'Considering a measure of this descri})tion affecting the affairs of a 
Corporation whose n‘ venue equals that of the Province of Assam, 
w'ithout any previoiiN reference to that body and without ascertaining 
its views on the man\ (juestions incor])orated in the Hill Hut what 
J do say is thtit if you examine tlie j)rovisions im])artially, uui will 
find that the onl\ princij)le which dominatcN it is an absence of 
principles — indeed it is founded ort a bundl(^ ot inconsistencies. 

’ Sir, tiiere is no juinciple behiml this Hill which claints to jdace 
the civic administration ot tlM‘ Corporation on a better fobting and 
foundation. 1 recall. Sir, tin* attitude taken iij) by the European 
group. Sir (leorge Campbell said that he was against party politics 
dominating the affairs ot the Cor[)oration. M\ dist inguislnnl friend, 
the pn'stMil Lead(‘r of the European group, has reiterated that his 
grouj) ha'' no politics. The preaching, let us assume, is perfect, but 
what i.'' the practice that has been followed b\ tlie Enropeiin gioup 
itself? Cn wlmt ('on''Mlerations have tliey lent tlieii' ^upjMjrlt to a 
measure which, to .sa\ the Iwist, is 'Hxaked in the dirty and {Hillut^d 
^\aters of communalism and inirty jHililii*' What else is there^behind 
the present Hill? Wln!it is the {Mirticuhir form of civic improvement 
which thi> Bill wants to .see tvstablished in tlie (^ilcutta Corporation? 

Let me turn to one or two main features of the Bill which have 
been discussed at great length during the last few weeks. Why is 
joint electorate abandoned? Joint electorate w'ith reservation of 
seats has been accepted as the basis of representation in all civic bodies 
throughout the province — in all municipalities, district boards and 
other local bodies. Why should it be abandoned for the city of 
Calcutta? Will Mr. Walker aaswer m^, whtft particular civic reform 
he seeks to establish the removal of the system of joint electorate 
with reservatipn of seats? Sir, the suggestion was made that there 
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was a section of Muslims who did not want joint electorate. (Crils 
of “All! all!” from the Coalition Benches.) Is it not a matter wh!ch 
has to be considered dispassionately ^ There stands a previous agree- 
ment Snd the system has worked for six years. If joint electorate has 
proved to be ineffective or unwholesome, the reasons have to be stated 
publicly. The chargef brought against the (\)rporation in respect of 
neglect of Muslim rights have to be eiujuired into by an impartial 
tribunal and not by the very perscms bringing the charges, who have 
delegat(‘d to tiieinselves tlu* dual function of the ]>r()><ecutor .and are 
carrying through a measure of this description ignoring the funda- 
mental rigliK of others. The nnunlxus whi> have supported the 
pio]io^al t(U' abolition of joint eb‘ctorat(‘ did not <-onsid(‘r what its 
rei)ercussi(ms will be on similar bodies t lirougliout the ju’ovince. 
Will it lead to a hea1t}i\ communal feeling with rt'g-ard to their 
administration y Or, will it not rip open fn^sli schtMues for mutual 
distrust and bitterness? 

Now, let me come tf> the other (jUestiorj and that is tlic redistribu- 
tion of seats It IS ))ioposed in the Hill that the Muslims should get 
— 19 they have now — and the retison given is that they constitute 
nearly per cent, ol the population of the city. So far as ike 

European ]*art> is concerned, the> want about It) per ('cnt. and the 
reason given b\ Mr. Walker, is that they ])ay l-b per ceitt. of the 
rates oj th(‘ Calcutta Ccy’poration, although in respect of po])ulaii«n, 
the> certainl.N an* an insignificant factor. All these ^r(‘ fair and 
Nound prificiples when applied ts) Muslims and Kuropeans. Hut when 
the time comes to ai)ply the same j)rinciples in the case of the Hindus, 
what is it that we find? Seventy per c(*nt. of the population of 
Calcutta are Hindu.s, about To per cent, of the tsixes are paid by the 
Hindus and St) per cent, of the voters ol the municii)ality are Hindbs — 
then why I ask, w'ill y<3\i not apply the s4ime prim-iple to them as well, 
why .should they be relegated to the position of a minority in the 
Corporation of this city ((bies of “Shame! ‘ihame!” from the Congress 
Benches and Cries of “tjuestion, (piestion” frxjm the (kuilition Benches)? 
That is the (pie-stion to which ^o s;itisfactory answer has yet been given 
nor wifi it ever be given? How many seiits have been given to the 
Hindu.s? Here I would raise one fundamental (pieslion. Hindus are 
nowhere. We all come under General Constituency. I claim it as 
my birthright that in future when distributions are made among 
different communities, Hindus must be described as Hindus. We 
have our own rig^hf^ and we want to .see those rights established and 
accepted by the Govel-nment of the da> . Forty-seven seats have been 
given to the General Const it uencie.s and out of this 47, it is w ell known 
that at least two — if not three — seats will not go to the Hindus. *80 we 
will have 44 or 45 electe*! seals out of* 93. That is the position. So 
far as the two Labour ^ts are coaoerned, tlfey are also a ijoubtful 
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fattor. It is not the representatives of trade unions, as provided in 
the Government of India Act, that will have the right to send in their 
representatives, but Government have put in an additional clause — 
they must be also recognised by a machinery set up by the Provincial 
Government! What was the object for this? Why did they impose 
this restriction? Were they afraid that Hindu labourer representa- 
tives, independent of Government influence, would be elected from 
this constituency which must be prevented at any cost? My statement 
remains^ unchalleneged that so far as the elected representatives are 
concerned, tlie Hindus will be in a state of minority in the Corpora- 
tion of, Calcutta (Cries of “No, no” from tha Coiilitioii Benches). 
1 shall not include the three noniinated seats for the Scheduled Castes, 
because I want to consider only the elected seats. ^ Y(»u want separate 
electorate for Muslims as you think you will not otherwise get proper 
representatives. But the Hindus must not be given their majority by 
the open door of election and must depend on three of your henchmen 
on the Corporati(m noniinated by you. You cannot possibly proi*eed 
on the footing that heads I win and tails you lose ! This iniquitious 
provision jvill not be tolerated by us. (Interruptions from the 
Qoalition Benches.) 1 am glad that members of tin* Coalition Party 
are interrupting me, because they feel that they have done an 
injustice, and the more they hear about it, the more impatient and 
/esiless they become. 1 am glad about the interniiit ions, for the 
thrusts are going home! The fact remains that the Hindus have heen 
most unfairly placed in a position of min(»rit>. (VQuestion ; 
question” from the Coalition Benches.) M\ friend, the Hon’ble the 
Chief Minister, said the other day — “Well, how have tlie Muslims 
been treated in the Provincial Assembly? They liave yot been given 
tkei'r majority.” (iranted that the Muslims have not been treated 
properly, granted that they should liave been given a majority; but 
is it not true that the Hindus have been treated with gross injustice? 
The Hindus have not got their due share in this Assembly. , If the 
Muslims have not got what they consider they were entitled to, were 
the Hindus responsible for it? Are yov not astute enough to ascrilie 
this arrangement to chrewd British diplomacy and to the’ British 
Imperialist policy which do not want tliat either the Hindus or the 
Muslims should be in a majority in Bengal. That is the plain truth. 
The Hindus and the Muhammadans of Bengal are not trusted. There- 
fore, each is put in a position of inferiority. They want to see that 
these two major communities do not work together* The Hindus were 
trusted for some time and now* they are not. The Muhammadans have 
yet to prove their trustworthiness, and so the third party must mean- 
while' hold the balance of power. It is no use blaming British 
diplomacy, because any other ^ower in this position wohld perhaps 
have dohe the very same thing. * fiut let me esk, are you not repeating 
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the Tery same blunder in refraining the cx>nstitutioii of the Calcutta* 
Corporation? Yon are not getting a majority so far as Muslim 
representation is coneerned and you are not also giving the Hindus 
a majority, although they form (kS per cent, of the population. The 
balance of power is here again, left in the hand.s of the third party. 
That is not just; that is not fair; that is not statesmanlike. You have 
to realise that only because new powers have c(»mt* to your hands, you 
are by sheer force of votes, deliberately doing an act which is notliing 
but an outrage on Hindu rights and j>rivilege.s. ^ 

What then is the position? It is clear, Sii, that the attack is liot 
mainly on tlie (\*rp(»ration. Gne object is that tln^ progressive 
elements among the Muhammadans will not be allowed to come in, 
because you are providing sej)arate electorate, thaugliter Iroin ilie 
Coalition Party.) 

You may laugh, but you laugh against sheer truth. 1 repeat. Sir, 
the real attack is not on the Corporation, but it is on the Hindus of , 
Bengal. J say emphatically that this is in keeping with the p<dicy 
which has been j)ursued b\ tin* present (lovernmcnt for the last two 
years — the policy of dividing the Hindus, of weakening them, <*f 
crushing them. If the Hon’hb* the Chief Minister or the otller 
Ministers want to throw out a challenge to th<‘ Hindus of the jiroviin'e, 
the refrp()nsibilit\ will he tlleir^. Hut let tl>ain remember that tlie 
challenge will be acce])t^d In the Hindus, They will not hesitatdj U) 
meet in their dens this curious ('ompany of lions and tig(Ms;— now' alas! 
know'U t<r he fak(*d and not r(‘al, roaming about in the ntins of much 
lesser animals. The Hindus shall not hesitate to assert and protect 
their rights. What crime havt* the ('aste Hindus or for the matter of 
that any Himlu committed in this presidency? Who will deny that 
they have been the principal torch-bearers in the fight for IruliA’s 
progres.s and freedom. You are exercising certain rights artd powers 
to-day. Have you got the.se rights and j)ow'ers due to any eftbrts made 
by you? You have to admit this es.seiitiul truth, this cardinal truth 
that whatever powers have coiWe to the people of the country is due to 
the fight that the Hindus thiv)ugh(»ut India and especially the Hindus 
of Bengal carried on for generations. And ^-emember they did not 
fight for themselves but for the millions of the Indian peo])le, 
irrespective of cla.ss and community. 

If that is the position, if the Hindus of Bengal did not hesitate 
to fight with Britijjh Imperialism and make it loosen its hold on the 
most brilliant and dealing gem in the British Crown, think not for a 
moment that they will hesiUite to fight the tin-gods that constitute 
the present Government. ^ 

The Hon’ble the Chief Minister bas got to realise that the Govern- 
ment of to-day do not aojoy the confidence ot the Hindu oovununity 
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wdose interests have been ruthlessly suppressed. If there are Hindu 
Ministers in his Cabinet who have advised him to the contrary — we 
do not know what the alleged ministerial crisis really meant — let me 
say that such advice has not come from men who represent*' their 
coniniunity, but shall I say from the painted dolls^f Kalighat, beauti- 
ful to look at but mere figures and entirely lifeless and powerless. 

My lust appeal to Government is thus : realise that there are dark 
and ominous clouds to-day gathering Over the horizon of this province. 
.The (dioh*e l)elween peace and conflict is to be made by the Govern- 
ment wifli a full sense of responsibility. If you fight, we also fight 
for our^ lives, our rights, our liberties. But even at this late hour let 
me say tlial we do want to live together as friends — Hindus and Muslims 
and (diristians. If we (-an sink our difi'(‘rences and work together, 
the Hindus with their intellectual a(‘hievement, their idealism, their 
passionate longing f(»r the liberation of their motlierland, and Muslims, 

inheritors (d' great democratic traditions (A voick : That is a 

aubtertuge.) It is not subterfuge. If the Hindus and Muslims forget 
their diflertuices and combine, what will liai)])en!'' Bengal’s leadership 
in all-India jjolitica will not be a dream but a reality. The only thing 
that we hav(‘ got t(» do is to adjust our ditlerences with regard to 
fundaiiKuitul j)oints in a broa<l s])irii of mutual trust and good will, 
of ju^ice and fair ])lay and come to some agreement which will be for 
the, good of the Hindus, of Muslims and ot the public of Bengal wdiom 
we'^are here to serve. (Api)lause.) 

Mfi SPEAKER: Mr. Shamsuddin Ahmed, I may give you only 7 
minutes’ time.

1 have 'listened the debate on the third reading? of the Calcutta 
Municipal (Amendment) Bill. As the Hoii’ble Chief Minister is^sroing^ 
to wind up the debate, he will reply to all the points that have been 
raised. Only one ])oint I wish to emphasize and that is that this piece 
of legislation has never denied the liglit of Hindus or any other cfnn~ 
munity. We have tried to be fair, equitable and just. 

Before I comdude, I leid it my duty to thank you, Sir, for the 
able an (f. impartial manner, as is usual with you, with which you have 
conducted the deliberations over this piece of legi.shitive measure 
which d^as evoked so much criticism from one section ot the House at 
various stages. I have also to tliank my trieiids, the Scheduled 
Caste members of the (k)alition party as also ot the European group for 
the supiK)rt they gave and tor tiie helpiul suggestions they offered. 
I think in all fairness 1 sliould also tliank the Ojiposition for their 
eritieisms, and T can only expn*ss my sympatliy as 1 could not see eye 
to eye with thiun. But that is no reason tor holding that they did not 
do their br^st to effect suitable changes to suit their convenience. 1 
hope and trust that when the Bill is put on the Statute Book it w’lll 
bring about harmony and goodwill amongst varioiis sections and com- 
munities inhabiting this griuit city and that those on whom will fall 
the tusk of administering the biggest self-governing institution of this 
province W’ill sink all their differences an<l )ry their level best to 
improve the civic conditions of the city. With tln'se w’ords 1 com- 
mend iny motion to the aeeeiitance ot the House. • 

The Hon’ble Mr. NALINi RANJAN BARKER: Sir, the action 
of till* Hindu Ministers in connection with this Bill has Wen so much 
criticised luith inside this Chamber and outside, that I think it neces- 
sary to make my position clear. Whatever statement I may make in 
this connection, .should be treated as my personal opinion pure and 
simple and not us representing the view-point of the (jovernment. First 
of all, Sir, I am very sorry that I)r. Syamaprasad Mookeriee has 
challenged me that I do not repre.sent the«’Hindu opinion. I agrfe that 
I do not represent the efttire Hindu {^immunity in this province though 
I oome from a Hindu electorate. I could have appreciated that 
challenge from the 1/eader of the OpjKisitioii. Undoubtedly he represents 
the Hindu c*ommimity and can deliver the goods on behalf of the 
Hindus. But I fail to see how^ my position is different from the 
position of Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee. He has also come fit>m a 
pocket constituency, a special constituency. He <^oes not represent the 
entire Hindu community of Bengal. 

Sir, there are three main qu<^stions regarding this Bill. The first 
is the form of electorate^' separate electorate in place of joint electorate; 
the secoitd is the representation of Scheduled U^stes, and the third is 
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the strength and allotiiieut of seats. AVith regard to separate electorate, 
from the standpoint of larger national interests and of the higher ideals- 
of national development, joint electorates would certainly appear to 
be the best and in that view of the matter the present Bill might be 
described as a retix)grade measure as it seeks to replace j-oint electorates- 
where they exist by sepamte electorates. If tliere were no iliti'erences- 
between different sections and communities and it they were prei>ared 
to willingly co-operate and acquiesce in a joint electorate, that would 
no doubt have been an ideal comlition of things, but what are U»e actual 
circumstances we are up against to-day? We have to-day a pre- 
ponderatingly large majority of the Moslem community which insists on 
having and will not accept anything but a separate electorate*. That 
being the position, it would not be practical jKilitics to keep our eyes- 
fixed high up on the ideals disregarding the realities of the situation. 
A compromise seems to be essential it peace and working harmony 
between the (^immunities is to be attained and maintained, at least 
until such time as there is more of trust and understanding between tin* 
tvo major commuint u"'. The ('ommunal Award itself recognised and 
placed its seal of a})j)ro\al on separate (dectoratf* in thi‘ huger legislativtr 
spheie. This again was iKnessary Ixuause the best minds of both the* 
communities (smld not airive at a mutual understanding in reg’ard toi 
communal firoblenis. The (’ong-iess itself, tlmugh regaiding the (Vim- 
munal Award as anti-national, luid. in \ iew <d the hard realities of the* 
situation, to adojit towaids it an .ittitude <d' “neither accept nor r(‘ject.’^ 
E\en the Beng-al (’ongressmen ha\(‘. it appears from their jireseiit 
attitude, •gradually come to realise that the Muhammadan views and 
feelings on the subje('t being what they an*, an aggri'ssive }Mdic\ in this 
matter would be undesirable. Whatever may be the dements of 
.separate electorates, it has become an esbiblished fact for tin* time being 
in the legislative sphere, and it would not be easy to chang-e it wilhont 
a mutual understanding between the two communities. Separate elec- 
torates ^re, n-o doubt, anti-national and tend to create a separatist 
outlook, but fniiu the jiast liist<try <d the administration of the (kdcutta 
Corjwration under .sefxirate ele( torates, it does not appear that .separate* 
electorates luvve proved so baneful to tbe civic administration. 

The aJlministratioii of the ( ’orporatiun under sci}»arate electorates during 
the first nine years of the passing’ of the (’alcutta Municipal Act doe«^ 
in no way compare unfavourably with its subsecpient administratiorj 
under the irgis of joint electorate. Moreover, the subjects of {’onten- 
tion between the two communities and the matters in regard to wdiich 
pressure of a conftnunal nature have Wen felt, have been much the 
same both under .separate elect-orates and the .subse(|iient joint elec*- 
torates. The form of the electorate has made no appreciable difference 
in regard to these and is not likely to do so for some time t-p come. 
Judging from the exp^ienc^ of th^ past, therefore, it would seera 
thet the introduction o| separate electorates tnay not make any very 
great difference to tho efficiency of the civic adminisfr^fion. 
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^he Muslim point of view in this matter is not one which can be 
lightly brushed aside. They maintain that wherever the Hindus are 
in a majority, as in the Corporation, Congress influence will predomi- 
nate : and the Congress party will naturally select such Muslims as 
are prepared to sign the Congress creed or as hafre an affinity with 
them. But Bengal Muslims as a community have not been attracted 
towards the Congress so far, whatever may be the reasons for that. That 
being so, Bengal Muslims feel that those members of their community 
,who wou^d ordinarily get into the Corporation under joint electorates 
would not be true representatives of the community under the prevailing 
state of things. 

The fact has also to be recognised that the Muslims possess consi- 
derable ,powerH over the legislative machinery so as to be able to give 
^jffect to their demands. In view of all these circumstances it would, 
1 felt, be unwise and not at all conducive to constructive work for the 
<*ountrv if in the face of such circumstances we were to let the Muslim 
community carry their demand in the teeth of our opposition. From 
w*hat 1 know from my association with some of the prominent Congress 
leaders now and in the past, 1 can say that it is their opinion that it 
would be unwise t(» oppose separate electorates if the Muslim community 
were solidly in its favour. 

1 may recall in this connection that in the original Act sponsored 
by Sir vSurendra Nath, separate electorates were provided for a period 
of nine years. It was through the efforts of Sir Bijoy Prasad as Minister 
of I.M)c<il Self-Government that it was possible to replace tlpit provi- 
flion in the Calcutta Municiiwil Act by joint ele(‘torates after separate 
electorates had been in operation for the first nine years. And if the 
Caste Hindu Ministers have now reluct^intly actjuiesced in the proposal 
to revert to the principle of .separate electorates, it is in a spirit of 
oomproini.se and in deference to the wishes of an overwhelming majority 
of Muslim members and in the sincere belief that there is no other 
jilternative in the circumstances of to-day which would ensure smooth 
relationship between the two major communities. As a great political 
thinker said, “Sufficient for the statesman if be can grapple with the 
problem of to-day; for the distant future he must leave the posterity 
to provide.” 

Now, Sir, with regard to Scheduled Castes seats, there was a 
persistent demand from the suj)porters of the Government from among 
the Sche<luled Castes members in the Assembly for a separate electorate 
for the Scheduled Castes. But the Government « had accepted the 
principle of joint electorate with reservation of se^ts for the Scheduled 
Castes. Failing to obtain a separate electorate, they insisted that all 
the Sche<luled Caste seats should be given through nomination, if 
neces.sary, by an increase in the^ total number«of nominated seats. In 
this matter ahso a compromise has «been effected, 4 seats bavinir been 
Ifiveu by*^ reservation under a joint electorate and 3 by nomination. 
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One thing must be understood : where the role of the Opposi^on 
is conceived to be to oppose the Government under all circumstances, 
where#the atniOvSphere is all against a spirit of give and take and any 
effort to settle things by mutual discussions and compromise, the Gov- 
ernment naturally db not find it easy to completely disregard the wdshes 
of their supporters on very many matters. 

Regarding the strength and distribution of seats as between the 
different communities, 1 feel that full justice has not been n^eted out 
to Hindus in this matter. 1 have been in jMilities since 1907, and I 
do not think 1 have ever had occasion to take up a communal cry or to 
feel that Hindu interests were in jeopardy. But untortunatcdy com- 
munal considerations are being forced on us, since major political issues 
are nowadays being decided on communal lines. In the circumstances, 
it becomes the duty of one returne«l by a Hindu electorate under a 
system of separate electorates to see that the Hindu cause and Hindu 
interests do not suffer unjustly. 

In the city of Galcutia, whether in point (»f population or in respect 
of the number of voters or again in regard to the amount of rates paid, 
the Hindus have an overwhelming pn‘ponderance. The number of 
Hindu seats should have been increased to a greater e.xtent than has 
actually been provided for in the Bill. Fnder a joint electorate, the 
number of .seats woubl not matter so very much but with sejiarate 
electorates the number f)e(x)mes a matter of very great im|H>rtance. 
Especially, when Muslim seats are being in<Tease<l umler the system 
of separate electorates, Hindu seats should also c'ertainly have been 
increased, so that they could have a substantial majority and not a 
bare majority only. They shouhl have been given, on such a basis, an 
undisputed majority straighUiway through Hindu general elected seats. 
This could be done without in any way reducing Muslim representation. 
In view of the unwillingness of the Coalition Party to agree to give to 
the Hindus a substantial majority in the Corporation to which they are 
entitled by all tokens, if the Hindus entertain any misgivings in their 
minds that they <ould hardly In* blamed for that. The position 
envisaged in the Bill gives the^Hindus a hair-bread Hi of a majority only. 
Thus, in a House of 9d, out of 49 seats csmiposeB of General and Jjabour 
seats, the Hindus may hope to get 47 elected seats only, ap4irt from the 
three nominated seats for Scheduled Castes. The majority is so 
extremely slender that the slightest disturbance (x)uld turn this majority 
into a minority. Considered on communal lines again, the election of 
the 5 aldermen would depend on this majority or minority that the 
Hindus actuality obtain. 

Dr. Sanyal has accused the Caste Hindu Ministers in the Cabinet 
that they should be able^o ge|^ only one more seat for Hindus after all 
these discussions, criticisms and protests. Bill, $ir, even one seat is 
not to be despised, for one seat or one vote has been knofrn to*turn th« 
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socles one way or the other on many a momentous occasion. Moreover^ 
(X)nsi<lerinj^ what the previous provisions were and the demands that had 
subse(iiiently been pressed, separfite electorate for the Scheduled 

Castes, the fillinj;^ up of all the Scheduled (Pastes seats by nomination^ 
etc;., thin^rs mi‘^»-bt have been worse still. It is something’ that this at 
least has been prevented and the Hindus, from a communal point of 
view, given a majority, however small. 

1 do^nol think tliat this matter of representation would make much 
difference to the efbeieney of the administration of the Corporation. I 
believe that after the election this division on communal lines with all 
its ugl‘y< features may not continue so far as day-to-day work inside the 
Corporation (k)uncil Chamber is concerned. Lor, past experience, 
whethef under joint or separate elecdorute, has shown that when it 
comes to actual working, neither the Hindus nor the Muhammadans, 
have remained ahK>f as sefwirate entities. Some from the Hindu side 
and some from the Muslim have, on the other hand, joined together and 
the European councillors also have given their support to this or that 
group, composed of Hindus and Muslims on the various issues. I do 
not think Dr. S^inyal has been fair to Eurojieans in saying that the 
European (Councillors have engineered and kept up divisions in the 
(\)rporat ion. I think that was not a correct jn'cture. Tt is not that the 
Irnlian (Councillors have been too eager to embrace one another and 
that the European ('ouncillors have kept them apart. T ratlier think 
that it was the Tndmn (Vmncillors who have in tlie past (juarrelled among 
themselves and formed <lifferent groups and eac*h of these groups have 
on occ4isions sought Euix>pe4in support. 

liven in otii<*r sphenvs, foi’ (‘Xamjde, in tlie Bengal Council, in 
Deshlxiiidhu (\ K. Das’s time, he had about ' 2'2 Muslims with iiini in 
the Swuiraj Barty, though these Muslim members were returned under 
sejwrate electorates. In the present TjCgislative Assembly itself we 
find iilK)ut ‘.,?0 to Muslims working with Congress members w’ho are 
preponderatingly Hindus. While it is possible that there might be 
differeiues on purely imlitieal questions, in the civic sphere the occasion 
and scope for acute difference between the communities seem t<^ me to 
be very small. Moreover, there wxjuld appear to be verv* little chance 
for Muslims, Anglo-Indians, and Europeans to combine together to 
crush the Hindus in the civic sphere. For these reasons, T believe that 
in the future also on civic matters in the (Vlcutta Ckirporation the 
Hindus and Muhammadans could he made to c(j-operate and work 
together with a little bit of tactful and sympiithefic leaderships. 

There is one aspect of the matter which strikes me as rather 
important, iluslims having obtained ]>ower in the governmental 
sphere would now naiumlly feel' stronger in tBe sphere of the Corpora- 
tion also, and even if they had a les.ser nura|>er of seats, they wouW 
probably succeed in getting mony things done' through the weight of 
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the Ooverument. I should think, therefore, that even with a reudjusil- 
ment of seats to the siitisfactiou of the Hiiniu roniiminity, the Hinilus 
may not on all occasions be able to »ret thinj^s <|one as they want in the 
‘C(»r|)oftition. The attenij^t should, therefore, rather be to briiif? about 
an atmosphere in which cMunbined endeavours by members of the two 
communities in a spirit of mutual understanding and jrood-will may be 
possible. 

Whatever the provisions ot the Muniei])al Itill, tliere is one un- 
healthy tendency which I have been wat<diin^ in tliis connection, and 
that is a tendency to try to divide the Hindu lomnuinity as ladXTeen 
Scheduled (\istes and (^aste Hindus, liec^iuse the latter are to ii pre- 
{vonderatin^r de^^ree supporters of the (’onirress. There is Idfterness 
against the (sm^-ress and this bitterness in its turn is beinp retlecte<l on 
the Hindu cominunity. In fact, things se<‘ni to be coming t<r such a 
jKiss where tlu‘ uiijier class Hindus are bein^r treattal as und(‘sirubles, 
who are to be supjiressed and tahooe<l. (HIhmus from .Nationalist 
Members.) But is this a reasonabh* attitude^ Is this an attitude that 
is desirable!*^ It would not do to foio(‘t that it is these culture«l upjier 
class Hindus wlio ha\e contributed most to tin* fi^dit t(U- tieedoni 
in Bengal and in India. (( dicers from Hon^^ress members.) 'I'lie 
powers that we have ^^aimal to-day in the provinc(‘s ha\t‘ Ix'en i>ossibh‘ 
mainly because (d tin* sacrifice and patriotism of ^tuiiuations of these 
Caste Hindus /(hies of "Tiisten attentively” from (h)nj^rt‘ss Benches), 
and 1 feel that tlo'V do* not deser\e such treatment. The attitude ot 
the Con^ii'ss Opposition ma> have ])rovided an exjuse. I am leady to 
admit tliat there haM* been mans thin^^s in the attitude and actions 
of the ('onpfress OpjKisition to which exception could be t^iken, but 
certainly the sins of tliat OpjKisition .should not be visited u}M>n the 
entire Hindu* community. It wouhl, indeed, be sad if j^ilitical 4ind 
parliamentary vengeance were to take such a form. In any easel if a 
highly-cultured (ommunity, such as the (’aste Hindus reiiresent, were 
brou}?ht -to a state of desperation, I fear the result ( annot be kshmI, for 
the reaction to that treatment mi^fht create a situati(»n which would 
make peaceful and harmonious work extremely difficult in the larger 
spher^ of the administration ^if this province. (Cheers from Congress 
Bemdies.) 

There has been inuch agitation again.st thi.s Bill. It has been des- 
cribed as a “black Bill” in certain (piarters, hut, as I have indimted, 
the provisions of the Bill are not likely to make much difference to the 
actual administration of the Corporation. And while 1 tlnuoughlv 
understand Hindu feelings and .sentiments in this matter, T feel that 
the agitation has been based, in part at least, on certain fears which 
may not be real. (Cheers from Coalition Benches.)

Mr. SPEAKER: Sir Bijoy. 
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« The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
(Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: Apologia of Hindu Ministers!) 1 may 
tell my honourable friend Dr. Sanyal that I do nut intervene in this 
debate either as an apologist on behalf of (iovernment or on behalf of 
myself. I only want to make certain points clear and to place a few 
facts before the House. 

As one who fought against the introduction of separate electorate 
when the (.^alcutta Municipal Bill was on the legislative anvil in 1921 
and as (^ne who was directly responsible for the introduction of joint 
ele(;torale in T feel that T cannot cast my vote in favour of this 

measure in silence. 1 shall explain to the members of this House and 
to the ‘public outside as to why 1 have agreed to support sepjirate elec- 
torate after having fought so long and so bitterly against it. 
(Mr. Sa'ntosh Kfmak IUsf : That is the apologia !) 

Honourable inembers may know that when in 192-1 the Calcutta 
Municijml Bill was in its final stage, Mr. liangford -Tames, the then 
leader of the Kuropean gnmp, made certain suggestions about com- 
promise, namely, that after three elections joint electorate w'ould be 
automatically introduced. That comj)romise was accepted hy Sir 
Surendranath Banerji. All the representatives of the Hindu (‘ommunity 
in the <dd Bengal Legislative (hmncil supjxuted the com])romise, but 
only one representative of the Muslim community, namely, my late 
lamented friend Dr. Abdullah Suhrawardy, supisuted that measure, 
while the rest went against (iovernment. Mr. Langford Janies made 
it abundantly clear as to what made him suggest the compromise. He 
was hoping that within the next nine years, ?.c., within the next three 
terms of the (’alcutta (kirporation, a Royal (\)mmissipn would visit 
India and give its verdict on the working of joint and separate 
electorates, and if .separate electorate was prefeiMible, separate electorate 
would have to be introduced in the Calcutta Corporation. Now, 
it is well known that in the con.stitution of 19-% separate electorate 
has been introduced. That is a fact fiom which we cannot run away. 

Secondly, Sir, in 19-1-1 when 1 had the privilege of introducing joint 

electorate (Mr. Sxntosh Ki mak Ba.sf : You had not the privilege, 

Sir Bijoy. It was in the statute itself!) No, Sir, I ha!J the 
privilege of introducing it*. (Mr. Sa.vtosii Kuauk Basv : You only 
increased the numlHu* qf Muhammadan seats.) No, Sir. I had the 
privilege of intnxhicing joint electorate and of making it an accom- 
plished fact. All the Muslim members of the Council were against it, 
and the Bill was carried with the support of Hitidu and European 
members of the Council. So, the Muslim community of Calcutta, or 
of Bengal, never aci'epted joint electorate. This is a fact which Gov- 
ernment (cannot ignore. Sir, what I would like to point out is that 
Government as a practical bodx could pot alrord to ignore realities. 
However much it mightrbe desirahie to introduce joint electorate and 
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help the fuaion of the two communitfes in civic and political botifea* 
it was a far cry, and it was not to he frir at least some time to come, and 
Government thought that the feelinjj between the two comniunities 
woultf improve if instead of forcing? the Muslims to accept joint elec- 
torate they w’ere jriven separate electorate and allowed the right to 
(•h(K)se their own representatives. (Rai Harkndha Nath : 

Where was this practical suggestion in 19-h'ty) Sir, I tried and we 
found that it proved a failuie. ((’lies of ‘‘Ho! ho!” from ('ongresH 
Benches.) Sir, it was the result of exp<‘rience. {Cries of “Hear! heur!’*^ 
from Coalition Benches.) 1 make a c(»ntession ot that, and 1 am not* 
ashamed of it. T tried as an honest man, and I did my best to fcjtht 
lor joint electorate, but it pn)ved a lailure. Let my lnmo\iia()l^‘#trien(is^ 
ac(‘ej)t reality. 

(At this stage there was s(une uproar.) 

Mfi Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: Sir, will the ()pj)osition l)« alh»we(f 
to interrupt tlie Hon'ble Minister in this way? Dr. Syainaprasutl 
Mookerjee was not interruj)ted when he was speaking. Then why this 
thrust against tlie llon’ble Minister P 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: There is no thrust. The 
Hon'ble Minister cannot explain himself. 

The Hon’ble Sir BrjOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, there are 

three isspes involved in this Bill, viz., separate electorate tor the 
Muslims, reservation ot seats eithei through election or thiougli 
nomination tor the Schedule (bistes, and the jiositif)!! of the Caste 
Hindus in Calcutta, i.r., whethei the (’aste Hindus should be in a 
majority or reduced to a minority. Sir, in the llhJ-l Act, the,totail 
number ot seats were S4 of which there were 47 general seats: of these 
47 general seats wards Nos. lo, Ifj and 17 were generally captured by 
European candidates or those who were elected to the Corporation wen? 
elected with the support of the Kuroijean and the Anglo-Indian voters. 
So the actual majority in 19^4 was 4. Now, Sir, in the 1934 Act tlie 
total fliumber of seats was increased t<i 87, OJ these 87 seats, 43 were 
general seats on that liasis, so that the Hindu community of Cul(uittu 
was reduced to a ijiinority of one. But the minority did not matter 
because the 19 Muslimii and the 43 Hindus that used to be elected 
practically came thnmgh the general electorate. That was the justi- 
fication for reducing the general seats to a minority of one. Now, in 
this Bill the nuinbtr is 47. This 47 includes 2 labour seats. My 
hoiftiurable friend Dr. Syamaprasad Mcmkerjee will pnibably argue 
that where is the guarantee that these two seats will go to the Hindus. 
But we know it for certftin th^^t 4he mejority of I^abour in Calcutta are 
none but Hindus, and ^there is a Tribunal and the applications for 
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' registration of Trade Unions will be decided by the Tribunal and not 
^t> there can he no political pressure brought on the 
Tribunal to reduce the majority to a minority, ok to favour one com- 
munity in preference to^another. Sb^in my own mind I have very little 
doubt that probably there is 99 per cent, chance of these two labour 
seats to the Hindus of Calcutta. Thus the total number of seats 

that will go to the Hindus will be 47 as against 46 out of 9-‘l, so that the 
Hindus will have a majority of one. That explains the position and 
these are the grounds on whicli w’e tlie Caste Hindu Ministers have 
-agreed to a comproniise. Sir, I fully agree with my honourable 
'^tookherjee, that the Hindus of Calcutta have no reason to 
be tfatiidjed with the position in wdiich they have been pla<-ed. I yield 
to none in niy feeling tliat their position should have been improved 
or (lovernnieiit (;ould have be(‘n more fair to the Hindu community. 
But life is a com[)romise and it is more so in jmlitics (Mr. S\ntosh 
Kumaj{ Bash: By sacrificing everytliing !) No, not by siurificing 
everjirthing but hy gaining a majority of one. The minority of one has 
beeu turned into a majority of one, so that it is suflflcieut justification 
for accepting that compromise. And T am h()i)ing that the day is not 
in the distant future, if not in the immediate future, when se})ai'ute 
electorates will disaippear and again both Hindus and Muslims will 
decide to get themselves elected through a joint electorate. Jlut, for 
the time being, wv must submit to the inevitable. 


Mf, SPEAKER: As T find that it is not likely that the debate is 
t^ be concluded by 8 ji.m. to-night and as 1 do not Want^ in an 
important matter like this, that the debate should be curtailed I w'ould 
HOW' adjourn the Uou.se.

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Our idea is to request 
you to adi^ni the House till Tuesday, io that the House can meet on 
Weduesda^ the 17th instant. 
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The Csloutta Municipal (Amendment) Bill, ISafti 

Mr. SPEAKER: We will now resume discussion on the third 
reading of the Cahnitta Municipal (Amendment) Bill. Is 
Mr. Shamsuddin in a better mood to-dav? 

Mfe SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: I was prepared to speak la.st night, * 
but I am not in a mood to sjieak to-night. I have discussed with my 
party the details of the Bill. The opinion of tlie ]»aity has bejui made 
known on the floor of this House in a tlefiiiite mariner. AVe have 
specifically declared ourselves in favour ot joint elertorales atKl aboli- 
tion of nomination to which even the Hon'ble the Chief Minis(<‘r agreed 
(mly a few montlis ago. Sir, after this I do not want to say anything 
more. If tliere is a division <alled in this House, my party will not 
take any })art in it. 

Mr, SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Mr. Speaker, the op|M),sition, the 
uncompromising opposition which we have put forward to almost every 
clause of this Bill, we desire to maintain at this its final stage, That 
opposition was put forward because in our view and in the view of the 
overwhelming majority (4! the citizens of Calcutta this Bill was a most 
pernicious measure. (Crie^ of “hear, hi'a)*’ fi'oin t)u* Congress 
Benches.)* In that ojipositioii we carried wulh u> the sympatliies, the 
convictions and, I nia\ add. the support of the Nationalist (iroup of 
this House, of the Krishak Proja (iroup in this House and of the 
Independent ^scheduled Caste Party in this House. The Ministry ma> 
feel some satisfaction at finding u.s, due to no fault of ours, but iluc to 
the Communal Award, the name of which was invoked by the Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister in the course of his reply the other day, in a position 
of numerical inferiority. But if we are in amiimerical inferiority to-day 
we have this satisfaction that we arc voicing in this House the united 
opinion of the majority, the #)verwhelming majority, of the citizens of 
Calcutta. • 

Sir, the objectionable clauses of this Bill, to which we have taken 
exception in the cotirse of the discussions during the last few weeks, 
and against which we, jointly with the Nationalist Group, the Krishak- 
Proja Group and the Independent Scheduled Caste Group, have entered 
our protest, apart from being anti-aational and anti-democratic, are 
opposed to all reason, to all commonse, U) all ideas of justice and 
f airplay, and are further calculated to prejudice flie growth of civic 
consciousness and the e:^an.sion of civic freedom. Now, what*are the 
other objectiottfible features.^ • The^ first and foremost amo%it them is 
tlie proposal to substitfite the system of communal electoral in the 
30 * ‘ 
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place of the existing joint electorate. The justification for that change 
is contained in a few words — the pretended justification for the same 
is contained in a few words which were contained in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons. It is said that Muslim Councillors returned by 
joint electorates have very largely represented the wishes of the majority 
community and have not been truly representative of Muslim interests. 
Sir, I shall answer that by reading out the names of the Muslim members 
who were returned to the Calcutta Corporation under the system of 
joint eleetorate. In the year 1933 when the joint electorate came into 
force, there were returned to the Corporation, amongst others, 
Mr. Shamsuddin Ahmed who until recently enjoyed the confidence of 
the Trea'sury Benches, Mr. Muhammad Rafiq, Mr. S. M. Yakub, Dr. R. 
Ahmed, Mr. Haji Muhammad Akbar, Mr. Shamsul Haque, Mr. M. A. H. 
Ispahan’i, Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq who, if I mistake not, is the same 
person as the Chief Mini.ster, Khan Bahadur Momin, Captain Dabir- 
uddin Ahmed, Mr. M. A. Haque, Mr. Muhammad Ali Khan, Mr. Haji 
Muhammad Abdur Rezak and Mr. Muhammad Hashim. And may 
I remind the House that a considerable number these gentlemen, 
whose names I have just mentioned, were also returned to the Corpora- 
tion in previous years under the then existing system of separate 
electorate. It is now said. Sir, that in the year 1933 when Mr. A. K. 
Fazlul Huq and others were returned to the ('orporation under the 
system of joint electorate, they were not truly representative of Muslim 
interests. 

It is further said in the Statement of Objects ami Reasons that there 
was an insistent demand for such a restoration. Sir, I have waited in 
vain in this House day utter day, week after week, to hear from the 
Hon’ble Minister in charge (if this Bill as to when and where there 
was /ill insistent demand for the restoration of separate electorates. I 
am well aware tliat in the year 193f» there was a movement among the 
leaders of which was the Xawab Bahadur himself for persuading the 
Muslim community to boycott the (h)r})oration. Sir, T am not against 
boycott on pnqier oc*casion.s" and in proper time, and I am not against 
non-co-operation on pnqier occasions and in proper tiuie. But when 
the Nawab Bahadur and his comrades tried to steal the thunder of the 
Congress I waited to see what were the grounds on which he was leading 
the movement for a boy<‘ott of the Corporation. And, Sir, I say without 
any fear of contradiction, having read the literafure of these days — 
fortunately or unfortunately I was not a guest of the Government then 
— having read the literature that was issued by Nawftb Bahadur 
and his comrades, 1 found that fhe one and the (pily ground on which 
that movement had been started was the conduct of certain Councillors 
of the Corporation regarding percentage in the services. Not one word 
was said to the eftWt that the Muslim Cruncillors, who had been 
returned to the Corporation under ;tbe system of joint electorate, were 
lltit trul^i representative of Muslim interests. ' J again repeat without 
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fear of contradiction that the issue of joint electorate versus separate* 
electorate was not one of the issues which the Nawab Bahadur and his 
comrades placed before their countrymen on that day. 

Sir, in examining the necessity or otherwise for substituting the 
system of separate electorate in place of j<»in< electorate, 1 desire to 
make a few preliminary considerations and then place before the House 
certain facts. It is said in the Statement of Objects and Reasons that 
the Muslim Councillors who had been returned by joint electorates 
have not been truly representative of Muslim interests. Now,#Sir, what 
are the Muslim interests— I venture to ask — which are referred to in 
the Statement of Objects and Reasons, whether it is water-supply or 
w’hether it is the city’s drainage, whether it is town-plaifning, or 
whether it is the removal of insanitary bust rex and the replacement of 
sanitary busters in their place, whether it is the problem of health 
coupled with the problem of sanitation, or whether it is the interest 
of labour, whether it is tlie system of primary educatioti, or whether 
it is one ot the many beneficent schemes that the Corpcjration embarked 
upon from the time to time!'' There is nothing in the (^ah'utta (h)rpo- 
ration which can be called Muslim interests or Hindu interests or 
Christian interests. There are no interests which 1 know' of, and no 
interest has been mentioned in this House which can be described as 
Muslim interests. I know oi civics, but has any one in this House 
heard in recent times or at any time of Hindu civics or Muslim civics or 
Christian civics? • 

Now, Sir, coming to the results which the different communties (and 
in this connection may I confine my.self to Muslim community?) have 
achieved under the system of joint electorates, the first thing that 
strikes us is that under the system of joint electorates the number of 
Muslim voters stood higher than in an\ previous year. That is^borne 
out by the facts ami figures which we find in the records of the {h»rpora- 
tion. I nder this system of joint electorate, there were case’s in which 
Muslim ■ candidates polled the highest number of votes among the 
successful candidates. (Cries of “Hear, hear” fnmi the f!ongresfl 
Benches.) Tender the system oi joint electorate, Bengali Muslims — 

I me»n the children of the !S)il — were returned in larger numbers than 
they had been returned under the system of separate electorate. (Mr. K. 
Noori'DDIN: Question!) I hear Mr. Nooruddin saying “question". 

I ask him to go through the records (»f the Corporation and find out 
for himself how- many Mu.slims were retiirne<I under the system of joint 
electorate, how m%ny of them were children of the soil and how' many 
of them came fronj outside. If he will examine the figures for (»ne 
moment, he himself will — however unwilling he may be — bear out the 
correctness' of my statement. 

Now, Sir, come % tht wxed *question of the services. For I 
know that it is the oue«question wfiicb, whether in the provincial sphere 
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or the civic sphere, has been taxing the brains of members of this 
What are the figures? Up to the time we had the official- 
ridden Corporation, the percentage of Muslim appointments was only 
eight. When the power that now stands behind the Ministry tfnd is 
helping them to pilot this Bill in this House was in power in the 
Corporation, the percentage of Muslim appointments was only eight. 
From 1924 to 1933, under the system of separate electorate, the per- 
centage of Muslim appointments rose from 8 to 16, and what do you 
think, Sir, was the percentage when Muslims and Hindus were jointly 
'returned under the joint electorate system? The percentage from 1933, 
the year in wliich join! electorale came into force, has been 24. 

< 

Sir, in anticipation ot any question being put by my honourable 
friend Mr. Nooruddin, may I give him the figures here and now? From 
1933 up to 1937, the total number of vacancies which had been filled 
up by the Corporation was 1,981, and the total number of Muslims who 
had been appointed to those vacancies was 473. (Mr. AnnuL W.\HAn 
Khan: Including chaprashis.) (Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu: Always 
thinking of chaprashis!) 1 wish. Sir, that before making that inter- 
jeclion my honourable frituid had sati'.fieil himself with the correctness 
of the figures and had not raised such a Irivolous question in this House. 
The number of Muslims a])pointcd to administrative posts — not 
chaprashis — my friend may feel great concern for them — wt also have 
concern for them — the number of Muslims appointed to administrative 
posts in tlie (\)rporation was 473 out of 1,981, which works out to a 
percentage of more than 23. Sir, after this will there be any one here 
who will be bold to maintain on the basis of faids and figures that 
Muslim interests have been prejudi(‘ed by the Muslim members who were 
returned under the system of joint electorate!^ 

r 

Now, Sir, that is not all. Take the grants to Muslim charitable 
institutions and hospitals. Sir, 1 am not overstating the case for the 
Corporation if 1 say that hhere were hardly any grants made by the 
Corporation when it was official-ridden to Muslim charitable institu- 
tions and hospitals. Those grants are increasing year after year in 
consideration of the meKts of those institutions. Take the gra^its to 
what are known as exclusively Muslim hospitals. They have increased 
by leaps and bounds ever since the introduction of joint electorate in 
the Corporation. Sir, I am speaking from facts and figures and not 
giving play to my imagination. Then again taKe the spread of primary 
education. Compare it with what was done by the official-ridden Corpo- 
ration up to 1924. WTien you come to primary schools, the position in 
1936-37 w'as that 169 schools had predominantly Hindu pupils and as 
many ar 61 schools had predominantly Muslim pupils; and in the same 
year the number of pupils rose 'to 2e,57P amongst Hiadus as against 
^719 amongst Muslims.' 
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Sir, after I have given a short summary of what was done by thd 
Corporation under the system of joint electorate and after having ^coin*^ 
pared if ^ifb the record of the Corporation up till the year 1924, when 
it was in the hands of my friends to my left — 1 mean the Europeans^ 
and when I compare it with the record of advancement made under 
the system of joint electorate, I ask now in all seriousness: can anyone 
maintain at the present day that Muslim interests have at all suffered 
under the system of joint electorate ^ I say again. Sir, that there is 
really no such thing as Muslim interest, as ojiposed to Hindu interest 
or Christian interest. The idvie interests of the city have been promot- 
ed, have been enlarged beyond measure during the years which have 
rolled on from 1924 onwards, and during those years, if one lAay single 
out any period, the years 193d to 1939 have sh(»wu the best record of 
work that the Corporation has shown in recent times, and that was the 
period when the Corjioration was under the system of joint elc‘ctorate. 

Then, again, 1 hope the HoiCble the (Jhief Minister w'ill bear me 
out when I sa> that the first Muslim Mayor was elected by the Corpo- 
ration during the jieriod that joint electiuate was in force, and if I 
mistake not, Sir, he himself was the first Muslim Mayor of the Cor- 
jmration. 

These are the facts which the Treasury Hench<‘s have t(» meet, have 
to meet — not by declai^iation but by countering them by another set of 
facts based on truth. 1 say. Sir. that facts are absent, bt‘cause thoso 
facts cafln(»t be manufactured 1(>-day. The records (»f tlit* Corporation 
are there; the rec(»rds sjieak for themselves, and I wioild submit, Sir, 
that it would be a travesty of truth to say that the Muslim Councillors 
returned thiough the joint electorate have not been truly representative 
of Muslim interests. * 

Xow, Sir, coming to the next (d)jectionable feature of this Hill, 
namely, the distribution of seats among the different c(uumunities, wdiat 
are the facts? May I, first of all. jdace before this House tw'o state- 
ments which were circulattMl among the members of the Selei't (yom- 
mittt*e at the instance of the (Tovernmeiit of yie day? Statement No. I 
reads in this w^ay : — Constituency — Muslim: population — 280,867: per- 
centage of population — 24*7 or 2o j»er cent,: the number of seats to 
which the community is entitled out of a total of 84 elected seats includ- 
ing 12 + 2 special seats — 21 : the number of .seats proposed to be allotted 
— 22 : difference which means w eightage — 1 . 

» 

Now let us come to what are known as general constituencies : popu- 
lation is grven as 840,480 : percentage is given as 73 '6 or 74 per cent. : 
number of seats to which the community is entitled out of fl total of 
84 elected seats — 62: numBer o{ seats •proyosed to be allotted — 46: 
difference which meayS deduction — 16. The facts, speak for ihemselwf. 
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Now, roming to the second statement w'hich gives the number of 
seat^t to which the different communities are entitled : out of a total 
of 70 elected seats — now 71 — excluding 14 special seats, ^ the 
number of seats to which the Muslim community is held to be 
entitled is 18 : the number of seats proposed to be allotted is. 
22 : the difference which means weightage is 4. But when you come 
to the general constituencies, what do you findP It is stated in State- 
ment No. II that the number of seats to which the community is entitled 
out of a t/)tal of 70 elected .seats is 51 : number of seats proposed to be 
allotted is 40: the difference, that is, deduction, is 5. 

Sir, having read these two statements submitted by the Government, 
may I uhC on what basis one community is given weightage and another 
community is ijresented with a deduction of JO in the first case and 
of 5 in ilie second caseP Sir, as I said a few moments ago, the figures 
supplied by the Government sj)eak for thtunselves. But that is not all. 
May 1 in this connection draw the attention of tin* House to a few more 
figuresP May 1 tell the House what was the api)roximate number of 
Muhammadan electors on the final electoral roll at the fifth municipal 
general electiimP Tlie number was 8.887. 8,387 voters are given 

22 scats under the ])resent Bill, working out at one seat for 381 voters. 
The general constituencies claimed at the san»e election as many as 
70, '-244 voters and they have been given onh 17 seats, working out at 
one seat per 1,500 voters. Again, J say that i.s not all: coming to the 
percentage of different communities in the matfer of payment of rates 
and taxes, we find that the Mu.slim (‘ommunity pay 5-01 per^(*ent. of 
the rates and taxes. We also find that the j)ercentage which the 
Europeans, the Anglo-Indians and the Jews (tombined can claim exclud- 
ing Government, Port Gommissioners, Railways and the Calcutta 
Improyement Trust is, according to the Cor])oration figures, only 12*4 
per cent. Tlie Hindu (Munmunity's jiercentage of the total rates and 
taxes is nearly 80 per cent., if not more. On those figures can any one 
justify putting the majority community in the position of a minority 
community — a community wliich has for the last 50 years and more 
paid an overwhelmingly large percentage of the rates and taxes which 
has enabled this city to be built in the manner in which it has* been 
built, which has enabled this city to grow in the manner in which it 
has grown, which has enabled the Corporation to minister to the needs 
of all citizens alike, whether they are Hindus, Mu.slims, Christians or 
Sikhs, which has enabled the Corporation to impart primary education 
to the children of all the citizens of Calcutta including the poorer 
classes, without di><tinction of race, caste and religion? Can any one 
maintain that the figures w’hich have now been allotted to the majority 
community are based on justice? Sir, the House will not misundo^- 
atand me, 1 and my party are wot among those who have asked or 
will ask in future for the reduction of. a single seat so far as the Muslim 
cotnmunity is concerned. We have not taken up^ that position, we do 
\ 
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not propose to take up that position and we shall not take up that poli-* 
tion in future, but what we demand in the name of justice and fair jplay 
is this : the principle on which you have allotted 2'2 seats to the Muslim 
comnfunity is the principle which you ought to have followed yourselves 
in determining how many seats the majority community is entitled 
to in the Council ChainWr or the Corporation. 

Now, Sir, I come to the third objectionable feature of the Bill, 
namely, the system of nomination. Sir, it is a system which has been 
time and again condemned by all sections of this House. But, never- 
theless, it is a system which is sought to be perpetuated in this Bill.* 
Not long ago from the Trea>ur\ Bem-hes we got the answer that the 
system of nomination was disapproved b\ them too. But when we 
come to actual practice, we find that that system is being perj)etUHted in 
spite of their declaration to the contrary. It is a system, which, — every 
reasonable liuman being will agree with me when 1 say — is anti- 
democratic: it is a system which may also be described as anti-diluviau. 
But still, notwithstanding the profe.ssions and decdarations made by 
the members of the Treasury Bemdies, that system is being perpetuated. 
(A VOICE FHo.M THE CoAf-iTioN Be.ncu : Wliut ubout the (h)ngress Working 
Committee,^) I am thankful for that interj(‘ction. The (^»ngress Working 
Committee is nominated by the (^ongress President : so is tin* Council of 
Ministers nominated by the (iovernor of Bengal, so are the members of 
the Kxeciitivt* (’oumdl of tin* (jovtunment of India nominat(‘d by the 
Governor-fjeneral of India. I wish my friend who made this interjection 
had y)au8ed one moment to realise the meaning (»r the folly of his inter- 
jection ! Sir, in all civilised countries, whether it is Great Britain, Ame- 
rica, France or any other country, the constitutional head always nomi- 
nates his Cabinet and similarly the constitutional head of the Indian 
National Congress nominates his (’abinet : tl^e constitutional head of the 
Muslim League also nominates his Cabinet. I believe that possiWy my 
honourable friend who made the interjection forgot that ftKt in the 
enthusiasm of the moment, in his enthusiasm to condemn the Congress, 
and thought that there was an analogy betwieen the .system of ncmiination 
to the civic councils and the system of nominaticm that exists in Govern- 
ment, or in Congress or in afiy otlier political organisation. Now, Sir, 
this system of nomination is responsible for flepriving the members of 
the Scheduled Castes in Calcutta of their legitimate rights; instead of 
the opportunity — shall not use the word “opportunity”, I .shall use 
the word “right” — instead of the right that is theirs to elect their own 
representatives, to elect repre.seutatives in whom they have confidence 

(A VOICE : By* separate electorate) no, not by the system of Me])urate 

electorate, but by fhe system of joint electorate; instead of that right 
being conceded to them, that right has been trampled under foot and 
members of the Scheduled Castes who number thousands and iJiousands 
in Calcutta htfve now to look te the* crumbs that fall from the Minis- 
terial table. That is i»ot a state of things which any respectable huniM 
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' W?ing will approve of — that is not a state of things which any respectable 
huipan being ever conceived of when this measure was brought before 
this House. 

Now, Sir, I have put before you shortly the reasons for which we 
on this side of the House put forward strenuous opposition to almost 
all the clauses of the Bill. 

There is only one other matter which I desire to refer to in this 
connection and it is the reply which the Chief Minister gave to a 
question » which 1 put to him with your leave, requesting him to 
declare the basis on which these figures had been worked out, — the 
figures allotted to the different communities. Sir, the statement which 
he mad^ in reply to the question I put him was a rambling or a 
random statement in which he referred to the Government of India 
Act; and he also referred to the iniquitous Communal Award. Sir, 
1 w^as glad that he joined with us in condemning the Communal 
Award. I agree with him that under the Communal Aw’ard of Ramsay 
Macdonald the Muslim community have not got the number of seats 
w’hich they were entitled to have in this House. But may I ask him 
at the same time to tell the House if the Hindu community under 
that Communal Award got the number of seats which wuis their due? 
If the Muslims have been deprived of their legitimate number of 
seats, have not the Hindus been deprived of more, far more than 
what the Muslims have been deprived of? Let us agree at this 
moment, to combine for the purpose of condemning the iniquitous 
Communal Award of Ramsay Macdonald. But that was no answer 
to the question which I put to the Chief Minister asking him w'hat 
was the basis on which these figures had been worked out. What w’as 
the policx underlying the^p figures? To that question 1 received no 
reply* Whether it w'as due to the fact that there was no ^policy or 
basis he could think of or whether there was an apprehension in his 
mind that if he were to admit or declare the policy or the basis, he 
would miserably fail, or w^iether it was due to his constitutional 
inability to make a clear and understandable statement on an 
important point at issue, 1 do not know., But this we know that in 
his reply he went into al^ facts other than those which had a bearing 
on this ([uestion of figures. I therefore say and I think I have a 
right to say that the Hon’ble the Chief Minister's ^eply was a confes- 
sion of his own weakness so far as the allotment of seats to the 
different communities is concerned. The figures which I have given 
to you from the Government’s statement delivered the members of 
the Select Committee show that there is really no* basis, no justifica- 
tion for putting the, majority community into a state of minority and 
after all what have the majority community done to deserve this 
unfair, this unjust treatment? I have not had any answer yet from 
the Treasury Bench duribg the long discussion* we had. But looking 
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into the records of the proceedings of this House, — unfortunately^ Sir, 
due to circumstances beyond my control I happened to be abseift on 
that day, — I find that the answer was furnished by Sir George 
Cam]Aell, the then Leader of the European Group. The answer he 
gave was that they entirely disapproved of a strong political party 
getting control over the Corporation. Sir, when I read that speech 
of his, I felt staggered. 1 asked myself “stand Britishers where 
they did,” that one of their represen uitives and the Leader of the 
European Group should stiind up in this House and say that .we object 
to a political party getting control over the Corporation. He said 
further and that is the real reason for the way in which tliese figures 
have been worked out. I was almost going to say concocted.* He said 
“we feel it is worthy of a trial to get more evenly balanced power in 
the Corporation.” It was an echo of the w^ords w'hich Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie used when lie enacted the Act which is known as the 
Mackenzie Act. That measure was enacted by the same power whose 
representative to-day, in this House, is Sir George Campbell. Sir 
Alexander also used w’ords almost similar to those of Sir George. He 
said, “Let there be one lot of elected councillors, the same number 
of nominated councillors and let there be a Cliairman above them and 
over them, so that the casting vote of the Chairman may be decisive- 
of any and every important question and every important problem 
that may be dealt with for the moment.” hivenly balanced power 
then as now ! * 

Sir, i do not like to detain this House for an unnecessarily long 
time. I would thank the honourable members for the indulgence 
which they have already show’n. It is an indulgence not shown to 
me personally; it is an indulgence which they have to show, and each 
and every one of u.s have to show’ to correct facts and figures; iCis ,in 
indulgence which is not shown to a member of the Congn*ss Party, 
but it is an indulgence wdiich every member of the House has to show 
to unchallenged and unchallengeable records. This being the re<*ord, 

I say, Sir, that this Bill stands self-c(»ndemued. This Bill I shall 
describe as one of the most* iniquitous measures of the recent times. 
Looking back to the past, may I remind this*House that this city was 
robbed of this small amount of civic freedom which it had up to the 
year 1899 and robb«d by Sir Alexander Mackenzie, the then Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal. That Act of Sir Alexander Mackenzie led the 
late Surendra Nath* Banerji and his comrades and followers to adopt 
an attitude of hostility, an attitude of justified hostility tow’ards tho 
powers that were then ruling Bengal, but at the time of walking out 
of the Corporation the late Surendra Nath Baiferji indulged in a 
prophecy which came tfue within a^ quarter of century.’ I still 
remember his Irords, the wo?ds*ai^ ringing ip my ears. In the year 
1923 he said with justifiable pride “I have witnessed the rebirth ^ 
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the city of my birth robed in the mantle of freedom.” That mantle 
is ifow sought to be desecrated by hands profane. I say so not in 
Anger but in sorrow. That , mantle is now sought to be desecrated, 
torn to pieces, cast to the wunds; but the indomitable persistency, the 
determination to “surrender not” which w’as Sir Surendra Nath’s and 
which inspired his countrymen and within the next 25 years led them 
to victory, inspires us still. 

The noble edifice which he erected on the foundations of mutual 
Jove, mutual toleration and mutual co-operation is now sought to be 
razed to the ground and in its place a miserable structure is sought 
to be raised based on foundations of mutual suspicion, mutual jealousy, 
and mutual unhealthy rivalry. We may go out of this House to-day 
after losing this fight. But may 1 tell members of this House with 
whom 1 have worked for the last two years and more that indomitable 
persistency and determination to surrender not are the priceless 
legacies which the late Sir Surendra Natli Banerjee handed down to 
us? Sir, we may lose in this House. 1 know we are faced with that. 
But I have hope, faith and cimfideni'e in tlic future. I have the 
courage to resist this Bill and to resist it until it is removed from the 
statute book which it is out to disgrace. I have not the slighte.st 
doubt that the citizens of Calcutta, Hindus, Muhammadans and 
Christians, I say Muhammadans on purpose, will combine at no 
distant time in order to remove this desecration that is sought to be 
perpetrated in order to re-robe the city of our birth, or of our adoption 
as the case may be, with the mantle of freedom. Sir, th^*> sous of 
Bengal, the sons of (^alcutta suffered for more than a quarter of a 
century for the same cause of civic freedom. They met with the same 
fate for 25 long years and always at the hands of the same power 
w'hich is now being represented by my friends on the left. But history 
has shown, and I have no doubt that history will repeat itself, that 
the citizens of Calcutta us they showed then so will they show now, are 
able to withstand the same <>r similar aggression. They will show, 
iSir, they have the faculty of remembrance of lost freedom. They will 
show that they have indomitable persistency still in them. They will 
allow, Sir, that they haw? still that determination not to surrender to 
the forces of reaction; and with the combined help of the citizens of 
Calcutta, Hindus, Muhammadans and Christians,. I feel sure that 
this Bill which you are now going to put on the statute book will be 
removed ere long. With these words. Sir, I oppose the motion that 
the Bill be passed. * 

Tht Hoii’bie Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, it is a matter of the 
deepest ' regret to me that at this stage when the curtain is about to 
fall on the passage of thic Bill throwgh this House, my friends 
jpr. Syaipaprasad Mookerjee and Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose have thought 
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fit to deliver what I cannot but call fijfhting speeches, while my friend 
Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee has further challenjfed to a mortal confbat 
not merely the Muslim members of the C<mlition Party but practically 
the 30 millions of the Muslims of Bengal. He has referred t() us 

contemptuously as the tin g-ods. 1 recij)ro(ate the sentiments 

expressed by him in the fullest measure, and 1 can assure him that 
we know liow to treat these expression*' with undisfriiised contempt. 

I can assure him that before the world is verv much loiifrer he will 
find what these tin gods are capable of. If my friends of tha Opposi*^ 
tion have thrown out a challenge, that challenge will be clieerfully 
accepted, and I wait to see the day when that [)romised agitation is 
going to materialise, wliich will remove from the statute book*the Hill 
which I hope will soon be t)laced on the statute book with the perma- 
nent laws of the land governing the civic ailminist ration of tliis city. 

Sir, with tlie speech of Dr. S.xamaprasad Mookerjee I w’ill deal 
later on. Hut 1 will make >ome referenc(* to the points that have 
been raised b\ iii\ friend Mr. Host* and point out to this House the 
plausible platitudes and the mistaken statements of facts on which he 

has sotight to base his argument^. Let im* b(‘gin witli his remarks 

on the ('omniunal Award. A f«*w da>s ago 1 rea<l out to tliis House 
the opinions not of Muslims, not of Europeans, not of Hureaucrats, 
but of leading j)oliticians belonging to the Hindu community, men 
like the late Mr. (loklgile, Sir ('hamanlal Setalval, Dr. Hajendra 
Prasad, and Mr. Ha jag'opalachariar, who all frankly admitted that in 
the present state of Indian societN, separate electhrat»‘ for the Muslims 
is the onl_\ c(»nceivable method of giving them ))ro])er representation. 
Now, Sir, ma> I remind my friend Mi. Ifose that this (jm‘stion of 
separate electorate for Muslims was thorough 1\ discussed in the year 
191 C at Lucknow at a time when m> friend Mr. Hose was not 
politically born and when we, at Lucknow, after da>s (»f earnest 
endeavour, arrived at what is known as the hisicnical liUcknow' Pact. 
And w’ho w'ere the Hindu leaders present then at Lucknow ^ Sir 
Sureudra Nath Hanerjee, Mr. Hhupeiidra Nath Hasu, Mr. V. It. Das, 
Mr. Ambika Charan Mazum.^ar. laiia l.»ajput Hai, Pandit Motilal 
Nehru, and Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya dnd such others w'ere all 
there. My friend Mr. Bose was perhaps a boy at .school and so he 
was absent. Had Ia* t>een present he might liave perhaps influemed 
our decisions to the contrary. All these giants of Hindu political 
rights agreed without hesitation that separate electorate mu.st be 
conceded to Muslims, and not for a period only hut permanently till 
the Muslims and Hindus came to some other understanding by mutual 
consent. Yo^i read and you will find it unequivochlly expressed that 
separate electorate for Mpslims was th|f only point on which diiicussion 
had centred. On the point PegSriJing thC quantity of representation 
to be given to the Muslims in the various provinces, there was a time 
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when the whole negotiations were about to break down and after three 
da.^8 of diseussion, as is well known to those who have read the history 
of that pact, we from Bengal conceded that for the sake of ^oming 
to an agreement the Muslims of Bengal might accept a representation 
much lower than that to which we were entitled on population basis. 
That Lucknow Pact was the basis of the first Reforms known as the 
Montagu-Chelmsford Reforms, and from 1916 onwards the Indian 
Congress — I refuse to call it national at the present moment — the 
Indian Congress has not thought fit to declare from its high pedestal 
that separate electorate should be condemned and the Muslims should 
not have separate electorate as being antagonistic to national advance- 
ment. (Dr. Nalinaksiu Sanyal : They did.) Might be in a private 
letter to Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal ; they have not the courage to do that 
openly. (Dr. Nalinak.sha Sanyal: The Indian National Congress 
has done it.) (Khan Sahib Maulvi Sykd Muhammad Afzal : Don’t 
interrupt. You should learn from us how to behave in the House.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Afzal, will ii be necessary for me to take 
steps so that you may be the Speaker! At the same time, Mr. Bose, 
might I appeal to you that your group should be absolutely silent when 
the Leader of the House is addressing. When you spoke except, 
one interruption whicli gave you a further line of arguments, the 
proceedings of the House were not interrupted or disturbed in any 
way. 

w 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: But the Chief Minister himself 
was interrupting when the Leader of the Opposition was on his legs. 

Mr. SPEAKER: T am requesting Mr. Bose to see that his party 
does not unnecessarily disturb the proceedings by interruptions. 

The Hon’bie Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: 1 w'ould leave the 
Congress alone for the present. 

So far as separate electorates are colceined, my friend M^ Bose 
has read out to the Hous^e the names of several gentlemen who had been 
elected to tlie Calcutta Corporation through the medium of joint 
electorates and he has mentioned that in the veal 1963 I was myself 

elected to the Corporation by a (Mr. JogEwSH Chandra Gutta; 

Not in 19e36y). I was elected by a system of^joint electorate with 
reservation of seats for Muslims. May I tell the House the real facts 
because my friend Mr, Bose does not seem to know what the facts 
actually were. As a matter of fact, I stood as a candidate from 
Ward No. 19 of the Calcutta Corporation. The total number of voters 
was roughly about 1,500, of .whom* about 300 were Muslims 
and 1,2C0 were Hindusv The House will*, be surprised to hear 
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that that seat was reserved for a Muhammadan ; it was * 
only a Muslim who could contest that seat. And a certain 
gentleman, Mr. Abdul Basit, a pleader of the Police Court, of two 
or thi%e years’ standing, stood against me, and by sheer number of 
votes of Hindu gentlemen who were all against me, he got himself 
elected. In that election I could only get 13 Hindu votes. I moved 
the High Court and in consequence of certain corrupt practices that 
had been practised, that election was .set aside. When I again came 
forward as. a candidate, Mr. Basit could not stand again bqii^ause he 
was under a ban on account of his corrupt practices. Luckily for me* 
not one single Muslim (‘untiidate came forward to oppose me, and I 
was elected unopposed. It was therefore no credit to the sj’steni of 
joint electorates that I got into the Corporation at all. It was because 
they could not find a Muslim to play the part of a scapegoat and 
therefore there was no contest and no trial of strength on the basis of 
reservation of seats. (Mr. Joc;k.sh (^h.indra GrPT.\ : May I enquire 
if the Hon’ble the Chief Minister remembers that he was given the 
Congress ticket on the occasion when he came out uncontesttMl K) No, 

I have not forgotten anything. I was opposed by the (hmgress, 
although I was sup])orted by my triend Mr. dogesh Chandra Gupta. 
Whether I got Congress ticket or not, it is abs<dutely bt'side the point. 

It is evident that even if a Muslim signs the Congnvss ])ledge, if he 
is unacceptable to tlie Hindu majoriU, he can lx* defeated in a system 
of joint electorate with* a Hindu majority, as was the case with me 
wdien I contested a seat with a person of Mr. Abdul Basit ’s position. 

Now, vSir, may 1 en(|uire if there is no such thing as Hindu 
interests or Muslim interests or Kuropean interests, wh\ are my 
Hindu friends so very parti<ular about the system of joint electorate 
or separate electorate.^ If there is no such thing as Hindu inkf»rests 
or Muslim interests, would my friend Mr. B(»se like to see the whole 
of the seats being tilled by Muslims because the Hindus will have 
nothing to fear as there is no such thing as Hindu interests? (Dr. 
Nalinvksha Svisyal: Yes, if you cease to be Muslims first; and the 
Hindus are prepared to giv^* the entire number of seats to Muslims 
through joint electorate.) 

Mr. SPEAKERj May I ask, Mr. Bose, once again whether I can 
expect help from you in this matter of interruption? 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: 1 have given you all the help you 
require. I only hope the Hon’ble the Chief Minister will not go on 
patting que^tion.s. 

* • 

TIm Hw'bl. Mr. A. %. F4Zi,UL HUQ; I have not put any question 
to my friend Dr. Naliijaksha San;^al. 
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Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: I think he has been putting 
quffetioiifi to me, knowing full well that I would not interrupt. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K, FAZLUL HUQ: Now, Sir, I will try not 

to embitter the discussion at the present moment by making any 

(Loud and jeering noise from the Opposition.) (At this stage the 
Hon’ble Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq spoke something in Bengali.) (Loud 
laughter.) 

As 1 was just going to point out that my friend Mr. Bose has also 
told the House that in certain wards the system of joint electorates 
with reservation of seats tor Muslims has secured the highest number 
of votes. He probably referred to the election in that year when I was 
a candidate and to the number of votes secured by my friend Khan 
Bahadur Abdul Mornin. May I tell the House that the reason why the 
Khan Bahadur secured the highest number of votes was the outstanding 
fact that in that ward the number of electorates were preponderatingly 
Muslim, and the Khan Bahadur got all the Muslim votes and a few 
Hindu votes, ((ries of “No, no” from the Congress Benches.) It is 
no use my friends shaking their heads and crying “No, no.” Now, 
Sir, my friend Mr. Bose has pointed out that in the years when Muslims 
were elected in the Corporation under the system of .separate electorate, 
the percentage of Muslim appointments was much lower than the per- 
centage of Muslim appointments in those years when Muslims were 
elected on the basis of j<dnt electorate. May I point out to my friend 
that it all d€i)€nds on the circumstances of the time, the persons who 
are councillors working for all communities, and the earnestness with 
which they work; it is only then that it is conceivable to consider 
whether a certain number of .seat.s can be secured for the Muslims or 
whether the just and legitimate requirements of the Muslim community 
would be safeguarded or not. It may be, Sir, that the Muslim 
councillors did not properly discharge their duties towards the Muslim 
community. But that is no reason for arguing that an election under 
the joint electorate system with reservation of seats conduces to the 
representation of a larger iiumWr of men more competent to looh after 
the interests of u community than an election under separate electorate. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. may I remind the Hoirble the 
Chief Minister that he is wholly wrong? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Order, order. Vou must not interrupt the Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister, 


Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, his figures are all wrong. 
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• • 

Mr* SPEAKERS Order, order. Please donU interrupt the Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister. • 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQs Now, Sir, my friend haa 
referred to the grants to Muslim institutions and hospitals. I know^ 
Sir, something about the working of the Corporation committees 
regarding such matters. What happens is that a Muslim councillor 
wants to have some grant for an institution in which he is interested 
and he makes a pact with one or two Hindu councillors on the^ principle^ 
“You scratch my back and 1 will scratch yours," and thus the Muslim 
councillor helps the Hindu councillor with votes in these committee 
meetings, and vice versa. That is how Corporation grants are* obtained 
But there are, Sir, at the present niomenl, hundreds of deserving 
Muhammadan institutions which are not getting any grants at all. 

It is no use arguing that some institutions have got grants. If some 
institutions have got grants, a hundred others have not got them, and 
in many cases the grants have gone more to undeserving institutions 
than to deserving institution'^. (Mr. Svntosh Ktmak : That 

is also the case in regard to Hindu institutions.) 

Sir, I now come to the (juestion of distributicm of seats. I wish ro 
go in some detail on this point, because both my friend Dr. Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee and Mr. Bose have made a complaint that we have tried to 
be unjust and unfair t(^ the Hindu community and that we have prac- 
tically reduced it to a state of minority. (Mr. S.^kat Ciiandua Bosk: 
Not praotically but absolutely.) 

Now, Sir, as honourable members know, in the Corporation, in u 
House of ltd we have set apart 47 seats for election through general 
electorate and 40 seats have been distributed as follows: 22 setus for 
Muslims; 12 .seats for Special Constituencies; 2 seats for Anglo-Indians; 

2 seats for Labour; and so on. Now, Sir, it is apparent that the 47 
seats w’ill practically be all caj)tured by the Hindus. (Mr. .TotiK.sn 
Ch.\ni)ha GrpTA : No.) The two Labour ^eats will certainly go to the 
Hindu community as aNt) the one seat w’hich has been allotted to the 
Port ^Commissioners. This '•will make a total of oO seats. Over and 
above that, there will be three seats, at Ieast*^o l>e filled in by nomina- 
tion and, aa a matter of fact, there will be od seats given to the Hindu 
community in a Hnuse of dd. With this majority, they cun expect to ^ 
have the five aldermen also elected according to their choice. The 
result will, therefoiTe, be that the Hindus will have 58 councillors and 
aldermen in a House of 98. Even if w'e leave out the two doubtful 
seats, which I cannot say doubtful on an analysis of the figures, the 
Hindus will have 56 seats as against 42 non-Hindu seats in a House 
of 98. I ask the Hoi\se ta consider these figures and to give their 
judgment Vhelher in the alldtmhn); of 58 dr 56 seats in a House of 98 it 
is really a trampling ^dnder foot the legitimate claims and /uipiratio^na 
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of tlie Hindu community? (Dr. Nalinaksha Saittal: Certainly!) 
Wh.^ can’t you keep quiet? What do you mean? (Dr. NaI/INaksha 
Sanyal: You asked a question.) I never asked you a question. (At 
this stage there was great uproar.) ‘Sir, I shall nqt apeak any more if 
I am interrupted in this way. 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee was 
also interrupted. 

Mr. SPEAKER. When Mr. Bose was speaking, only one question 
was put ohy Mr. Nooruddin. But if I have to count the number of 
times that you have interrupted, I think 1 shall have to take the help 
of a statistical officer to find it out! Please don’t do it. 

Tha Hon*ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, I am asking the 
House to consider these figures. There are 47 seats in the general 
electorate which we expect will W won by the Hindus. There are two 
doubtful seats, but 1 submit that even those two seats are not very 
doubtful, because the Hindus and non-Hindus are there holding the 
balance even, and it is just possible that these two seats will also be 
won by tlie Hindtis. (Mr. Sauvt Ciiandka Bose: They have never 
Ix^en filled.) All right. If I leave out these two seats, even so it will 
come to 46. Then there is one seat for the Poit Commissioners. That 
makes it 4fi, and the addition of the two Labour .seats will make it 48; 
plus three nominated seat.s, it comes to 61. 

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Will the Hon’hle the Chief 
Minister forgive me it 1 ask him whether he is taking the two Labour 
-seats as Hindu seats? Is not the constituency built up of Hindus, 
Muslims and others? 

The Hon’llle Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I will leave out ever\- 

thing, Sir. which is doubtful. Out of 47 seats, if I leave out the twvi 
Labour seats, it comes to 46. If we add to it the one seat for the Port 
Oommissioiiers, it comes to 46, and then there are the three nominated 
seats. That makes it 49. The Scheduled Castes are Hindus; they are 
not Muslims, nor are they Christians. (Laughter.) (Dr. Naliwaksha 
Banyan: They are nominated! Laughter.) Their eonvenisnce some- 
times makes them Hindus and epmetimes Muslims ! (Renewed 
laughter.) That is the real position of the Scheduled Castes. 

Now, Sir, as I have pointed out to the House, about the 45 seats 
there is no dispute. This plus the one port Commissioners* seat and 
the three nominated seajls gives a ^toval of 49 in a House of 93 as 
against 44 noo-&indus. And I expect, Sir, that if these 49 combine. 
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they will be abl^, to elect #11 the ahlernteii. That tiieaas that lliey will 
l>e at feast 54. Fifty-fg^ur in a Hou.se hf thus ’they .will be Hi a 
majority. (Mr. S\rat Chandra BpsK; Splejidid !) 

Noirt, Sir, if tliey not ^ot aocordinp to tlie population 

ratio, what does it matter? lien tliore is no sm;h things ail Hindu 
interest requiring pMt^'ctifm, why tlien can if not he )eft in the hands 
of Mr. Nooruddin and Mr. Sliahahmltlin ? Why. if*' there is no sttcli 
tiling? in particular as Hitn^ii ^itei'esf, caiTt you triisl umr i^lusliin 
brethren? (Lauo-hter.) Now. Sir. if is’ ver\ piod lo^vje* (Ihihu. 
INarendra ^Narayan (/IT \k a \n virrv : It is nia^ic.) ft is inaj^'ic 'und 
loj^ic tliat the Hindus cannof Irusl the Muslims, hut th(‘ Miislims must 
trust the Hindus.

(Cries 
of ‘*AhI abl” frrtm the 0]>position Benclies.) and because it is really 
the first step towurds the introduction of reforms in the C’alcutta Corpo- 
ration whiidi has long been overdue and which my friends W’ill soon see 
materialise when the .second jiart will be placed before this ^ou.se. Sir, 
on this point of division that has taken place in tj^is House, I cannot 
but refer to one very significant fact, namely, the question of represen- 
tation of Muslims through separate electorate. Sir, it is a well-known 
fact that when that qiicstioii Vas s|)ecifically discussed, debated and 
voted upon, we won by a very ''omfortnble majority. Only the other

M> Hindu 
friends do not umhustand that you aie the most communally-minded

them and that is tin* reason why t licit* is tin* m*eessity tor a s(*]»arate 
eh‘etorale and tdher pndt‘etions foi whndi the iniiiorit it*s have been so 
Ioiijj: (*ryiu^'.

Hut if they an* of opinion that this repre- 
sentation is inadeciuate. it is not certainly the last word on the 
subject; (lovernnieiit will he prepared to (‘onsider any representation 
that will be made ondiehalf of the An^rlo-Indian community not merely 
re^rdiii;? tlie method of representation but also the quantity of repre- 
sentation in the Calcutta Ci.rpnratioimeowtrollinp: iht* civic interests 
of Calcutta. 
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As regards the Indian Christians, it is true ^hai this year they 
have not been jepresented in the Calcutta CorjHiratiou, but there are 
as nMiny as five seats which are at the disposal of Government, and it 
will not be impossible for the moment to represent the interests of 
the Indian Christians by a system of nomination. If there is any 
other system which they can suggest for the proteidion of their 
interests, that system will eortainly rei^eive the most careful considera- 
tion of Government. 

As regards the representation of females in the Calcutta (Mrporat ioic 
we liave not definitely pledged ourselves, but we are prepar'd to see 
a convention grow up that there should be sufficient representation of 
females also on the Calcutta Corporation. 

As regards the Euroiiean Group, it is not for me to hold a brief 
for them and to defend the interests which they reproent in the (hdcutta 
Corporation or to give a tribute to the services which they rmider to the 
citizens of Calcutta and the manner in which th(‘y have dis- 
charged their duty in the (^alcutta Oirporation. J have l)een in 
the Calcutta (Corporation in various capacities, and I have myself 
noticed that the Europeans tlicre liav«‘ worked with a selflessness and 
devotion to duty which. .. (Cries ol “Oh I Oh!” from the* ('ongress 
Bimches.) A"ou may not agree with nu*. hut _\ou know in \our 
heart of liearts that the Kurojieans working ther(‘ have been working 
solely for the good of the country and not for their personal ends. If 
European representation is slightly in excess of their numerical strength,, 
it is all to the good of the Corporation. Here is a detached 
body of persons who are responsible not merely for the good administra- 
tion of the Corporation, but who ari* also there to see lhat all 
the other interests are sufficiently adjusted in order that justice ipay be 
done to all and sundry in the best ni((‘reHts of the city iie a whole.

The Bengul Money-lenders Bill, 1938. 

Mr, SPEAKER; We will now take up (he Beiij^al Money-lenders 
Bill fonnall.s, bul 1 do not think it will he jiossilih* to begin seriously 
the (lisiMis.sion to-day. The Hou^e will meet again on Wednesday next. 
I liojie everybody would come ready to begin with the Money-lendere 
Bill on the next day. That is the next item in the agenda. In the 
meantime, I think it will be better, as 1 suggested, if it would be 
pos'iible for Government members as well as the Opposition and the 
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other groups of the House to meet together to find-/ out the plan :> by 
which we can tackle this Bill. It is very important to find out which 
are the sections which we should take up first. There are probably 
four or five sections whi(di are the vital clauses of the Hill. After they 
are finished, then the really (‘ontentious provisions of the Bill 
will be discussed and everybody will he able to get a jiroper pt*rsj>ecti ve 
of the whole Bill itsidt.
